It must be noted that men with bad instincts are more in number 
than the good, and therefore, the best results in governing them ate 
attained by violence and terrorisation, and not by academic dis- 
cussion. Rare indeed are the men, who would not be willing to sacri- 
fice the welfare of all for the sake of securing their own welfare. Men 
are but beasts of prey. 


Political freedom is an idea, but not a fact. 


In our day, the power which has replaced that of the rulers is the 
power of GOLD. Time was when FAITH ruled. The idea of FREE- 
DOM is impossible of realisation because no one knows how to use it 
with moderation. - 

When a State exhausts itself in its own convulsions through in- 
ternal discords or external foes it becomes irretrievably lost and is 
soon in our power. The despotism of CAPITAL, which is entirely in 
in our hands, reaches out to it a straw that the State, willy-nilly, must 
take hold of. If not, it goes to the bottom. , 

The political has nothing in common with the moral. The ruler, 
who is foverned by the moral, is not a skilied politician, and is there- 
fore unstable on his throne. He, who wishes to rule, must have re- 
course both to cunning and to make-believe. Great national qualities, 
like frankness and honesty, are vices in politics, for they bring down 
rulers from their thrones more effectively and certainly than the most 
powerful enemy. Such qualities must be the attributes of the ne 
doms of the royim, but we must in no wise be guided by them. OU 
RIGHT LIES IN FORCE AND MIGHT. 

Our power in the present tottering condition of all forms of power 
will be more invincible than any other, because it will remain invisible 
until the moment when it has gained such strength that no cunning 
can any longer undermine it. Out of the temporary evil we are now 
compelled to commit will emerge the good of an unshakable rule, 
which will restore the regular course of the machinery of the national 
life, brought to naught by liberalism. The result justifies the means. 
(High-faluting hooey, indeed.) Let us, however, in out plans, direct our 
attention not so much to what is good and moral as to what 18 neces- 
sary and useful. 

Before us is a plan in which is laid down the line from which we 
cannot deviate without running the risk of seeing the LABOR OF 
MANY CENTURIES BROUGHT TO NAUGHT. 


It must be understood that the might of a mob is a blind, senseless 
and unreasoning force, ever at the mercy of a suggestion from any 
side. The blind cannot lead the blind, and.upstarts from the people 
cannot tead without bringing the whole nation to ruin. ONLY ONE 
TRAINED FROM CHILDHOOD FOR INDEPENDENT RULE 
CAN HAVE UNDERSTANDING OF THE WORDS THAT 
CAN BE MADE UP OF THE POLITICAL ALPHABET. 


Without absolute despotism there can be no existence for civiliza- 
tion. The mob isa savage and displays its savagery at every Oppor- 
tunity. The moment the mob seizes freedom, it quickly turns to 
anarchy, which in itself is the highest degree of savagery. 

The goyim are bemused with alcoholic liquors; their youth has 
grown stupid on classicism and from early immorality, into which 
they have been inducted by our special agents—by tutors, lackeys 
and governesses in the houses of the wealthy, by clerks and others, 
by our women in the piaces of dissipation frequented by the goyim.

Wemust not stop at 
bribery, deceit and treachery in the attainment of our end. «In 
politics one must know how to seize the property of others without 
hesitation to secure submission and sovereignty. Wholesale senten- 
ces of death and merciless terrorism must be practised to produce 
blind submission. : . 

Far back in ancient times, we were the first to cry the words, 
Liberty, Equality and Fraternity, just to fool the stupid goyim- 
cattle; but, we mean that there shall be none of those empty words.

wee 1—A Protocol of 1489 
The Revue des Etudes Juives, financed by James de Rothschild, 
published in 1880, shows how true the Protocols are in saying that 
the Learned Elders of Zion have been carrying on their plan for 
centuries. On January 13th., 1489, Chemor, Jewish Rabbi of Arles 
in Provence, wrote to the Grand Sanhedrin at Constantinople for 
advice. This was his reply: (condensed) 
The advice of the Grand Satraps and Rabbis is: 

Become Christians, but keep the law of Moses in your hearts. 
Make your sons merchants that they may despoil the Christians. 
Make your sons and daughters doctors and apothecaries that they 
may take away Christian lives. : 
poe your sons canons and clerics that they may destroy their 
churches, 

Make your sons advocates and lawyers that you may put Christians 
under the yoke and dominate the world, 

DO NOT SWERVE FROM THIS ORDER. 

Signed V. S. S. V. F. F., Prince of the Jews, 2ist. Caslue,

2--A Protocol of 1860,

“Signed, The Central Committee of the Petersburg Branch of the 
Israelite International League.” 

Any race or anvbody with « grain of sense or gleam of understanding 
should be able to realize that wentuaily all servants of the 
super-densest Satan will go with him to Perdition and Death! Still 
those vile vipers—The Elders of Zion—blindly persist in an absolutely 

Jutile endeavor to perpetrate their filthy schemes: and crawl in and out of 
ihe foul belly of their Serpent-hatcher—in that most ridiculously hopeless 
of all ambitions-—io defeat the Lord God Almighty!

“'Dinries,’? a translation of some passages which appeared in 
the Jewish Chronicle of Jaly 14, 1922, Herzl gives en account of 
his first visit to Engisnd in 1896, aud bia conversation with 
Colonel Goldsmid, a Jew bronght up as a Christian, an officer in 
the English Army, and at heart a Jew Nationalist.

I—"Agontar’' and ‘‘Tha Political” 

There‘oro two words in this translation which are unusual, the 
word “Agentur! and ‘*poljtical’’ used as a substantive, Agentur 
appears to be 2 word adopted from tho original and it means the 
whole tody of agents and agencies made use of by the Eldors, 
whether members of tho tribs or their Gontile tools. 

By ‘'the Political’? Mr. Maraden means, not exactly tho ‘body 
politic’? but the entire machinery of politics, 


U.—Tho Symbolic Suake of Judaism. 

Protocol III opens with a reference to the Symbolic Snake of 
Sudaiam. In his Epilogue to the 1905 Edition of the Protocols 
Nilus gives tho following intercsting account of this symbol — 

According to the records of secret Jewish Zionism, Solomon 
and other Jewish learned men already, in 923 B.C., thought out 
a scheme in theory for a peaceful conquest of the whola universe 
by Zion. - 

Ag history developed, this scheme was worked out in detail and 
completed by men who were subsequently initiated in this ques- 
ion, Theao learned men decided by peaceful mesua to conquer 
the world for Zion with tho slyncss of tho Symbolic Snake, whoss 
head was to represont thoss who have been initiated into the plans 
of tho Jewish administration, and the body of the Snake to rep- 
seacnt the Jewish pooplo—tho administration was always kept 
secrot, oven from the Jewish nation itself. As thia Sneke pene- 
trated into the hearts of the nations which it encountered it un- 
dermined and devoured all the nou-Jowish power of these States, 
It jg foretold that tho Snake bas atill to finish its work, strictly 
ndhbring to the designed pinn, pntil the course which it has to ran 
ja closed by tho return of ita head to Zion and until, by this means, 
the Snake has oempaee its round of Europe and has encirvied 
it--and until, by dint of cucbaining Enrone, it haa encompassed 
the Whole world. This [t is to accomplish by using every on- 
deavoar to snbdue the other countries by an sconomfeat conqueat. 

The return of the head of the Buake to Zion can only bo ac 
complished aftor the power of all the Bovercigus of Europe has 
heen Jaid low, that Ss to ay, when by means of economic crises 
and wholeaate destrnetion offected everywhere, thers shall have 
been brought sbout 8 spiritual demoralization and a moral cor- 
ruption, chiefly with the assistance of Jewish women masquerad- 
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ing ag French, Italiens, etc. These are tho surest apreaders of 
Hicentiougacss into the Hyves of the leading men at the heads of 
nations, 

A map of the course of the Symbolic Suako is shown ag fol- 
lows:—Its firat stoge in Europe wag in 429 B.C. in Greece, whore, 
about the time of Pericles, the Snake first started eating inta the 
power of that country. The second stage was in Rome in the time 
of Augustus, abovt 89 B,C, The third in Madrid in the time of 
Chartea V, in A.D, $552, The fourth in Paris about 1790, in 
the time of Louis XVI, The fifth in London from 1814 on- 
wards (after the downfall of Napoicon). The sixth in Berlin in 
1871 after the Franco-Prussian war. ‘Phe seventh in St Peters. 
aoe which is drawn the head of the Snake under the dato 
rs " 

All these states which the Snake traversed have had the founda- 
tions of their constitutions shaken, Germany, with its apparent 
power, forming no cx¢eption to the rule. In ceonomie conditions 
Engisnd and Germany are spared, but only till the conquest of 
Russia is accomplished by tke Snake, on which at present [i.¢., 
1905] ail its efforts arc concentrated. The further course of the 
Snake is not shown on this map, but orrowa indicate its next 
movement towards Moscow, Kieft and Odesse. 

It is now well known to ua to what extent the intier cities form 
the centres of the militant Jewish race. Constantinople is shown 
ag the Inst stage of the Snake’s course before it reaches Jerusalem. 
{This map waa drawa years before the occurrence of the ‘Young 
Tark’—1.2,, Jewish—Revoiution in Turkey),

OF THE MEETINGS OF THE 
LEARNED ELDERS OF ZIGN 


I 

i, .... Putting aside fine phrases we shall speak of the sig- 
nificance of each thought: by comparisons and deductions we 
shall throw jight upon surrounding facts 

2. What I am about to set forth, then, is our system from the 
two points of view, that of ourselves and that of the goyim [t.e, 
non-Jews]. 

3. It most be noted thet men with bad instincts are mtore in 
number than the good, and therefora the best results in govern- 
ing them are atteined by violenca and terrorisation, and not by 
academic discussions Evary man aims at power, everyone would 
Hike to become a dictator if only he contd, and rare indeed are the 
men who would not be willing to axcrifies the welfare of all for 
tho suke of securing their own welfare, i : 

4, What bas restrained the beants of prey who are called men? 
“What bas served for their guidance hithertot 

5. In tho beginnings of the structura of society they were gad- 
jected to brutal and blind fores; efterwards—to Law, which is 
the same foree, only disguised. I draw the conclusion that by 
the lew of nature right lies in force, 

6 Political freedom is an idea but not a fact. This iden one 
must know how to apply whenever it appears necessary with 
this bait of an idea to attract the masses of tho people te one’s 
party for the purpose of crashing another who is in authority. 
This task is rendered easier if the opponent hes himself been in- 
fected with tho idea of freedom, so-caited liberciism, and, for the 
sake of an idea, is willing to yield some of hie power. It ia pre- 
cisely here that the trinmph of our theory appears; the sinckened 
reing of government aro immediately, by the law of Hie, caught 
up and gathered together by a new band, because the blind might 
of the nation cannot for one single day exist without guidance, 
and the new authority merely fits into the place of the old al- 
ready weakened by liberalism, — 

2. Ynovr day the power which has repiaced that of the rulers 
who wero liberal is the power of Gold. Time wos when Faith 
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ruled. The idea of freedom is impossible of realisation because no 
one knows how to use 3¢ with moderation, It is enough to hand 
over a people to self-government for a certain length of time for 
that people to be turned into a disorganized mob. From that mo- 
ment on We get internecine strife which soon develops into battles 
between closses, int the midst of which States burn down and their 
importance ts reduced to that of a heap of ashes, 

8 Whether a State exhauats itsclf in its own convulsions, 
whether its interani discord brings it under the power of external 
focs—in any case it can bo accounted irretrievably lost: if i in 
our pawer. Tho despotism of Capital, which is entirely in our 
hands, reaches out to it # straw that the State, willy-nilly, must 
take hold of : if not—it gacs ta the bottom. 

%. Should anyone of 4 liberal mind asy that such reflections 
as the akove are immoral I would put the following questiong — 
if every State has two foes and if in regard to the external foo 
it is atowed and not considered immoral to use every manner and 
art of conflict, as for oxampie to keep the enomy in ignorance of 
plans of attack and dofense, to attack him by night or in superior 
numiers, then in what way can the same means in regard to a 
worse foe, the destroyer of the structure of society and tho com- 
mnonwtal, be called iinmorat and not pertmissibict 

10. Is it possibte for any sound logicn? mind te hope with any 
suceess to guide crowds by the aid of reasonable cannscls and 
arguments, when any objection or contradiction, senseless though 
it may be, can bo made and when such obpection may find more 
favour with tho peoplo, wheso powers of reasoning are super- 
ficial} Men in massce and the men of tho masses, being guided 
aolely by petty passions, paltry belicfs, traditions and sentimental 
theorism, fail o proy to party dissension, which bindera any Kind 
of agrecmont even on the basis of a perfectly reasonable argu- 
ment, Every resolution of a erowd depends upon a chance or 
packed majority, which, in ite ignorance of political scarets, puts 
forth some ridiculous resohition that Jays in tho administration a 
seed of anarchy, 

ll, Tho political hos nothing in common with the moral, The 
ruler who ig governed by the moral is not o skilled politician, 
and ia therofore unstable on his throne, Ho who wishes to rule 
tmurt Rave recourse both to cunning nud to nmnke-believe. Great 
national qualities, like frankoess and honesty, are vices in polt- 
ties, for they bring down rulers from their thronca more eifec. 
tively and niore certainly than the most powerful enemy, Such 
qnatitics must bo the attributes of the kingdoma of tho goyim, but 
Wo must in no wise be guided by them, 

42, Our right les in force, The word ‘‘right”’ is on abstract 
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thonght and proved by nothing. ‘The word meana no more than: 
—Give me what I want in order that thereby I may have a proof 
that I om stronger then you. 

13. Where does right begin? Where does it end . 

14. Im any State in which there is a bad organisation of 
authority, an impersonality of laws and of the ralera who have 
lost their personality amid the flood of rights ever multiplying 
out of liberalism, I find a mew right—to attack by the right of 
the strong, and to scatter to the winds ail existing forces of order 
and regniation, to reconstruct all institutions and to become the 
sovereign lord of those who have left to us the righta of their 
power by Inying them down voluntarily in their liberalism, 

15, Our power in the present tottering condition of all forms 
of power will be mors invincible than eny other, because it will 
remain invisible nntil the moment when it bas gained such 
strength that uo cnoning can any longer andermine it. 

16. Ontof the temporary evil we ara now compelled to commit 
will emergo the good of an nushatrable rule, whieh will restore ths 
reenter conrmo of the machinery of the national Hfe, bronght to 

=naught by fiberatiem, The resilt justifies the means. Let as. 
however, in our plans, direct our attention not ao much to what 
ja gaod and moral ag to what is necessary and useful. 

1%. Before us isa plan in which is taid down strategically the 
line from which we cannot deviate withont running the risk of 
reeing the labour of many centuries dronght to naught, 

18, In order to elaborate satisfactory forms of action it is 
necessary to have regard to the rascality, the slnckness, the in- 
atobiljty of the mob, Its lack of capacity to understand and re- 
spect the conditions of its own life, or }ta own welfare. Tt must 
bo understood that the might of e mob is bind, senseless and nn- 
reasoning force ever at thea mercy of « angrestion from any side. 
Tho blind cannot lead the blind without bringiog them into the 
ahyss; consequently, membera of the mob, upstarts from the 
peonle even though they should be as a gevius for wisdom, yet 
hoving no understanding of the political, caunot come forward 
na loaders of the mob without bringing the whole nation ta ruin. 

19. Only one trained from childhood for independent role 
oan have understanding of the words that can be made up of thea 
noliticat alphabet, 

20, A peoplo left to itself, é¢., to upstaris from its midst, 
brings itself to ruin by party dissensions excited by the pursnit 
of power and honours and the disorders arising therefrom. Is it 
nossible for the masses of the people calmiy and withont petty 
Jentousios to form judgment, to deal with the affairs of the coun- 
try, whick cannot be mixed up with personal interests? Can they 
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defend themselves from on extersal foe? Ié is unthinkable; for 
a plan broken up into as many parts as there are beada in the 
mob, losea ali homogeneity, and thereby becomes unintelligible 
and impossible of execution. 

21, It is only with a despotic ruler that plans can be elabo. 
rated extensively and clearly in auch a way a9 to distribute the 
whole properly among the several parts of the machinery of the 
State: from this the conclusion is inevitable that o satisfactory 
form of government for any country ia one that concentrates in 
the hands of one responsible person. Without an absolute des- 
potisn: there can be no existenco for civilisation which is carricd 
on not by the massca but by their guide, whosoever thet person 
may bo. The mob is savage, and aispiaya ita savagery at every 
opportunity, The moment the mob seizes frecdom in ita hands 
it quickiy turns to anarchy, which in itself ig the highest degree 
of savagery, a 

22, Dehold the atecholised onimals, bemused with drink, the 
right to an immoderate use of which comes along with freedom. 
Tt ig not for us and ours to walk that rond, The peoplea of the 
goyit are bemused with atcoholic Hquors; their youth has grown 
stupid on classiciem and from early immoratity, into which it hoa 
been inducted by our special agents—by tutors, lackeys, gover- 
nesses in the houses of the wealthy, by clerks and others, by our 
women in tho places of eesipance frequented by the goyim, In 
tho number of these Inat I count also the so-called “‘society 
indics,’* voluntary followers of the others in corruption ond 
luzory. 

23, Our countersign is—Yoreo and Make-believe. Onty forces 
conquera in political affairg, especially if it be concented in the 
(nlenta essential to atatesmen. Violence must be the principle, 
and cunning and make-believe the rule for governments which 
do nat want to lay down their crowns at the feet of agents of some 
new power, This evil is the one and only means { attain the end, 
the good, Therefore we must not stop at dribery, @eceit and 
treachery when they should serve towards the attainment of our 
end. In politica one must know how to scizo the property of 
others without hesitation if by it we seenre submission and sov- 
erecignty. 

24. Our State, marching along the path of pracefal conquest, 
has the right to replace the horrors of war by less noticeable and 
more sntisinctory sontences of death, necessary to maintain the 
terror which tends te praitee blind submission. Just but mer- 
ciless severity is the greatest {actor of strength in the State: not 
only for the sake of gain but also in the name of duty, for the 
sake of victory, we must keep to the programme of violence and 
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meke-beliove. The doctrine of squaring accounts is precisely o4 
strong as the means of which it makes nse. Therefore it is not x0 
much by the means theraselves as by the doctrine of severity that 
we shall triumph and bring al! governments inte subjection to 
our super-government. It ig enough for them to know that we 
aro too merciless for ail disobedience to cease. 

25. Far back in ancient times we were the first to ery among 
the masses of the people the words ‘Liberty, Equality, Frater- 
nity,’ words manny times ropeated since those days by stupid poli- 
parrots who from all sides round flew down upon these boits ond 
with them carricd away the well-being of the srorld, truo freedom 
of the individual, formerly so well guarded against the pressure 
of the mob. The would-be wise men of the goyim, tha intellec- 
tuals, could not make anything out of the uttered words in their 
abstractness; did not note the contradiction of their meaning and 
inter-relation: did not see that in nature there is no equality, can- 
Pot be freedom: that Nature herself bag established ineqnality of 
minds, of characters, and capacities, just a3 immutably as she has 
established subordination to her inws; never stopped to think 
that the mob fs o blind thing, that upstarts elected from among 
it to bear rule are, in regard to the political, the same blind men 
as the mob itself, that the adept, though be be a fool, can yet rale, 
whereas the non-adept, ever if he were 4 genine, understands 
nothing in tha political—to atl those things the géyim paid no re- 
gard; yet all the time it was based upon these things that dynastic 
role rested; tho father passed on to the son a knowledge of the 
course of political affairg in euch wise thet none should know it 
but membera of the dynasty and none could betray if to the gov- 
erned. Ag time went on tha meaning of the dynnatie transfer- 
ence of the true position of affaira in the political waa lost, and 
this aided the anecea of our cause.

class headed by tha aristotracy of money. Tho qui 
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this aristocracy We have established in wealth, which is depen- 
dent upon us, and in knowledge, for which our learned elders 
provide the motive force, ; ; 

27. Our trivmph: has Ucen rendered caster by the fact that in 
onr relations with the men whom we wanted we have aliaye 
worked upon tho most sensitive chords of the human mind, upon 
the cash account, upon the cupidity, upon the insattability for 
matcrint needs of man; and ench one of these tumon weaknesses, 
taken alone, ia cufficient to paralyse initiative, for it hands over 
the wilt of men to the disposition of him who has bought their 
activities, 7 

28, Tho abstraction of freedom has cunbled us to persuade the 
mob in all countries that their government is nothing but the 
afeward of tho people who ara the owners of the country, and 
that tho steward may be roplaced like a worn-out glove, 

28, Ys ts this possibility of replacing the representatives of 
the peoplo which bas placed them at our disposni, and, as it were, 
given un the power of appointment, 
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1. 1 ie indisponsable for our purpose that wars, so far os 
possible, should net result in terriforint gains: war will thus be 
brought on fo the cconomle ground, where the nations will not 
fail to perecive in the assigtauca we give the strength of our pre- 
dominance, and thia state of thinga will put both sides at the 
merey of our international agenfur; whieh possesses millions of 
eves ever on the wateh and unkampered by any limitations what- 
socver. Our international rights will then wins out national 
rights, in the proper sense of right, and will rule the nations pre- 
cinelf ag the civil law of States ruics the relations of their mb- 
jects among themselves. 

2, Tho administratorg, whom we shalt choose from among fhe 
public, with strict regard to their capacitics for servile obedience, 
will not bo persang trained in the arta of government, and wil 
therefore casily become pawns in our game in the hands of men of 
tearning and genius who will be their advisers, specialists bred 
aud reared from earjy childhood to rai¢ the affairs of the whole 
workd. As is well known to you, these specialists of ours have 
licen denwing to fit them for rufe the inforniation they need from 
onr political pians from the lessons of history, from observations 
inade of the events of every moment os it pnsses. The goyim are 
nat guided by practical use of unprejudicert historical observa- 
tion, but by theoretient routine without any eritical regard for 
consequent resuits. We need not, Hrerefore, toke any account 
of them—iet fliom amuse themselves untit the hour strikes, or Evo 
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on hopes of now forms of enterprising pastime, or on the 
memories of elf they bave enjoyed, For them let that play the 
principal pert whick we bave persuaded them to accept as the 
dictates of science (theory). It ia with this object in view that 
wo are constantly, by means of our press, srousing a blind con- 
fidence in these theories. The intellectuals of the goyim will 
pulf themselves up with their lmowledges and without any logi- 
cat verification of them will put into effect ali the information 
availabio from science, which our egenfur specialists have cun- 
ningly pieced together for the perpose of educating their minds 
in the direction ie want. 

3. Bo not suppose for a moment that these statements are 
empty words: think carefally of the successes wa arranged for 
Darwinism, ifarxism, Nietzsche-ism. To ua Jews, at any rate, it 
showid be plain to see what o disintegrating importance theso 
directives have bad upon the minds of the goyim, 

4. It is indispensable for us to take account of the thoughts, 
chnracters, tendencies of the nations in order to avoid mating 
slips in the political and in the dircetion of admintstrstive of- 
fairs. The triumph of our system, of which the component parts 
of the machinery may be variously disposed according fe the tem- 
perament of the peoples met on our way, will fail of success i 
the practicat application of it be not based upon ao summing up 
of the lessons of the past in the light of the present. 

& In the hands of the States of to-day there is a great forca 
that creates tha movement of thought in the people, and that is 
the Press. The part played by the Press is to keep pointing our 
requirements supposed to be indispensable, to givo voice to the 
complaints of the people, to expresa and to create discontent, It 
is in the Press that tha triumph of freedom of speech finds its in 
carnation. But the goyim States have not known how to ronke 
use of this force; and it has fallen into our hands. Through the 
Press we have gained the power to influence while remaining 
ourselves in the shade; thania to the Presa we bevea got the gold 
in our hands, notwithstanding that we have had to gather it out 
of the oceans of blood and tears. But it has paid us, though we 
have sacrificed many of our people. Each victim on our side is 
worth in the sight of God o thousand goyim. 


mH 
1. To-day I may tell you that our gont ia now only a few 
steps off. Phere remains a small space to cross and the whole 
tong path we have trodden is ready now to close its cyele of the 
Symbolic Snake, by whieh we symbolise our peopie. When this 
ting closes, all the States of Europe will ie locked iu its coil as in 
& powerful vice, 
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2. The constitution scales of these days will shortly break 
down, for we have catablished them with « certain lack of ac- 
curate baianee in order that they may oseillate incessantly until 
they wear through the pivot on whieh they turn. ‘The goyin are 
ander the impression that they have welded them sufficiently 
strong and they have ail afong kept on expecting that the scales 
wotld come into equilibrinm, But the pivots—the kings on their 
thrones—nre Iremmed in by their representatives, wha play the 
fool, distraught with their own uncontroited and irresponsible 
power. This power they owe to the terror which has been 
breathed into the palaces, As they have no menus of getting at 
ther people, into their very midst, the kings on their thrones 
are no longer able to come to terms wilt them and so strengthen 
themselves against seckers after power. We have made a guif 
between the for-secing Sovereign Power and the blind foree of 
tho people so that hoth have lost all meaning, for like the blind 
man and his stick, bath are powerless apart. 

3. In order to incite seckers after power to a misuse of power 
we have set all forces in opposition one to another, breaking ap 
their liberal tendencies townrds independence. To tis end we 
have stirred up every form of entetprise, we have armed ail 
parties, we have set wp anthority as a target for every ambition. 
Of States we have made elndiatorial arcing where a lot of con- 
fused issuescontend ... A ttle more, and disorders and bank- 
raptey will be universal... 

4. Babblers inexhaustible have turncd into oratorical contests 
the sittinga of Partinment ard Administrative Bosrds. Bold 
journalists aud ensernpulous pamphictcors daily fell npon exctu- 
tive officials. Aluses of power will prt the fine! fonch in pre- 
Paring al) iustitutions for their overthrow and everything will 
fly skyward under the hlows of the maddened mob. 

5, All people are chained down to heavy toil by poverty more 
firmly than ever they were chained by slavery and serfdom; from 
these, one way and another, they might free themselves, these 
could be seltied with, but from went they will never get away. 
We have incladed in tho constitution such rights os to the massca 
appear fictitious and not actual rights, All these so-calfed 
“*Poopic'a Righta’’ can exist otily in iden, an iden which can 
never be realised in practienl Hfe. What is it to the proletariat 
Jobourer, bowed double over his heavy toi, crashed by bis lot ix 
life, if talkers get the right to babble, if journalists get the right 
to serivble nuy nonsense sido by side with good stuff, once the 
prolefariag hes no other profit ont of the constitution snve only 
those pitiful crumbs which we fling then from our table jn re- 
turn for their voting ia favor of what wo dictate, in favour of

the men we place in power, the servants of our agentur.... Re- 
publican rights for x poor man are no more than a bitter piece 
of irony, for the necessity he is under of toiling almast all day 
gives him no present use of them, but the other hand robs im 
of oll guarantee of regular and certain earnings by making bim 
dependent on strikes by bis comrades or lockonts by hia masters, 

& Tho people under our guidance have annihilated the 
aristocracy, who were their one and only defense aud foater- 
mother for the sake of their own advantage which is inseparably 
bound up with the well-being of the people, Nowadays, with the 
destruction of the aristocracy, the people have fallen into the 
grips of merciless money-grinding acoundrels who bave Isid a 
pitiless and cruel yoke upon the necks of tho workers. 

7. ‘We appear on the scene as alleged savioura of the worker 
from this oppression when We propose to bim to enter the ranks 
of our fighting forces—Socinlista, Anarchists, Communista-—to 
whom we alwaya give sapport in secordance with an aileged 
brotherly rule (of the sulidnrity of all humanity) of our social 
masonry, The aristocracy, whieh enjoyed by law the labour of 
the workers, tas interested in seeing that the workers were woll 
fed, beaithy and strong. Wo are interested in just the opposite 
—in tho diminution, the killing out of the GOYIM. Oar power 
is in the chronie shortness of food and physical weakness of the 
worker because by all that this implies he is mado the slave of 
our will, aud he will not find in bis own_authoritica either 
strength or energy to set against our will, Hunger creates tho 
right of capital ta rule tha worker more surely than it was given 
to the aristocracy by the Jegal anthority of kings. 

8 By want and the eavy and hatred which it engenders wa 
sholl move the mobs and with their hands we shall wipe out all 
those who hinder us on our way. : 

3. When the hour strikes for our Sovereign Lord of al the 
World to ba crowned it is these same hands which unitl sweep 
away everything that might be @ hindrance thereto, 

10, The gayim have lost tha habit of thinking untcss prompted 
by the suggestions of our speciolists. Therefore they do not see 
the urgent necessity of what we, when our kingdom comes, shall 
adopt at onte, namely thi, that tf is essential to feack in national 
schools one simple, trus piece of knowledge, the basis of all 
knowledge—the knowledge of the structure of Auman life, of 
social existence; which requires division of labour, and, conse- 
quently, the division of men into classes and conditions, It is 
essential For aff to know that owing to difference in the abjects 
of Auman artiuity there cannot be any equality, that be who by 
any act of bis compromises a whole class cannot bo equally re- 
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sponsible befors the Isw with him who affects no one but only 
his own honour. The true knowledgo of the structure of society, 
into the seerete of which we do not admit the goyim, would 
denonstrate to all men that the posifiona and work must be kept 
within a certain circle, that they may not become n eource of 
human suffering, arising from on education which dacs not cor- 
Teapond with the work which individuals ara cailed npon to do, 
After a thorough etudy of this kmowledge the peoples will volan- 
tarily subrait to authority and accept such position as is ap- 
pointed thor in the Stato, In the present state of knowledge and 
the direction we have given fo its davelopment the people, blindly 
believing things in print—cherishea—thanks to promptings in- 
tended to mislead and to ita oven ipnorance—e blind hatred to 
wards ali conditiona which jt considers above Hself, for it hag no 
understanding of the meaning of clasa and condition. 


Hi, Phis hatred weit be still further maqnified by the effeets 
of an economic crisis, which will atop deating on the exchanges 
and bring industry to a standstill, We shali create by all the 
seerst subterranean metheda open to us and with the rid of rold, 
which iz all in our hands, o universal economic crisis taheredy 109 
shall throw unon the streeis tohale mobs of workers simultane- 
ously in atl the countries of Europe. These moba will rush de- 
liechtedIy to shed the blond of those whom. in the simplicity of 
their ignorance, they have envied from their cradics, and whose 
property they will then be ablo to Toot. 

12, “Ours’? they wilt not touch, hecauss the tnoment of at- 
tack itt be known to us ond wo shall take measures fo protect 
our oon, 

13, We hnvo demonstrated thnt progress wilt bring all the 
qayim to the sovercienty of reagon. Our despotism will be pre- 
cisely that: for it will know how by svise saverities to pacifiente 
all unreat, to cauteriso liberalism ont of alt institutions. 

14. When tho popuince haa scan that al! sorts of concessions 
and indulgences are yielded it, in the same namo of Freedom it baz 
imagined itself to bo sovertign lord and has stormed its say to 
power, but, natarally, like overy other blind man it has come 
upon & host of atumbling Ulocks, tt has rushed to find a guide, it 
hat never had the sense to return to the former stafe and it hax 
init down its plenipotentiary posers at our feet. Remember the 
Fronch Revolalicn, to which it was wo who gave the name of 
“Gzent'’: the seercts of ite preparations are well known to us 
for it was wholly the work of our bands. 

16. Ever since that time wo have been leading the peoples 
from one disenchantment to another, so that in the ond they 
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shovld turn also from us in favour of that King-Despot of the 
blood af Zion, whem we are praparing for the world. 

46. At tha present day we ore, ag an international force, 
invincible, because if attacked by some We are snpported by other 
States. It is the bottomless rascality of the goyim peoples, wha 
eraw! oh their bellics to force, bat axe merciless towards weak. 
ness, unsparing to, faults and indulgent to crimes, anvwilling to 
bear the contradictions of a free social system bat patient unto 
martyrdom under the violence of a bold deapotism—it ia those 
qualities which are aiding us io independence. Front the 
premier-dietators of the present day the goyim peoples suffer 
patiently and hear such abuses os for the least of them they 
would have beheaded twenty kings. . : 

27. What is the erplanstion of this phenomenon, this curious 
inconsequence of the masses of the peoples in their attitnde to- 
wards what would appesr to be events of the same order? 

38. It js explained by the fact that these dictators whisper to 
the peoples through their agents that through these abuses they 
aro inflicting injury on the States with the highest purpose—to 
secure the welfare of the peoples, the international brotherhood 
of them all, their solidarity and equality of rights. Naturally 
they do not tell the peoples that this unification must be ac- 
complished only under our sovereign rule, 

28, And thus the people condemn the upright and acquit the 
guilty, permaded ever more ond more that it can do whatsoover 
it wishes, Thanks to this statd of things the people are destroy- 
ing every kind of stability and creating disordera at overy step. 

90, The word ‘'freedom” brings ont the commanities of men 
to fight againat every kind of force, against every kind of anthor- 
ity even against God and the laws of nature. For this reason we, 
wher we come into our kingdom, ghall have to erase this word 
from tho lexicon of life as implying principie of brute fore 
which turs mobs into bloodthirsty beasts. 3 : 

21, ‘These beasts, it ia true, fail asleep again every time when 
they have drank their fii! of blood, and at euch times can eomly 
bo riveted into their chains, But if they ba not given blood they 
Till not sleep and continue to stragele. 
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1, Bvery republic passes throngh several stages. The firat 
of these fa cionniat in the early days of mad raging by the 
blind mob, tossed hither and thither, right and ieft: the second is 
demagogy from which ia born anorchy, and that Jeads inevitably 
to despotism—anot any longer legol aud overt, and therefore re- 
sponsible despotism, but to unseen and secretly hidden, yet naver- 
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thelene acnsibly felt deapotiam in the hands of some secret organi. 
sation or other, whoss acts aro the moro unsernpulous inasmuch 
on it works behind a sereen, bebind the backs of all sorta of 
sgenta, the changing of whom not only does not injnriounly affect 
bat actually alds the seerct foree by saving it, thanks to ¢on- 
tinual changes, from the necessity of expanding ita resources 
on tho rowarding of long services. 

2, Who and that is in « position to overthrow an invisible 
forcot And thie is preoiscly what our foreo is. Genfils masonry 
blindly serves a8 a screen for us and our objects, bat the plan of 
action of our force, even its very abiding-place, remains for tho 
whole people az unknown mystery. 

3, Bat oven freedom might be hermiess and have its place in 
cho Stato coonomy withont injury to the well-being of the peoples 
if it rested upon the foundation of faith in God, upon the broth- 
crkood of humanity, unconnected with the conception of equality, 
whieh ig negatived by the very laws of creation, for they have 
established subordination. ‘With such o faith ag this x people 
might be governed by @ wardsbip of parishes, and would watk 
contentediy and humbly wader the guiding hand of ita spiritual 
pastor submitting to the dispositions of God upon earth. Thia 
is the reason why if is indispensable for us to undermine all faith, 
to tear out of the mind of the QOYIAM the very principle of Qad- 
head and the spirit, and to put in its place arithmeticat calcula. 
flons and material necds, 

4. In order to give the goyim no tims to think and take note, 
their minds must bo diverted towards industry and trade, Thos, 
alk the nations witl be swallowed up in the pursnit of gain and in 
the raeq for it will not tnke note of their common foe. But again, 
in order that freedom may once for ali disintegrate and rnin the 
communitics of the goyim, wo must put industry on a specnlative 
basis: the reault of thig wilt bo that shat is withdrawn from tho 
tand by industry will slip through the hands ond pass into apreu- 
intion, that is, to our classea. 

5. Tho intensified struggle for superiority end shocks de- 
livered to economia life will create, nay, havo already created, 
disenchanted, cold and heartlesa communities, Snek communi- 
ties will foster a atrong aversion towards the bigher political and 
towards religion, Their only guide is gain, that is Gold, which 
they wl orect into 4 veritable cult, for the sako of those material 
delights whieh it can give. Then will the hour strike when, not 
for the sake of attnining tho £08 not even to win wealth, bat 
adley out of hatred towards tho privileged, the lower clegsea of 
tho goyint wilt follow our lead against our rivals for power, the in- 
tellectuals of tho goyim. 
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1. What form of administrative rute can be given to commu- 
nities in which corruption has penetrated everywhere, commu- 
nities where riches ore attained only by the clover surprise tactics 
of semi-swindling tricka; where fosenesy reigns; where moratity 
is maintained by penal measures and harsh lawa bet not by volun. 
tarily accepted principles: where the feelings towards faith ond 
country are obligated by cosmopolitan convictions? What form 
of rais ia to be given to these communities if not thet despotism 
whieh I shall describe to you later? We shell create an intensi- 
fied contralisation of government in order to grip in our banda 
at] the forces of the community. We shall regulate mechanically 
all the actions of the political life of our aubdjects by new lowe. 
These fawa will withdraw one by one ail the indalgences and lib- 
erties which havo been permitted by the gayi, and our kingdom 
will be distinguished by a deapotism of auch magnificent propor- 
tions ag to be at any moment and in every place in a position te 
wipe out any goyim who Oppose us by deed or word. 

2. We shall be told that such 4 despotism as I speak of is not 
consistent with the progress of these days, but I will prove to you 
that it is. 

3. In the times when the peoples looked upon kinga on their 
thrones a3 on 6 pure manifestation of tho will of God, thoy aub- 
mitted without a murmoar to the despotic power of kings: bat 
from the day when Wo insinuated into thetr minds the comcep- 
tion of their own rights they began to regard the aceupants of 
thrones as mere ordinary mortals, The holy anction of tha 
Lord's Anointed bas fallen from the heads of kings in the eyes 
of the people, and when we also robbed them of their faith in 
Qod the might of power wes fang upon the atreets into tho place 
of public proprietorship and was seized by ua. 

4. Moreover, the art of directing massea and individuals by 
means of cleverly mabipalated theory and verbitage, by reguia- 
tions of life in common and all sorts of other quirks, in al! which 
the goyim understand nothing, belongs likewise to the apecialista 
of our adrainistrative brain, Reared on analysis, observation, on 
delicacies of fine calcuiation, in this species of skill we have no 
rivals, any more than We havo either in the drawing up of plans 
of political actions and solidarity. In this respect the Jesuits 
atone might have compared with us, but we have contrived to 
@iscredit them in the eves of the unthinking mob es an overt or- 
ganisation, while we ourselves all the while have kept our secret 
organisation in the shade. However, it is probably ali the same 
to the world who is its sovereign ford, whether the bend of 
Cathoficiam or our despot of the blood of Zion! But to us, the 
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Chosen Pcopie, it is very far from being a matter of indifference, 

5. For a time perhaps we might d¢ successfully dealt with by 
a coatifion of the GOYIM of all the world: but from this danger 
we are sceured by the discord existing among them whose roots 
are 20 deeply seated that they can never now bo phicked up. We 
have set one againat another the personal and national reckonings 
of the goyim, religions and raco hatreds, which we have fostered 
into a huge growth in tho course of the past twenty centuries, 
This ia the reason why there is not one State which would any- 
whero receive support if it were to raise its arm, for every ona 
of them must bear in mind that any agreement against us vould 
lo unprofitable t itself, We are too strong—there is no evading 
our power, Tho nations cannot come fo even an inconsiderabis 
private agreement without our secrelly having a hand in it, 

& Per Me reges regnant, ‘Tt is through me that Kinga 
reign.’ And jt was said by tho propheta that te were chosen by 
God Himself to rule over the whole earth. God has endowed na 
with genius that wo may be equal to our task. Were genius in 
the opposite camp it would still struggle against us, but even s0 
A meweomer js no mnteh for the old-established setticr : tho strug. 
gio wouk} be merciless between us, exch a fight as the world has 
never seen, Aye, and the genius on their side would have arrived 
too late. All the wheols of the machinery of a1 States go by the 
forec of the engine, which is in our bands, and that engine of the 
machinery of States is—Gold, The ecience of political cconomy 
invented by our learned eldera has for long past been giving 
Toyal prestige to capital 

7, Capital, if it $s to co-operate untrammelied, must be free to 
establish a monopoly of industry aud trade: this is already being 
put in exceution by an anseen hand in all quarters of tha world, 
Thig freedom will give potitieat force to those engaged im indus- 
try, and thet wilt kelp to oppress the people. Nowadays it is 
more important to disarm the peoples than to lead them into war: 
moro important to ugo for our advantsge the passiona which 
havo burst into flames than to quench their fire; more important 
tocatch up and interpret tho ideas of others to suit oursclyes than 
to eradicate them. The principle object of our directorats cun- 
sists in Shis: fo debitiate the public mind by criticisns; to teed it 
auay from serious reflections calculated to arouse resistance; to 
distract the forces of the mind towards a sham fight of empty 
eloguenes, 

8 fn all ages the people of tho world, equally with individ. 
uals, bave accepted words for deeds, for they are conten? with a 
show and rarely pango to note, in the public arena, whether 
promises arg followed by performance. Thereforo wo shall estab- 
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lish show institutions which will give eloquent proof of their 
benefit to progress. : 

$ We cual aseuaal to ourselves the liberal physiognomy ofall 

partics, of all directions, and wo shall give that physiognomy a 
voice in orators who will speak so much that they tit exhaust 
the patienca of their hearers and produce an abhorrence of ora 
tory. 
10. In order to put publio opinion into our hands we must 
bring if into a state of bewilderment by giving expression from 
all sides to $o many contradictory opinions and for such fength 
of fime as witt suffice to make the GOYIM lose their heads in the 
labyrinth and come to seo that the best thing is to hava no opinion 
of ony kind in matters political, which it is not given to the pud- 
lio fo understand, because thoy ate understood only by him who 
guides the public, ‘This is the first secret. 

Il. The second secret requinite for the success of our gov- 
ernment is comprised in the following: To multiply to auch an 
extent national faitings, habits, passions. conditions of civ} life, 
that i¢ will bo impossible for anyone to know where be is in the 
resuiting choos, so that the people in consequence will fail to 
understand ong another. This measure will also serve us in 
another way, namely, to sow discord in all partics, to dislocate 
all collective forces which are still vawilling to submit to us, and 
to discourage eny kind of personal initiative which might in any 
degree hinder onr affair. There is nothing more dangerous than 
personal initiative; if it has genius bebind it, auch initiative can 
fo more than can be done by millions of people among whom we 
havo sown discord. We must so direct the education of the 
gonim communities that whenever they come upon & matter re- 
quiring initiative they may drop their hands ia despairing im- 
potence. The strain which results from freedom of action saps 
tha forces when it meets with the freedom of another. From 
thig collision arise greve moral shocks. disenchantmenta, failures. 
By alt these means we shall 10 wear down the GOYIM thet they 
wilt be compelled fo offer us international pawer of a nature that 
by fis position will enable ws without any violence graduatly to 
absorb all the State forces of ike world and to form a Super- 
Government, In place of the rulers of to-day we shail eet up 
bogey which will be called the Super-Goverament Administra- 
tion. Its hands will reach out in ali directions liko pippers and 
its organisation will be of such colossal dimensions tbat i: cannot 
fail to subdue all the nations of the world, 


VI 
1. We shall soon begin to establish huge monopolies, reser- 
voits of colossal riches, upon which even large fortuncs of the 
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foyim wilt depend to such an extent that they will go to the bot- 
tom togethor with tho credit of the States on the day alter the 
political emash.... 

2 You gentlemen here present who arc economists, just strike 
an catimate of the significance of this combinntion| .. .. 

3. Inevory possible way we muat develop the significance of 
our Super-Government by representing it oa the Protector and 
Bonefactor of all those who volontarily snbmit to ns. 

4. The aristoerney of tho goyim ag a political force, is dead— 
Wo need not taka it inte account; but as Innded proprietors they 
can etill be harmful to us from tho fact that they are self-muffic- 
ing in the resources upon Which they live, It is essential there- 
fore for us at whatever cost to deprive them of their land. This 
object will be best attained by increasing the hurdena upon 
landed property—in loading lands with debts, These measures 
will check land-holding and keep it in a state of bumble and un- 
conditional anbmission, : 

5, Phe aristocrats of the gayitn, being hereditarily incapable 
of contenting thematives with Httic, will rapidly burn up and 
fizzle ont. 

G. At the same time we must intensively patrovise trade and 
industry, but, first and foremost, speculation, the part played by 
which is to provide  counterpoise to industry: the absence of 
speculative industry will multiply ecapitat in private hands and 
wilt serve to restore agriculture by freeing the land from ix- 
debtedness to the Jand banks. What we want is that indastry 
should drain off from tho land both Inbour and capital and by 
means of apcenlation transfer into our hands all the money of 
tho world, and thereby throw all the goyim inta the ranke of the 
proleatriat, Then the goyim will bow down before us, if for no 
other reason but to eet the right to exist 

7. ‘fo complete the rain of the industry of the goyim we shall 
bring to tho nssistence of speculation the luxury which we have 
developed among the goyim, that greedy demand for luxury 
which is swallowing up everything. We shall raize the rate of 
woages which, however, will not bring any advantage fo the work- 
ert, for, at the same tims, wo shall produce a riss in prices of the 
first necessaries of Bie, alleging thal it arises from the decline of 
egriculinre and cattie-breeding: we shalt further undermine art. 
fully and deeply sources of production, by aecustoming the work- 
ers fo anarchy and fo drunkenness and side by side therewith tak- 
tag 4h mansirs tp uxtirpate from the face of the earth att the edu- 
cated farcee of tne GOYTAL 
- & Je ordty maar the true meaning of things moy not strike 
tho GOYLM Sefura the proper fime we shall mask 4 under an 
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alleged ardené desire to serve the working classes and the great 
principles of politicat economy abont ichich our coonomic theories 
are carrying on an energetic propaganda. 
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3, ‘The intensification of armaments, the increase of police 
forces—are all casontial for the completion of the aforementioned 
Jang, What we bave to get at is that there should be in all the 
tates of the world, besidea ourselves, only the masses of the 
projeteriat, a few millionaires devoted to our interests, police and 
soldiers. 

2. Throughout all Europe, and by means of relations with 
Europe, in other continents algo, we must create ferments, dis- 
cords and hostility, Therein we gain o double advantage, In 
the first place we keep in cheek all countries, for they will know 
that we hevo tho power trhenever we like to create disorders or 
to restore order, All these countries are accustomed to see in us 
an indispensable force of coercion, In the second place, by our 
intrigues we shel tangle up all the threads which te have 
stretched into the cabinets of et! States by moans of the political, 
by economic treaties, or toon obligations. In order to succeed in 
this we must use great cunning and penctration during negotia- 
tions and agreements, but, as regards whet is cniled the ‘‘official 
language,'? we shell keep 40 tho opposite tactica and assume the 
mask of honesty and compliancy, In this way the peoples and 
governments of the goyim, whom we have taught to look only at 
the outside whatever we present to their notice, will stilt continue 
to accept us as the bencfactors and saviours of the human race. 

3. We mast be in & position to respond to every act of oppo- 
sition by war with the neighbours of that country which dares 
te oppose us: but if these neighbora should also venture to stand 
eolicctively together against us, then wo must offer resistance 
by a universal war, 

4, ‘The principal factor of auccess in the political is the secrecy 
of its undertakings: the word should not agree with the deeds of 
the diplomet. 

5, We must compel the governments of the goyim to take 
action in the direction favored by our widely-conceived plan, o}- 
ready approaching the desired congummiation, by what we shall 
represent as public opinion, scoretly promoted by ua through the 
mepns of that so-called ‘Great Power’ —the Press, which, with 
a fow exceptions that may ba disregarded, is already entirety 
én our diands, 

6G. Ina word, to sum up our system of keeping the govern- 
ments of the goyins in Europe in check, we shall show our strength 
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to one of them by terrorist attempts and to all, if we allow the 
possibility of 2 gezeral rising ogainst us, we shalt respond with 
tho guns of America or China or Japan.

1, ‘We must arm ourscivea with all the weapona which our op- 
ponents might employ against us, We must search out in the 
very finest shades of oxprossion aud the knotty points of the 
lexicon of law justification for those cases where wa shall have to 
pronounce judgments that might appear abnormality audacions 
and vnjurt, for it ia important that those resolutions should be 
act forth in expressiona that shail seem to be the most exalted 
motal principies cast into legal form. Our directorate must sur- 
round itself with all theso forces of civilisation among which it 
will havo to work. Zt witl surround itself with publicists, prac- 
tical jurists, adminiatratora, diplomata and, finally, with per- 
sons prepared by o special super-educational trainiog in our 
speciat schools, Theso porsons will have cognisnnce of all tha e- 
crets of tho social structure, they will know ail the languages 
thet can be mado up by political alphabcts and words; they will 
ho mado acquainted with the whole underside of human nature, 
with ali its eensitiva chords on whith they will have to play, Thess 
chords aro the east of mind of the goyim, their tendencies, stort- 
comings, vices and qualitics, the patticutaritica of classes and cot. 
ditions. Needless to eny that tho talented assistants of authority, 
of whom I sneak, will be taken not from among the goyirm, who 
aro accustomed to porform thoir administrative work without 
giving themselves ths trouble to think what ifa aim is, and never 
consider what it is needed for. The adminiatrators of the goyim 
sign pnpera without reading them, and they serve either for 
mercenary reasons, or from ambition. 


2, ‘Wo ehall surround our government with a whole world of 
economists, That is the reason why cconomic sciences form the 
priueipal aubject of the teaching givon to the Jows. Around ua 
again wilt be a whole constellation of bankers, industrintists, capi- 
istints and—the main thing—millionaries, because in substance 
everything will be settled by the question of figures, 


8, For a time, until there will no longer be any risk in en- 
trusting responsible posts in our State to our brothorJews, we 
shall put them in the hands of persona whose past and repats- 
tion are such that between thom and tho prople fies an abyss, per- 
£0n8 who, in ease of disobedience to our instractions, must face 
eriming) charges or disappear—thia in order to make them de 
foud our interests to their last gosp. 
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1. Im applying our principles let attention be paid to the 
character opty people in whose country you lve and act; @ gen- 
eral, identical application of them, uzti! such timte as the peopis 
shall have been re-educated to ony pattern, cannot have success. 
But by approaching their application cautiously you will see that 
not & decade will pam befora the most stubborn cheracter will 
change and we shall ndd a new people to the ranks of those al- 
ready subdued by us. 

ri The slg tha liberal, which are in effect the words of 
our mssonic watchword, namely, “Liberty, Equality, Frater- 
nity,” will, when we come into onr Kingdom, be changed by us 
{nto words no longer of a watchword, bat only an expression of 
idenlism, namely, into “The right of Rherty, the duty of equality, 
the ideal of brotherbood.?* That is how wo shalt put it,—and 56 
qo shall catch the ball by the horna... Da facto we have already 
swiped ont every kind of rule except our own, although de jure 
there still remain 2 good many of them, Nowadays, if any States 
raise a protcet ageinst us it is only pro forma at our discretion 
and by our direction, for their anti-Semitism is indispensable fo 
ag far the management of our lesser brethren. T wil not enter 
into farther explanations, for this matter has formed the aubject 
of repeated discussions amonget ts. . 

8. Sor us there sre no checks to limit the range of our a¢- 
tivity. Our Super-Government sabslste in extra-tegal conditions 
which are deaeribed in the accepted terminclogy by the energalle 
and forcible word—Dictatorship. Iam in & position to tell you 
with o clear conscience that at the proper time we, tho lassgivers. 
shail execute judgment and sentence, we shall slay and, aball 
spare, We, ag herd of all onr troops, are mounted on thé steed of 
the leader. We rate by forcs of will, because in cur -honds are 
the fragments of a once powerfal party, now vanquished by us. 
And the weapons in our hands are Hitless ambitions, durning 
oreediness, merciless vengeance, hatreds and malice, 

4, Ft ts from us that the all-enguifing ferror proceeds. We 
have in our sarvice persons of all opinions, of aif doctrines, res- 
forating monarchists, demegogues, socialists, communists, and 
utapion dreamers of every kind, We heave harnessed them all te 
the task: each one of them on his own account ix boring away ct 
the ast remnants of authority, ig atriving to overthrow all estad- 
lished form of order. By these agta all States are in torture: 
they exhort to tranquility, are rcagy to_sacrizise everything for 
peace: but ws will not give them peace until they openty ackaow!- 
edge our international Super-Government, and with submissive- 
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5, The people have raisod a howl about the necessity of set- 
tling the question of Sociailsm by way of an international agree 
ment, Division into fractional parties kas given them inte our 
hands, for, its order te carry on @ contested struggle one mart 
dave money, and the money 3 oll in our hands, 

6. Wo might havo reason to apprehend 6 union between the 
“clesr-sighted’* force of tho goy kings on their thrones and the 
“bind”? force of the goy mobs, but se have taken all the need- 
fat menguro against any such possibility: between the one and 
the other force wo have erceted a bulwark in the shapa of a 
mutual terror between them, In this way tho blind force of the 
people remains our support and we, and wo only, shall provide 
them with a leader and, of course, direct them along the road thet 
loads to onr goal, 

7. Tn order that the hand of the blind mob may not freo itself 
from our guiding hand, we must every now and then enter inte 
elosa communion with it, if not actually in person, at any rate 
thraugh some of the moat trusty of our brethren. When we are 
acknowiedged as the only authority we shall diseuss with the 
people personally on the market, places, aud wo aball instract 
them on questions of the political in such wise aa mey turn them 
in the dircetion that suits as. 

8, ‘Who is going to verify what Is taught in tho village schools? 
But what an envoy of the government or a king on bia throne him- 
solf may ssy cannot but becoma immediately known to the whole 
State, for it will be spread abroad by the voice of the people. 

%. In order not to annihilate the institutions of the goyim be- 
fore it is time we hava touched them with craft and delicacy, and 
hinve taken hold of the ends of the springs which move thelr 
mechanism, These springs lay in a strict but just sense of order; 
we hare replaced then by tho chaotic Hcense of liberalism. We 
havo got our hands fnto the administration of the Inw, into the 
conduct of clections, inte the press, into liberty of the person, 
but principally into education and training as being the carner- 
atanes of a free existence. 

10. We Aave fooled, bemused and corrupted the youth of tha 
goyim by rearing them in principles and theories which ara 
known to us to be falsa although ¢f is by us that they have been 
inculcated. 

Ti. Above the existing fewa withont substantially altering 
them, and by merely twisting thea: into contradictions of inter- 
pretations, wo bhava crected something grandiose in the way of 
resulta. Theso reaulta found expression in tho fact that the inter- 
pretation: masked tho law: afterwards they entirely hid them 
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from the oyes of the governments owing to the impossibility ot 
making anything out of the tangled web of legislation, = 

12 ‘This is the origin of the theory of course of arbitration. 

1%. You may say that the goyim will rise upon ua, ems it 
hand, if they guess what is going on before the time comes; but 
in the West sre have against this a matocarre of such appalling 
tercor that the very atoutest hearts quail—the undergrounds, 
metropolitains, those subterranean corridors which, before the 
time comes, will bo driven under all the capitals and from whence 
those capitals will be blown inte the air with all their organise 
tions aud archives, 

x 

1. To-day I begin with repetition of what I ssid before, and 
T beg you to dear sn mind that governments and peoples are con- 
tent in tho political with outside appearances, And how, indeed, 
are the goyim to perceive the underlying meanimg of thin ga when 
their representatives give the best of their energies to enjoying 
fhemselvest For our policy it ia of the greatest importance to 
take cognisance of this detail; it will be of assistence to us when 
we come to consider the division of authority, freedom of speech, 
of the press, of religion (faith), of the law of association, of 
equality before the law, of the jnviolability of property, of the 
dwelling, of taxation (the idea of concealed texes), of the reflex 
forca of the lava. Ail these questions are such ag ought not to 
be touched upon directly and openly befora the people, In cases 
where it is indispensable to touch upon them they must not be 
categorically named, it must merely de declared without detailed 
exposition that the principles of contemporary law are acknowi- 
edged by us, The reason of keeping silence in this respect is that 
by not naming & principle wa leave ourselves freedom of action, 
to drop this or thet out of it without attracting notice; if they 
were all categorically named they would all appeer to have been 
already given. 

2, The mob cherishes a special affection and respect for the 
geniuses of political power and accepts olf their deeds of violence 
with the admiring response: ‘‘rascally, well, yes, it ig rascally, 
but it’s clover?. .... trick, if you Like, but hot craftily played, 
how mapuificently done, what impudent audacity?” .... 

3. We count upon attracting all nations to the task of erect 
ing the new fundsmental structure, the project for which bas 
been drawn up by ua. This is why, before everything, it is in- 
dispensable for us to arm ourselves and to store up in ourselves 
that absolutely recklesa audacity and irresiatible might of the 
spirit which in the person of our active workers will brensk down 
sit hindrances on oar way. 
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4, When we have cccomplished our coup d’stad too shall say 
then fo the various peoples: “Everything has gone terribly badly, 
alt have been tcorn out with suffering. Wa are destroying the 
causes of your torment—nationalities, frontiers, differences of 
coinages. You ore at liderty, of courts, fo pronounces sentence 
ttpon us, dt can it possibly be o just ons if tf is confirmed by you 
before yan make any trial of what we are offering you... . 
Phen witt the mob ezolt us and bear us up in their hands ino 
unanimous triumph of kopes and expectations, Voting, which 
we have made the instrument which witl sef us an the throne of 
the world by deaching oven tha very smaltest anits of members of 
the human race to vets dy means of meeiings and agreements 
by groups, will then have served itz purposes and will play its 
part then for the last time dy a unanimity of desire to maks close 
acquaintance with us before condemning us. 


5. To secure this we must have everybody vote without dis- 
ination of classes and qualifications, in order to establish an 
abaalute majority, which cannot be got from the educated pro. 
nerlied classes, In this way, by inenieating in oi! a senne of self. 
Impartance, wo shall destroy nmong tho goyim the importance of 
the family and its edneational vaine and remove the possibility 
of individtual minds aphitting off, for the mob, handled by ns, will 
not Iet them coms to the front nor even give them a hearing; it 
ja accustomed to Hsten to as oniy who pay it for obedience and at- 
tontion. In this way wo shai ereato a blind, mighty force which 
wi! nevor be io a position to move in any dircetion without the 
gnidanca of onr agents eet at its head dy we ag leaders of the mob. 
The people will eabmit to this regime becaues it will know that 
upon these leaders will depend its catnings, gratifieations and 
the receipt of alt kinds of benotits, 


6. A echeme of government should come ready made from one 
brain. because ft wit never be clinched firmly if it is allowed to 
be aplit inte fractional parts In the minds of many. It is sHow- 
alte, therefore, for us to have cognisanes of the scheme of action 
hnt not to discuss it fest wo disturb its artfolness, tha interde- 
pondence of its component parts, the practical force of the secret 
meaning of each clause. Po discuss and make alterations in 
tahour of this kind by means of numerous votings is to impress 
upon it tho stamp of all raticcinationa and misunderstandings 
whiel: have foiled to penctrate the depth and nexus of its plot- 
tings. We want onr achemea to ho forcible and mitably con. 
cncted. ‘Therefore WE OUGHT NOT TO FLING THE WORK 
OF GENIUS OF OUR QUIDE to the fangs of the mob or even 
of a select company. 
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2, Thesa schemes will not turn existing institutions upside 
down just yet. They will only affect changea in their economy 
and consequently in the wholes combined movement of their 
progress, whieh will thus be directed along the paths laid down 
in our achentes. . 

8 Under various names there exists in ali countries approxi- 
mately one and the sama thing. Representation, , Sen- 
ate, State Conneil, Legislative and Executive Corpe. I need not 
explain to you the mechanism of the relation of these institutiona 
to one another, because you are aware of ali that; only take note 
of the fact that each of the above-named inatitntions corresponda 
to nome important fanction of the State, and 1 would heg you te 
remark that the word ‘‘important’’ I apply not to the institution 
but to the function, consequently it is not the institutions which 
are Important but their fanctions, These institutions bave divided 
up among themselves all the functions of government—sdminis. 
trative, legislative, executive, wherefore they have coms to oper- 
ate as do the organs in the human body. if we injure one part 
in the machinery of State, the State falls sick, like a bumen body, 
and... . will die. 

9, When we introduced into the State organimm the poison of 
Liberalism its whole political complexion underwent. a change. 
States have been seized with a mortal jin , af. 
All that remains is to await the end of their deith openy 
the place of what was the only safeguard of itty 
Despotism; and a constitution, as you welt Resor, 4. <tc briana epip 
but a school of discords, misunderstandings, quarach, Tiesgrere . 
ments, fruitless party agitations, party whitas Jt 4 wed, 4- 
school of everything that serves to deatroy the pergonalig’ ef 
State activity. Fhe tribune of the “ talkeries? : Hi 
tively than the Prest, condemned the rulers to ingeNviiy ong ims 
potenee, oud thereby rendered them useless and saperfluous, for 
which reason indeed they have been jn many countries deposed. 
Then it was that tha era of rapublics became possible of realisa- 
tion; and then it was that we replaced the ruler by a caricature of 
& government—by a president, token from the mob, from the 
midst of our puppet creatures, our slaves, This was the founda- 
tion of the mine which wo have laid under the goy prople, I 
should rather say, under the goy peoples. _ 

Ji. In the near future we shat! establish the responsibility of 
presidents. . : 

12. By that time we shall be in e position to disregard forms in 
carrying through matters for which our impersonal puppet will 
bo responsible, What do we care if the ranks of those striving 
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for power, should ba thinned, if there should arise 2 deadlock 
from the impossibility of finding presidents, a deadlock which 
will finntly disorganise the countryt... . 

18. In order that our scheme may produce this result we shail 
=“ elections in favor of such presidents es have in their past 
somo dark, undiscovered stain, some “Panama” or other—then 
they wiil bo trustworthy agents for tho accomplishment of cur 
plans out of fear of revolationa and from the natural desire of 
everyone Who hina attained power, namely, the retention of the 
priviioges, advautages and honour connceted with the office of 
president. The chamber of deputies will provide cover for, will 
protect, wiil ricet presidente, but we shall take from it the right 
to propos new, or make changes in existing jaws, for this right 
will be given by ua to tho responsible president, a puppet in our 
honds. Neturally, the authority of the presidents will then be. 
come a target for every possible form of attack, but we shal! 
provide him with a means of aclf-defense in the right of an ap- 
peal to the people, for the decision of the people over tho heads 
of their representatives, that is to say, an appeal to that same 
blind slave of ours—the majority of the mob. Independently of 
this wo aball invest tho president with the right of declaring a 
state of war. We shall justify this last right on tho ground that 
the president os chief of tho whole army of the country must 
have it at his disposal, in case of need for the defense of the new 
republican constitution, the right to defend which will belong ta 
him as the responsible representative of this constitution, 

id. Et % ensy to anderstana thnc in these conditions the ke 
ot ths xarizo will lio in our bands, end no one outside cacaives 
will acy keger direct the force of legislation, 

“4b, (Bexdes this we aball, with tho introduction of tho new 
repudligta constitution, take from the Chamber the right of 
Interpeication on government measures, on the pretext of presery- 
ing political secrecy, and, further, we ghali by tha new constitn- 
tion reduce tho number of representatives to s minimum, thereby 
proportionately reducing potitical passtons and the passion for 
pokitics. If, however, they should, which is hardly to be expected, 
burst inte flame, even in this minimum, wo shall nullify them by 
8 etirring appeal and a reforenca to the majority of the whole 
people .... Upon the president will tenend the appointment 
of presidents and vico.preaidents of the Chamber and the Sen. 
ate. Inatead of constant sessions of Parliaments we shall re- 
duca their sittings to a few months. Moreover, thd president, 
aa chief of the oxceutivs power, will have the right to summon 
and dissolve Parliament, and, in the intter case, to prolong the 
time for the appointment of a new parliamentary assembly. But 
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in order that the consequences of all these acts which in substance 
are iegal, should not, prematurcly for our pinns, upon the re- 
sponsibility established by use of the preaident, we shall instigate 
ministers and other offictats of the higher adiminisfration about 
the president to evade his dispositions by taking measures of their 
own, for deing which they will be made the scapegoats in bis place 
«+. This pact we especially recommend to be given to bo played 
dy the Senate, the Counei? of State, or the Couacil of Ministers, 
but not to an individual officist. 

16. The president till, st our discretion, interpret the sense 
of such of the existing laws as admit of various interpretation; 
he will farther annul them when we indicate to him the necessity 
ta do so, besides thig, he will have the right to propose temporary 
lava, and even new departures in the government constitutional 
working, the pretext both for the one and the other being the re- 
quirements for tha supreme welfare of the Stato. 

M7. By such measures we sho!l obtain the power of destroy- 
ing Hittite by little, atep by step, all that at the outset when we 
enter on our rights, we are compelled to introduce into the con 
stitutions of States to prepare for the transition to an inpercep- 
lible abolition of every kind of constitution, and then the time is 
come to turn every form of government into our despotism. 

18. ‘The reeoguition of our despot may also come before the 
destruction of the constitution; the moment for thia recognition 
wi] come when the peoples, utterly wearied by the irregulari- 
ties and incompetence—a matter which we shall arrange for—~ 
of their rulers, will clamour: ‘Away with them and give ug one 
king over aJl the earth who will upite us ond annihilate the causes 
of disorders-—fronticrs, nationalities, religions, State debts— 
who will give us peace and quiet which we cannot find under our 
rulers and representatives.’” 

19. But you yourselves perfectly well iow that fo preduce 
the possibility of the expression of such wishes dy all the nations 
it i indispensable to troudls in all countries the people’s rele- 
lions with their governments so as to ulteriy exhaust humanity 
with dissension, hatred, struggle, enuy and even by the use of 
torture, dy storvafion, BY THE INOCULATION OF DI3- 
BASES, by want, so that the GOYIBE see no other issue than to 
take refuge in our complete sovercigniy in money and in all else. 

20. But if we give the nations of the world « breathing space 
the :noment se long for is hardly ikely ever to arrive, 
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1, The State Council has been, ag it were, the emphatic ex- 
pression of the authority of the ruler: it will be, as the “‘show’’ 
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part of tho Legislative Corps, what may be called the editorial 
committee of the laws aud decrees of the ruler, 


2, ‘This, then, ia the programme of tho new constitution. We 
shall mako Law, Right and Justico (1} in the guise of proposala 
to the Legislative Corpa, (2} by decrecs of the president under 
the guise of general regulations, of orders of the Senate and of 
resolutions of the State Council in the guise of ministerial orders, 
(3) and in case a suitable occasion should arise—in the form af 
n revolution in the State. 

3. Having established approximately the modus agendi we 
will ocenpy ourselves with details of those combinationa by which 
wo have still £0 complete the revolution in the course of the ma- 
shinery of State in the direction already indiented, By these 
combinations I mean the freedom of the Press, the right of asso- 
ciation, freedom of conscience, the voting principie, and many 
another that roust disappear for ever from the memory of msn, 
or undergo a radical alteration the dav after the promulgation 
af the new constitution. It is only at that moment that wo shall 
ho abte at once to apnounce all our orders, for, aftertsards, every 
noticenble altoration will be dangerous, for the following ree- 
fone: if this alteration be brought in with harsh severity and in 
a nenao of severity nud limitations, if may lend to a feeling of 
deapair caused by fear of uew alterations in the samo direction; 
$f. on the other hand, it bo brought in in a xensa of further in- 
duigences it wilt bo said that we have recognised oir own wrong: 
doing ond this will destroy the prestige of the infallibility of our 
authority, or else it will be eni@ that wo have become starmed 
and aro compelled to show a yielding disposition, for which we 
shall get no thanks boentec it Will bc supposed to be compulsory 
.... Both the ono and the other aro injurions to the prestige of 
tho new constitution. What wo want ia that from tho first 
moment of ils promulgation, while the peoples of tho world are 
atil] stunned by the accomplished fact of the revolution, stil! in 
a condition of terror and uncertainty, they abonid recognise 
once for all that we aro 80 strong, 90 inexpugnable, so super-abun- 
dnntly filled with power, that in mo ease shall we take any ac- 
count of them, and go far from payiug any attention to their 
opinions or wishes, we ate ready aud able to crush with irrcsis- 
tible power all expression or manifestation thereof at every mo- 
ment and in every place, that we have seized at once everything 
we wanted and shall in no casa divide our power with them .... 
Thon in fear and trembling they will close their eyee to every- 
thing, and be content to avait tvhat will be the exd of it ail.

: 6. It is not worth while to ssy anything about how long & 
ag they will ho kept waiting for this return of their liber- 

7. ¥or what purpose then have we invented this whole policy 
and insinuated it into the minds of the goy without giving them 
any chance to examine ita andorlying meaning? For what, in- 
deed, if not in order to obtain in a roundabout way what is for 
our gcattered tribe unattainable by the direct road? It is this 
which bas served os the basis for our organisation of SECRET

8. God has granted to us, His Chosen People, tha gift of the 
dispersion, and in thia which appeara in all cyes to ho our weak- 
ne53, has comtt forth all our strength, which hos now brought us 
to tho threshold of sovercignty over all the world." 

9. There now remains not much more for us to build up upon 
the foundation we have Jaid,

1. Tha word “frecdom," which can Ue interpreted in vari 
ways, js defined by us as follows — hes eta ae 
, 2. Freedom is the right to do that which tho lav allows. This 
iuterpretation of the word will at the proper time be of service to 
ag, because all freedom will thus be in our hands, aince the lawa 
will abolish or create only that whieh ia desirable for us accord- 
ing to the aforesaid programme. 

3. Wo shall deat with the press in the following way: what 
ia the part ployed by the press to-day! It serves to excite and 
inflame those passions which are mceded for our purpose or else 
it serves selfish ends of parties. It is often vapid, najust, menda- 
cious, and the majority of the public have not the slightest idea 
what ends the press really serves, We shall saddle and bridle 
it with x tight curb: we shall do the same also with ell pradac- 
tions of tho printing press, for where: would be the sense of get- 
ting rid of the attacks of the press if we remain targots for 
pumphiets aud bookat The produce of publicity, which nowa-

days is a source of heavy oxpense owing to the necessity of censor. 
ing it, will be turned by us into a very lucrative source of income 
to our State: we shell inw on it o specist stamp tax and require 
deposita of caution-money bofora permitting the establishment 
of any organ of the press or of printing offices; thesa will then 
have to guarantco our government against any kind of attack on 
tho part of the press, For any attempé to attack us, if gach still 
bo possible, we shall infiict fincs withont merey, Sieh mearures 
as atamp tax, deposit of cantion-moncy and fincg accured by thes 
deposits, «3H bring in o huge income to the government, It is 
true that party organs might not spare money for the sake of 
publicity, but these we shell shut up ot the second attack apow 
ts, No one shell with impunity isy a finger on the aureote of 
our government jnfailibility. The pretext for stopping any pub- 
Neation wilt be the alleged plea that it is ogitating the public 
mind without occasion or justification, I deg you fo mole that 
among those making atlacks upon us will also bs organs estad- 
lished by us, but they twill attack exclusively points thal we have 
pre-determined to alter, 


4, Noto singia announcement will reach the pudlic without 
our control. Even now this is already being attained dy us inas- 
much as all news items are received hy a few agencies, in whose 
offices they aro focused from olf parts of the world. Theso 
agencies will then be already entirely onra and will give pab- 
licity only to what we dictate to them. 

5. It alrendy aow wo have contrived to possess ourselves of 
the minds of the goy communities to such an extent that they all 
come near looking upon the events of the world through the 
eolourcd glasses of those spectaclea wa aro setting astride their 
noses; if already now there is not 2 single State whero there 
exist for us any bapriers to admittance into what goy atupidity 
calls State ecorcts: what wil our position be then, when we abelt 
he acknowledged suprems lords of the world in the person of 
our king of ali tho world.... 

* 6, Letus turn again to the future of the printing press. Byery 
ons desirous of being publisher, Horarien, or printer, will be 
obliged to provide himself with the diptoma instituted therefor, 
which, in caso of any fault, will be immediately impounded, With 
such measures the instrament of thought witl become an edtica- 
five means in the hands of our government, which wilt no longer 
aliow the mass of tha nation ta de ted astray in dy-ways and fan- 
foster about the blessings of progress. Ie thero any one of ts 
who docs not know that these phantom bleasinga are the direst 
roade to fooligh imaginings which give birth to anarchical refe- 
tions of men among themsclves and towards authority, because 
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progress, or rather tha idea of progress, hes introduced the <ott- 
eeption of every kind of emancipation, but hay failed to catab- 
lich ita limits... , All the so-called liberals are anarchists, if not 
in fact, at any rate in thought. Bvery one of them is bunting 
after phantoms of freedom, and falling exclusively into license, 
thet is, into the anarchy of proteat for the snke of protest... . 

7, Wo turn to tho periodical press. We ahall impose on it, 
as on nl printed matter, stamp texca per sheet and deposits of 
caution-money, and books of leas than 36 sheets wilt pay double. 
We shail reckon them ag pamphlets in order, on the one hand, to 
reduce tha namber of magazines, which are the worst form of 
printed poison, and, on the other, in order that this meagute 
may force writers into such lengthy productions that they will 
bo little read, eapecially oa they will be costly. At the same time 
what we shall publish onrseivca to influence mental development 
in the direction Isid down for our profit will be cheap and will 
bo read voraciously, The tex will bring vapid literary ambitions 
within bounds and the liability to penaltica will make literary 
men dependent upon us. And if there should ba any found who 
are desirous of writing against us, they will not find any person 
cager to print their productions, Before accepting any production 
for publication in print the publisher or printer wit! have to apply 
to tho authorities for permission to do so. Thus we shell know 
beforehané -f all tricks preparing againat us an4 shall nullity 
them by getting ahead with expinnations on the subject 
treated of 

8. Literature and journalism are two of the most important 
educative forces, and therefore our government sill hecome pro 
prietor of the majority of the journals, Thia will neutralise the 
injurious influence of the privately-owned press and will pat ws 
in posscasion of a tremendons influence upon the public mind 
-..+. If we give permits for ten journals, we shell ourselves 
found thirty, and so on in the sams proportion. This, howaver, 
mast in nowise he suspected by the public. For which reason all 
journais publiahed by us will be of the most opposite, in appear- 
once, tendencics and opinions, thereby ercating confidence in ux 
and bringing over to us qnite uzauspicions opponents, who will 
thus fall into our trap end be rendered harmless, 

$. Tn the front rank will stand organs of an official character. 
They will alwaya stand guard over our interests, and therefore 
their influcnce will be comparatively insignificant. 

10, In the second rank will be the semi-official organs, whose 
part it will be to attack the tepid and indifferent, 

L. Yn the third ronk we shall set up oar own, to all eppear- 
ance, opposition, which, in at least one of its organs, will present 
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what looks itke the very antipodes to us, Our reat opponents a$ 
heart will accept this simulated opposition oa their own and will 
show us their cards. 

12, All our nawspapers will be of all possible complexions— 
aristocratic, republican, revelationary, even anarchical—for 0 
long, of course, ag the constitution exists. ... Like the Indian 
idol Vishnu they will have 2 hundred hands, and every one of 
them will have 3 finger on any one of the public opinions as re- 
quired. When o pulse quickens these hands will lead opinion in 
the direction of our aims, for an excited patient loses ali power of 
judgment and easily yicids to suggestion. Thoso fools who will 
think they are repeating the opinion of a newapaper of their own 
camp will be repeating our opinion or pny opinion that seems do- 
sirable for us. In the vain belict that they are following the or- 
gan of their party they will in fact follow the flag which wa hang 
out for them. . 

13. In order to direct our newspaper militis in this sense we 
mast take especial and minute cate in organising this matter. 
Under the title of contral department of the press se shall inati- 
tute literary gatherings at which onr agents will without attract- 
ing attention issue the orders and watchwords of the day. By 
discussing and controverting, but always superficially, without 
touching the casence of the matter, our organs will carry on a 
sham fight fusillade with the official newspayera solely for ths 
purpose of giving oceasion for ua fo expresa ourselves more 
than covid well ba done from the outset in officiat annouttee- 
anenta, whenever, of course, that is to our advantage. 

14. These attacks upon us wilt also serve another purpose, 
namely, thaf our subjects wilt be convinced of the existences of 
full freedom of speech and so give our agents an occasion to 
affirm that all organs which oppose ut ore empty baddlers, since 
thoy are incapablo of finding any aubstantial objections to onr 
orders, 

15. Methods of organisation like these, imperceptible to the 
public cya but absolutely mo, are the best calculated to succeed 
in bringing tho attention and the confidence of the public ta the 
side of our government, Thanks to such methods wo aboli be in 
& position aa from time to tims may be required, to excita or to 
tranquillise tha public mind om politien? questions, to persuade 
or to confuse, printing now truth, now lies, facta or their contra- 
dictions, according as they may he well or ill received, always 
very cautiously fecling our ground before stepping upon it.... 
We shail have o sure triumph over our opponents since they wilk 
not have at their disposition organs of the press in which they can 


° give fuil and final expression to their yiews owing to the afore- 
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said methods of dealing with the press. We shail not even need 
to refute them except very superficially. 

36. Trial shots Hike these, fired by us in the third rank of our 
prees, in case of need, will be energetically refuted by us in our 
kemi-official organs. 

17, Even nowadays, already, to take only the French press, 
there are forms which roveal masonic solidarity in acting on the 
watchword: all organs of the preas are bound together by pro-” 
feesional secreey; like the augars of old, not one of their num- 
bers will give away the secret of his sources of information untess 
it be resolved to make announcement of them, Not ono journalist 
will venture to betray this secret, for not one of them is ever ad- 
mitted to practise literature unless his whole past hag somo dis 
graceful sore or other, ., . These sorez wonld be iromediately re- 
vealed, So long as they remain the sceret of a few tho prestiga of 
the Jonrnalist attacks the majority of the country—the mob follow 
efter him with enthusissm. 

Our ealoulations are especially extended to the provinces, 
Tt is indispensable for ua to infinma there those bopea and im- 
pulsed With which we could at any moment fall upon the enpital, 
and we shall represent to the capitals that these expressions ore 
the independent hopes and impelses of the provinces, Naturally, 
the source of them will be always one and the same—onrs. What 
wae need is thot, unti€ suck time as we are in the plenitude 
power, the capitals shoutd find themselves stifled by the provine 
ciel apinion of the nation, ic, of a majority arranged by our 
agentur. Whot we need is that at the paychologien! moment the 
capitals should not be in & position to discuss an accomplished 
fact for tho simpic reason, if for no other, that it haa beer ac- 
cepted hy the public opinion of a majority in the provinges. 

19. When toe are in the period of the nei regime transitional 
to that of our assneption of full sovereignty we must not ad 
mit any revelation by the press of any form of public dishonesty; 
it is necessary that fhe new regime should be though? to have so 
perfectly contended everybody thaf even eriminalily has disap- 
peared .... Casea of the manifestation of criminality should re- 
main known only to their victims red to chatce tritnexes—no 
more.

i. The need for daily bread Forces the goyim to keep atlence 
and be our hombie servants. Agents taken on to our press from 
among the goyim will at our orders digctias anything which it is 
inconvenient for us to issue directly in official documents, and 
we nicanwhile, quietly umid the din of the discussion eo raised, 
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shall simply take and carry through such measores ag we wish 
and then offer them to the public as an accomplished fact. No 
ono witt daro to demand the abrogation of & matter once settled, 
all the more so es it will be represented a3 on improvement .... 
And immediately the press will distract the current of thonght 
townrda, now questions, {havo we not trained people always ta be 
secking something new!) Into the discussions of these new ques- 
tions will throw themselves thosa of the braintess dispensers of 
fortunes who aro not able even now to nnderstand that they have 
not the remotest conception about the matters which they nnder- 
take to discuss. Questions of the political nze nnaitainntle for 
any eave these who have guided it already for mony ages, the 
creators, 

2, From all this vou will sce that in seearing the opinion of 
the mob we are only facilitating the working of our machinery, 
and you mny remark that it js not for actions bat for words [s- 
rued hy us on this or that question that we seem to seek approvel, 
We aro conastantiy making public declaration that we ore guided 
in all our nndertakings by the hope, joined to the conviction, that 
we Are Kerving the commen weal, 

3. In order to distract people wha may be too troublesome 
from discussions of questions af tho political we are now put 
ting forward what wo allege to bo new questions of tha patitical, 
namely, questions of industry. Jn this sphere let them discuss 
themselves xilly} The mnsses oro agreed to remain inactive, to 
take a rest from what they auppose to be political {which vo 
trained them to in order to uso them as a meana of combating 
tho go# governments) only on condition of being found naw em- 
floyments, in which we are prescribing them something that 
laaks ike the same political ohject. In order that the masaes 
themselves may not guess what they are about we further distract 
thes with amusemeniz, games, pastimes, passions, people's 
palaces... . Soon we shall begin through the press to propore 
competitions in art, in sport in alt kinds: theso interests will fin- 
ally distract their minds {ram questions in which wo should find 
ourselves compelled to oppogo them, Growing mors and more 
Ginacoustomed to reficat nud form any opinions of their own, 
neople will begin to talk in the same tone of wa, because Wo 
alone shall ba offering them new directions for thought... . of 
— throngh auch persons oa will not be suspected of solidarity 
with os. 

4. The part pinyed by tho liberals, utopinn dreamers, will be 
finally piayed out when ovr government is acknowledged, THl 
auch time thoy will continge to do us good service, Therefore 
we shail continua to direct their minds to al! sorts of vain con-

ceptions of fantastic theories, new and apparently progressive: 
for have we not with complete success turned the brainicss heads 
of the goyim with progress, till thero is not among the goyim one 
raind able to perceive that under this word lies a departure from 
truth in all cases where it ia not a question of material inventions, 
for truth is one, and in it there is no place for progress.

& Who will ever snapect then that ALL THESE PEOPLES

POLITICAL PLAN WHICH NO ONE HAS SO MUCH AS 
GUESSED AT IN THE COURSE OF MANY CENTURIES!

1. When we come into our kingdom it will be undesirable for 
us that there should esist avy otter religion than ours of the Ono 
God with whom our destiny is bound up by our position as tho 
Chosen Peapte and through whom our same destiny is united 
with the destinies of the world. We must therefore aweep away 
all other forms of belief. If this givea birth to the atheists whom 
we sco to-day, it will not, being only a transitional stage, inter- 
fere with our views, but will serve ag 2 warning for these gen. 
erations which wilt hearken to our preaching of the religion of 
Moses, that, by its stable and thoroughiy einborated system haa 
brought all the peoples of the world into subjection to us. There- 
in we shall emphasize its mystical right, on which, a8 we shell 
say, al? ifs educative power is based .... Then at every possible 
opportunity we shall publish articles in which we shal] make 
comparisons between our beneficient rule and those of past ages. 
Tho dlessings of tranquillity, though it bo a tranquillity forcibly 
brought abont by centuries of agitation, will throw into higher 
relief tha benefits to which wo shell point. The errora of the 
goyim governments will be depicted by us in the most vivid hues. 
Wo shall implant such on abhorronco of them that the peoples 
wilt prefer tranqaillity in @ state of serfdom to those rights of 
vounted freedom which have tortured humanity and exhausted 
the very sources of bnman cxistence, sources which have been 
exploited by a mob of rastally adventurers who know not whet 
they do....

chaso aftor fantastic schemes of social dieasings, and Lave never 
noticed that these achemes kopt on producing a worre and naver 
& better state of tho universal relations which aro the basis 
of human lifo.... 

3. ‘Pha whole foree of our principles and motheda wil! lie in 
tho faet that wo shall present them and expound them as s apien- 
ue ene to the dead and decomposed old order of things in 
aociat life, 

4. Our philosophers will discuss all the shortcomings of the 
variour beliefa of the goyim. BUT NO ONE WILL EVER 
BRING UNDER DISCUSSION OUR FAITH PROM Its 
TRUE POINT OF VIEW SINCE THIS WILL BE FULLY 
TEARNED RY NONE SAVE OURS WHO WILL NEVER 
DARE TO BETRAY ITS SECRETS. 

In countries known os propressive and enlightened wa have 
treated a senseless, filthy, abominable literature. For some time 
after our entrance to power we shail continua to encourage its 
existence in order to provida ¢ teHing relief by contrast to the 
speeches, party programme, which wit] bo disiribated from 
oxalfed quartera of oura.... Our wise men, traincd to become 
lenders of the goyim, will compose apecches, projects, memoirs, 
articles, which will he used by us to tofluence the minds of the 
gogim, directing them towards etoh understandiog aad forms 
of knowledge a8 have been determined by us.

i. When wo at inst definitely como into our kingdom by tha 
aid of coups @etat prepared overywhere for ote and the eamio day, 
after the worthlessness of ali existing forms of government haa 
been definitely acknowledged {and net a fittle time will pass 
hefora that comes about, perhaps even a whole century} we shall 
maka it our task to sea thet againat us such things es plots shall 
na longer exist. With thia porpose wo shall slay withont merey 
all who take arma (in band) to oppose cur coming inte our kitg- 
dom. Every kind of now inetitntion of anything like a secret 
society will also ba punished with death; thosa of them which 
nro now in cxistence, are known to us, serve us and have served 
us, Wo shall disbond and send inte exile to continents far re- 
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moved from Europe, In thie way we shall proceed unth those 
GOY masons whe know foo much; such of these as wo may for 
somo reason epare will ba kept in constant fear of exile, Wa shall 
promulgate a law making aif former members of secrot societies 
jiable to exiis from Europe aa the centre of our role. 

2. Reselations of our government will be final, without ap- 
peal. 

3. In the goy societies, in which we have planted and deeply 
rooted discord and Hiolessengess the only possible way of restor- 
ing order is to employ merciless measures that prove the direct 
forcs of authority: no regerd must bo paid to the victims who 
fel, they sutfer for the well-being of tho future. The attain 
ment of that well-being, even at the expenso of sacrifices, ia the 
daty of any kind of government that acknowledges as justifica 
tion for its existence not only ita privileges but ita obligations. 
The principal guarantes of stability of rule is to confirm the 
aureoia of power, and thie aureole is attained only by such @ 
majestic inflexibility of might aa shall carry on its face the 
emblems of inviclability from mystical causes—from the choics 
of God. Much was, until recent times, the Russion autocracy, 
the one and only serious fos tca had in the world, without counting 
the Papacy. Bear in mind the example when Italy, drenched with 
blood, never touched o hair of the head of Sulla who had poured 
forth thet bleod: Sulla enjoyed an apotheosis for bla might ia 
tho eyes of tha people, thongh they had been torn in pieces by 
him, bat his intrepid return to Italy ringed him round with in- 
violability, The people donot lay a finger on him who hypzotises 
them by his daring and'sirengih of mixd, 

4, Meantime, however, until we come into our kingdom, wo 
shail act in the contrary way: we shall create and multiply free 
mosonic lodges in alt the countrics of the world, absorb into them 
ail who may become or who are prominent in public activity, 
for these lodges we ahsil find our principal intelligence office 
and means of inflnence. All thesa lodges we ahall bring under 
one centrat administration, known to us alozte and to all others 
absolutely anknown, which will be composed of our learned 
eklera. The lodges will have their representatives who will serve 
ta streen the sbove-mentioned administration of masonry and 
from hor: will isste the watchword and prograinme. In thess 
lodges we shel tie together the knot which binds together all revo- 
lotionary and Hberal elements. Their composition will bo mads 
ap of ali strata of society, The most secret political plots will ba 
known to us and fall under ovr guiding hends on the very day of 
their conception. Among the members of these lodges will be 
almost al the agents of international and national poltce aince 
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their servico is for us irrepinceable in the respect that the polices 
ig In & position not only to usa its own particular measures with 
tho insabordinate, but also to screen our activities and provida 
protezts for discontents, ef cetera. 

6. Tho clses of people who most willingly enter into scerot 
societies arg thoss who live by their wits, carecrists, and in gon- 
eral people, mostly light-minded, with whom wo shail have no dif. 
fleulty in dealing ond in using to wind up the mechanism of the 
machine devised by us. If this world grows agitated the meaning 
of that will bo that wo bave bad toatir up in order to break ap its 
toe grant eclidarity, But sf thers should crise in its midst o plot, 
then af the head of that plod will be no other than ons of our most 
trusted servants, It ig nature? that wo and no other should lead 
masonic aotivitics, for we know whither wo are lending, we know 
the final goal of every form of activity whereas tho goyim have 
imowledge of nothing, not oven of the immediato effect of action; 

put before themselves, unnally, the momentary reckoning 

of tho satisfaction of their eclt-opizion in tho secomplishment of 

their thought without even remarkiog that the very conception 

sores renee to their initiative but to our instigation of their 
ought... 

6. Tho goyim enter the ledges out of curiosity or in the hope 
by their meang to get a nibble at the public pic, and ‘some of 
thom in order to obtain a hearing before the public for their 
impracticabls and groundless fantasies: they thirst for tha emo- 
tion of sueccas and applause, of which we aro temsrkably gen- 
érous, And tho reason why wo give them this success is ta make 
use of tho high conceit of themsalvea to which it gives birth, for 
that ingonsibly disposes them to assimulate our suggestions with- 
ont being on their guard against them in the fulness of their 
confidences thnt it is their own infallibitity which is giving utter 
anco to thoir own thoughts and that it is impossible for them to 
borrow those of others... You cannot imagine to whet extent 
the wisest of tha goyim con be brought to 8 state of unconscfons 
ngivote in tho presences of this condition of high conceit of them 
selves, oud at tho sams tims how easy it ie to take the heart ont 
of thom by the slightest il-sueceas, though it be nothing more 
than the stoppage of the applauso they hed, and to reduco thent 
to a stavish submission for the sake of winning & renewal of sue 
cosa... . By 40 much os ours déeregard success if only they can 
carry through their plans, by 10 much the GOYIBE are toiling 
io sacrifices any pions only fo Rave success. This psychology of 
theira materislly facilitates for us the task of setting them in 
the required direction, These tigers in appearance have the souls 
of eheep and the wind bdiows freely through their heads, We 
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have set them on the hobby-horse of an idea about the absorp- 
tion of individuality by the symbolic unit of collectivism... 
Thoy hava never yet and they never will have the sense to re- 
Rect that this hobby-horsa is a manifest violation of the most im- 
portant law of nature, which has established from the very creg- 
tion of the world ong unit unlike enother and precisely for the 
purpose of instituting individuality .... J 

7, &wo hove been able to bring them to such a pitch of stupid 
bindness is it not a proof, and an amazingly clear proof, of the 
degrea to which tho mind of the goyim is undoveloped in compari- 
son With opr mind? This it is, mainly, which guarantees car 
success. 

8, And how far-seeing were our learned ciders in ancient 
times when they said that to attain p serious end it behooves not 
to stop at any means or to count the victima sacrificed for the 
anke of that end... ., We hove not counted the victims of the 
sced of the goy cattlo, though we have sacrificed many of our 
own, but for that wo have now already given them such # posi- 
tion on the earth as they contd not even have dreamed of. The 
comparatively small numbers of the victims from the number of 
ours have preserved our nationality from destruction. . 

$ Denth is the inevitable end for all, [t is better to bring 
that end nearer to those who hinder our affairs than, to ourselves, 
to the foundora of thia affair. We ezecute masons in suck iiss 
that none save the brotherhood can aver kaye o suspicion of it, 
not even tha victims themselves of our death sentence, thay all 
dis when required as $f from a normal kind of Wines:.... Know. 
ing this, even the brotherhood in its ture dare not protest, By 
auch methods we have plucked out of the midst of masonry the 
very root of protest against our disposition, While preaching 
liberalism to the goy we at the same tine keep our own people 
and our agents in 4 state of unquestioning submission, 

10, Under our influence the execution of the laws of the 
goyim hes been reduced to a minimum, The prestige of the law 
bas been exploded by the liberal interpretations introduced into 
this sphere, In the most important ond fundamental sffairs and 
questions, judges decide ss we dictate to them, seo matters in the 
light wherewith we enfold them for the administration of the 
goyims, of course, through persona who aro our tools though we 
do not appear to have anything in common with them—by news- 
paper opinion or by other meana..., Even senators and the 
higher administration accept our counsels, The purely brato 
mind of the goyim is incapable of nse for analysis and observa 
tion, ated still more for the foresceing whither 2 certain manner 
of setting o question may tend. ~ 
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11. In this difference in capacity for thought batween the 
goyim oud ourselves may bo clearly discerned tha seal of our 
position a1 the Chosen Peoplo end of our higher quality of ba- 
monnese, in contradistinction to the brote mind of the goyim, 
Their eyea aro open, but sca nothing before them and do fot in- 
vent {unless, perhaps, materia! things). From thig it is plain 
that natura herself haa destined us to guide and rale the world 

32, When comes the time of onr overt raio, the tima to mant- 
foat ita blessings, we shat! remske all legislatures, all our lass will 
bo brief, plain, stablo, without any kind of interpretations, ao that 
anyono, will ho in a position to know them perfectly. The mrin 
feature which will ran right through them is submission to orders, 
and this principle will bo carried to « grandiosd height. Every 
abuso will then disappear in cansequence of the reaponsibility of 
eli down fo the forest onit bofore tha higher authority of the rep- 
resentative of power. Abuses of power subordinate to this lat 
inatanee witl bo co moreileasly punished that nove will bs found 
anxions to try exporimenta with thojr own powers. We shall 
follow up jeaiously evory action of the administration on whieh 
depends the emocth running of tho machinery of the State, for 
elackness in this produces slackncas everywhera; not a single 
case of illegality or abuse of powor will be left without exemplary 
punishracnt. 

13, Concealment of guilt, connivance between thosg in the 
gervico of the administration—all this kind of evi! will disappear 
after tho vory first examples of novere punishment. ‘Tho aureols 
of our powor demands suitable, that is, cruel, punishments for the 
slightest infringemont, for tho sake of gein, of its supreme 
prestige, The sufferer, though his punishmont may excoed his 
fault, will count ag a soldier failing on tho administrative fizid 
of battle in the interest of authority, principle and law, which do 
not permit that any of those who hold the reins of the pablic 
coach should turn aside from the public highway to their own 
private paths. Jor ezamples our judges will know that when- 
ever thoy feed disposed to plume themselves on foolish clemency 
they ore violating the law of justice which is instifuted for the 
vzemplary edification of msn by penalties for lapses and not for 
display of the spiritual quatities of the judge ,... Such qualities 
it js proper to show in private life, but not iz 5 public square 
which ie tha educationary basig of human life, 

14. Our iegal staff will serve not boyond the age of &5, firstly 
because ofd men moro obstiuntcly hold to prejudiced opinions, and 
ara less capabis of anbmitting to new dircetions, and secondly be- 


couse this will givo us the possibility by this measuro of securing. 


elasticity in tho changing of staff, which will thus the more 
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easily bend ander our preamre: he who wishes ta keep bis place 
will hava to givo blind obedience to deserve it. In generel, our 
jadges will bo elected by as only from among those who thorough. 
ly understand that the part they have to play is to ponish and 
apply lawa and not to dream about the manifestationa of Lberal- 
iam ot the expense of the educationery scheme of the State, ns 
the govim in these doya imegine it ta be .... This method of 
shuffling the staff will serve also to explode any colfeative rali- 
dasity of those in the same servico and WHI bind all to the futer- 
ents of the government upon which their fate will deyerid- The 
young generation of judgea will be trained in certatn vines te: 
garding tha inadmissibility of any abuses that might diatarb the 
established order of our subjects among themseives. 

15. In these days the judges of the goyim create indulgences 
to every kind of crimes, uot having a just understanding of their 
office, becausa the ralers of the present age in eppointing judges 
to office take no care to inculcate in them a sense of duty and 
consciousness of the maiter which is demanded of them, Aa a 
brute beast lets out its young in search of prey, so do the goyim 
give their aubjcets placea of profit without thisking to make 
clear to them for what purpose such place waa created, This is 
the reason why their governments are being ruined by their own 
forces through tho acts of their own administration. 

16. Let ua borrow from the example of the results of these 
actions yet another lesson for our government. —_ 

¥2, We shall root out Hberalism from sli the important stra- 
tegic poste of our government on which depends tho training of 
subordinates for our State atructure, Such poste will fail exelu- 
sively to thoas who have been trained by ua for administrative 
rule, ‘Yo the possible objection that the retirement of old sery- 
ante will cost the Treasury heavily, I reply, firstly, they will be 
provided with some private service in places of what they lose, 
and, secondly, Y have to remark tha all the money in the world 
WHE bo concentrated in our hands, consequently it is not our 
government that hes to fear expense. . 

38, Our absolution will in all thinga be logically consecutive 
end therefore in enck ono of its decrees our supteme will will be 
respeeted and unquestionably falfiiied: it will ignoro all mur- 
murg, aif discontents of every kind and will destroy to the root 
overy kind of manifestation of them in act by punishment of sn 
exemplary character, : , . 

19. ‘We shail abolish the right of cassation, which will be 
transferred exclusively to our disposali—to the cognisance of him 
who rules, for we must not allow the conception among the people 
of a thought that there could be auch s thing as a decision that 
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is not right of judges set up by us. If, however, anything like 
thin ehould occur, wo shall ourselves cassate the decision, but in- 
Mict therewith snch exemplary ponishment on the jndgs for lack 
of understanding of bis duty and the purpose of his appointnent 
#8 will provent 6 repotition of euch cases ..., I repeat that it 
must ba borne jn mind that wo shail know every step of avr ad- 
minfatration which only needs to be closely watched for the people 
to be content with na, for i¢ bes the right to demand from a good 
governutent a good officiat. 

20, Our government will have the appearance of a patrierchat 
paternal guardianship on the port of our ruler, Our own nation 
and our subjects will discern in bis person a father caring for 
their every need, their every act, their every inter-relation a9 sub- 
jects ono with another, ox well ng their relations to the roler. 
They will then be eo thoroughly imbued with the thought thet 
it in impossibie for them to dispense with this wardsbip aad 
guidance, if thoy wish to live in peace and quiet, that they will 
acknowledgo the autocracy of our ruler with a devotion dordering 
on APOTHEOSIS, especially when they are convinced that those 
whom wa set up do not put their own in place of authority, but 
only blindly execute his dictates. They will be rejoiced that wo 
bavo reguinicd everything in their lives as is done by wise parents 
who desire to train their children in the cause of duty and sub- 
mission, For the peoples of the world in regard to the secreta of 
our polity are ever through the ages only children under ago, 
precisely 2s aro olso their governments. 

23. As you see, I found our despotism on right and daty: the 
right to compel the execution of duty is the direct obligetion of « 
government which is a father for its subjects, It has the right of 
the strong that it may uso it for the benefit of directing hamanity 
towards that order which is defined by nature, namely, sitbmis- 
tion, Everything in the world is in a state of submission, if not 
to man, then to circumstances or ita own inner character, in all 
canes, to what is stronger. And so shali we be this something 
stronger for tho sake of good. . 

22, Wo aro obliged without hesitation to sacrifice individoals, 
who commit o brench of established order, for in the exemplary 
punishment of ovil liea « great educational problem. 

23, When tho King of Israci seta upon his sacred bead tho 
erown offered him by Europes bo will beoome patriarch of tho 
world, Tho indispensable victima offered by him in consequences 
of their suitability will naver reach the number of victims offered 
in tho courte of centuries by the mania of maguificance, the 
emulation between the goy governments. 

24. Our King will bo in constant communion with the peoples, 
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making to them from the tribune speeches which fame will in 
that same hour distribute over all the world. 


XVI 


1. In order to effect the destruction of all colicctive forces 
except ours we glinll emaseulate the first stage of coilectivism— 
the unitersities, by re-cducnting them in a new direction. Their 
officiats and professors wilt be prepared for their business dy de- 
fasted secret progranimes of action from which they will not with 
immunity diverge, not by one sota. Lhey will be appointed with 
especial precaution, and wilt de so placed as to bs wholly depan- 
dent upon the government, 

2. Wo shall exclude from the course of instraction State Law 
aa also alt that concerns the political question These aubjecta 
wil be taught to a few dozens of persons chosen for their pre- 
eminent capacities from among the number of the initiated, The 
universities must no longer send out from their halls mitksops 
concocting plans for a constitution, like ¢ comedy or a tragedy, 
dusying themselves with questions of policy in which even their 
own fathers never had any power of thought, 

3. The ill-gaided acquaintance of a large number of persons 
with questions of polity creates ulapian dreamers and bad avb- 
jecta, 4s you car see for yourselves from the example of the ani- 
versal education in this direction af the goyim, We must intro- 
duce into their education ell those principles which have ao bril- 
Hantly broken up their order. But when we are in power we 
shail remove overy kind of distarbing subject from the course of 
education and sbali make out of the youth obedient children of 
authority, loving him who roles ay the support and hope of peace 
and qziet. 

4. Classicism, as also any form of study of ancient history, in 
which there are more bad than good examples, we eball replace 
with the study of the programme of the futore. We shail erase 
from the memory of men all facts of praviona centuries which 
are undesirable to us, and leave only those which depict all the 
errors of the government of the goyim. The study of practical 
lite, of the obligations of order, of the relations of people one 
to another, of avoiding bad and selfish examples, which spread 
the infection of evi!, and similar questions of an educative na- 
ture, will stand in the forefront of tho teaching programme, 
which will ba drawn up on a separate plan for each calling or 
stato of life, in no wise generalising the teaching, This treat- 
ment of the queation hoa special importance. 

5. Each state of life must be trained within strict limits cor. 
responding to its destination and work in Hie. The occasiona} 
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genius hes alwoyz managed and always will manage to slip 
through into other states of life, dui it is the most perfect folly 
for the sake of this rare aceasional genius to let through into 
ranks foreign to thom the untalented whe thus rob of their 
places who belong to thoss ranke by dirth or employment, You 
know yourselves sn tuhat alt this hae ended for the goyim who 
alowed this crying absurdity, 

& In order that he who rules moy be seated firmly im the 
hearts and minda of his subjects it is necessary for tha time of 
hia activity to instruct the whola netion in the schools and on 
the market places about this meaning and bia acts and all his 
beneficont initiatives, 

7. Wo sltali abolish ovory kind of freedom of instraction. 
Learners of oll agea have the right to assemble together with 
their prrenta In the educational establishments aa it were in 6 
club; during thess assemblice, on holidays, teeehers will read 
what will pars ag free lectures on questions of human relations, 
of the lawa of examples, of the limitationa which are born of 
unconscious relations, and, finally, of the philosophy of new 
theories not yet deelared to the world. These theories will be 
raised by ua to the atage of a dogma of faith as a traditional 
atago towards our faith, On tho completion of this cxposition 
of our programme of action in the present and the future I will 
read you the principles of thesa theories. 

8 In a word, knowing by the experience of many centuries 
that people live snd are guided by ideas, that these ideas are 
imbibed by people only by the aid of education provided with 
equal success for sti ages of growth, but of course by varying 
methods, wo shall swallow up and confiscate to our own ase ths 
Tost scintilla of indepondence of thought, which we have for long 
past heen directing towards subjecta and ideas usefol for na 
Tho syetom of dridling thought is alrendy at work in the 
ayetom of tenching by object fossons, the purpose of which is te 
turn the geyim into unthinking submissive brutes waiting for 
things to be presented before their eyes in order to form en ides 
of them .... In Franee, one of our best agents, Bourgeois, bas 
aleedy mado pubHo a new programms of teaching by object 
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1. Tho practica of advocacy produces men cold, cruel, per- 
sintent, unprincipted, who in sil cases taka up on impersonal, 
purely legal standpoint. They bave tho inveterats bebit to ro- 
for everything to its valua for the defence and not to ths public 
welfaro of ita resulta, They do not asually decline to undertake 


any defence whatever, they strive for an acquittal at all coms, 
caVilling over every petty crax of juriaprudence and thereby 
they demoratise jastice. For thiy reason we shall set this profes- 
sion into narréw frames which will keep it inside this sphere of 
executive public service. Advocates, equally with jadges, 
bo deprived of the right of communication with litigonta; they 
will receive business only from ths court and will study it by 
botea of report and decoments, defending their otienta after 
they have been interrogated in court on facts that hove appeared, 
They will receive an honorarium withont regard to the quality of 
the defence. This will render them mere reporters on law-busi- 
ness in the intoresta of juatice and as counterpoise to the practor 
who will bo the reporter in the interests of prosecution; this will 
shorten businesa before the courls, In this way will be estab- 
Yished e@ practice of honest unprejudiced defence conducted not 
from personal interest but by conviction. This will also, by the 
way, remove the present practice of corrupt bargain between 
rdvocatea to agree only to let that side win which poya moat... 

2. We have tong past taken care to discredit the priesthood of 
govim, and thereby to rnin their mission on earth which in these 
@nya raight still be a great bindrance to us. Day by day its in- 
Huenco on the peopies of the world is falling lower. Freedom of 
consciences bag been declared averywhere, so that now only yeors 
divide us from the moment of the complets wrtcking of that 
Christian religion: as to other religions we shal! have still leas 
difficulty in derting with them, but it would be premature to 
speak of thia now, We shslf set clericatism and clericals into 
such narrow frames as to make their influence move in retro- 
gressive proportion to its former progries. 

_3, When the tims comes finally to destroy the papel court the 
finger of an invisible hand will point the nations towards this 
const, When, however, tho nations fling themselves upon it, we 
shall come forward in the guise of its defenders as if to save ex- 
cessive bloodshed. By thie diversion we shall penctrate to its 
very bowels and be sure wa shall never come out again unt we 
have gaonwed through tho entire strength of this piace, 

4. The Hing of the Jews wit be the reat Pope of the Universe, 
the pairiarch of the international Church, 

5, Bat, in the meantime, while wo are re-educating youth in 
new traditional religiona and afterwards in ours, we shall not 
overtly lay a finger on existing churches, but we shall fight 
agains! them by criticism calculated to produce schism... . 

6. In general, then, our contemporary preas will continue to 
convict State affaira, religions, ineapacitiea of tha goyim, alwaya 
using the most uzprincipled expreasious in order by every meang 
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t lower their prestige in the manner which can only be prac- 
tised by the genius of our gifted tribe... . 


7. Our kingdom will be an apologie of the divinity Vishnu, in 
whom is found ita personification—in our hundred hands will be, 
one in each, the aprings of tho machinery of social life, We shail 
sea everything without the aid of official polices which, in that 
scope of its rights which we elaborated for the use of the goyim, 
hinders governments from seeing. In our programme one-third 
of our subjects will keep the rest under obseruation from a sensa 
of duty, on the principle of volunteer service to tho Stats, It 
wilt then be wo disgrace to be a apy and informer, but a merit: 
ubfounded denancintions, however, will be cruelly punished that 
there may bo development of abuses of this right. 


8, Our agents will bo taken from the bigher as well as the 
lower ranks of society, from among the admizistrative class who 
spend their tima in amusements, editors, printers and publishers, 
dookacilers, clerks, and salcamen, workmen, coachwen, fackeys, 
etcetera, This body, having no rights and not being ee ae 
to take any action on their own account, and consequently a po- 
fico without any powor, will only witness and report: verification 
of their reporte and arrests sill dopend upon a responsible group 
of controllers of potico affairs, whilo the actual act of arrest wi 
be performed by the gendarmoris and tha manicipal police, Any 
porson not denouncing anything ecen or heard concerning ques- 
(ons of polity will also be charged with and made responsible 
for concealment, if it bo proved that ho iz guilty of this crime, 


9, Just as nowadays our brethren are obliged at their own risk 
to denounce to the kabal apostetes of their own fomily or mem- 
bera who have been noticed doing anything in opposition to the 
kabal, so in our kingdons over alt the world st witl be obligatory 
for ait our subjects fo observe the duly of servica to the State 
+m this direction. 


10, Such an organisation will cxtirpate abuses of authority, of 
fores, of bribery, evorything in fect which wa by our counsels, 
by our theories of tho suporhuman rights of man, have intro. 
duced into the customs of the goyim..... But how clso were we 
to procurm that inereaso of causes predisposing to disordars in 
tho midst of their edministration?.... Among the number of 
thogs mothods onp of the mos? important is—agents for the resto- 
ration of order, so placed og to havo the opportunity in their dfs- 
integrating activity of developing and displaying their evil in- 
clinations—obatinate eclf-conceit, irresponsible exercise of au- 
thority, and, firat and foremoat, yonatity. 
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1. When it becomes necessary for us to strengthen the strict 
measures of secret defence (the most fate! poison for the pres- 
tige of authority) we shall arrange a simulation of disorders or 
aome manifestation of discontents finding expression through 
the co-operation of good speakers. Round these speakers will 2s- 
semblo all who are sympathetia to hig utterances, This will give 
us tho pretext for doriciliary prerequisitions and surveillance 
ae part of our servants from among the number of the goyim 
polico.... 

2, As the majority of conspirators eet out of love for the game, 
for the sake of talking, so, anti} they commit somo overt act we 
shail not lay s finget on them but only introduce into their 
niidst observation elements... . Tt must be remembered that 
the prestige of authority is leasencd if it frequently discovers 
conspiracies against itse)f: this implies a presnmption of con- 
sciousness of wenknesy, or, what ia atill worse, of injustice. You 
ate aware that wo have broken the prestige of tha goy kings by 
frequent attempts upon their lives through our agents, bind 
sheep of our flock, who aro easily moved by a few liberal phrases 
to crimes provided only they bo painted in polities! colours. 
We have compelled the rulers to acknowledge their weakness in 
aduertising Overt mcgsures of secret defance and theredy wa 
thall bring the promize of authority to destruction. 

3 Our ruler wif be secretly protected only by tho moat in- 
siqnificant guard, because wo aball not admit so mnch ag a 
thonght that there could exist against bim any sedition with 
which ho is not strong enough to contend and is compelled to 
hida from it, 

4. If we should ddmit this thought, as the goyim have doze 
and are doing, we ehonld ipso facto be signing @ death sentence, 
v for our ruler, at eny rate for his dynasty, at no distant 

ate, 

5. According to strictly enforced outward appearances our 
ruler will employ his power only for the advantage of the nation 
nnd jn no wise for his ow or dynastic profits. Therefore, with 
the observance of this decorum, his authority will be respected 
and guarded by the subjects themselves, it will receive an apothe- 
esis in the admission that with It ia bound up the well-being of 
every citizen of the State, for upon it wit! depend all order in the 
common life of the pack... . 

,o Overt defence of the hind argues weakness in the organita- 
tion of his strength, 

%. Our ruler will always amoug the people be surrounded by & 
mob of apparently curious men and women, who will occupy the 
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front ranks about him, to all appearance by chance, and will re- 
strain the ranks of tho rest out of respect as it will appear for 
gomt order. This will sow an example of reatraint also in othors, 
Tf a petitioner appears artong the people trying to band o pe- 
tition and forcing his way through {he ranks, the first ranks 
muet receive the petition and before the oyes of tho petitioner 
paas it to the ruler, eo that all may know that what is handed in 
reaches its destination, that, consequently, there exists a control 
of the rnlor himeclf. The aureole of power requires for its exia- 
tenea that the prople may be able to say: “If the king know of 
this,” or: ‘the king will hear it,?’ : 

8 With the establishment of officiat defence the mystical 
prestige of authorily disappears: given a certain audacity, aud 
everyone counts himself master of it, the sedition-monger ia con- 
acious of hig strength, and when occasion serves watches for the 
moment to make an attempt apon authority. ... Por the goyiin 
swe have been preaching something else, but by that very fact we 
= enabled te seq what measures of overt defence havo brought 
them to,..- 

9, Criminals with us wilt be arrested at the firsé moro or less 
well-grounded suspicion: it cannot be allowed that out of fear of 
f possible mistoke an opportnuity should be given of eacape to 
peréona suspeeted of a political lapse of crime, for in these mat- 
tora to shall bo Viteraliy merciless, If it ie etl possible, by 
stretching a point, {o admit s reconsideration of the motive 
causes in simpie crimes, thers is no possibility of excuss for per- 
song oceupying themselves with questiona in which nobody except 
the government can understand anything .... And it it not ail 
governments that anderstand trie policy.

i. If wo do not permit any independent dabbling in the politi. 
cal wa Ahetl on the other hand encourage every kind of report or 
netition with proposals for tha government to examine into all 
kinda of projects for the amectioration of the condition of the 
people: thig wil? revent to tia the defects or else the fantasies of 
our subjects, to which wo shal) respond either by accomplishing 
them or hy n wiso rebutmient to prove the shortsightedness of 
ono who judges wrongly, 

2, Sedition-mongering ia nothing more than the yepping of a 
lap-dog at.an elephant. For a government well organised, not 
from the police but from the public point of view, the lap-dor 
yape at the clephant in entire uuconsciousness of its strength and 
importance. It needa no more than to tako a good example to 
show tho relative importance of both and the lap-dogs will cease 
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to yop and will wag their teifs the moment they set eycs on an 
elephant. 

8. In order to destroy the prestige of heroism for political 
crime we shall send it for trial in the category of thieving, mur- 
der, and every kind of abominable and filthy crime, Public 
opinion will then confuse in ita conception of this category of 
crime with the disgrace attaching to every other and wilt brand 
it with the same contempt. 

4. We have done our beat, and I hobe we have suceceded, to 
obtain that the goyim should not arrive at this means of contend- 
ing with sedition. It waa for this reason that through the Press 
and in apecches, indirectly—in cleverly compiled achool-books on 
history, we have edvertised the martyrdom alleged to have been 
neeredited by sedition-mougers for the idea of the commonweal. 
This advertisement hes increased the contingent of Hberals and 
or hha thousands of gayim into the ranks of our livestock 
cattle,

2. To-day wo shail touch upon the financiat programme, which 
I put olf to the end of my report as being tho most difficult, the 
erowning and the decisive point of our plang. Before entering 
upon it I will remind you that I heve already spoken before by 
way of o hint when I ssid that the sum total of our actions iz 
settled by the question of figures. ; 

2. When we come into our kingdom our autocratic government 
witl avoid, from a principle of self-preservation, sensibly bur- 
dening the masses of the people with taxes, remembering that it 
playa the part of father and protector. But as Stata organisa- 
tion costs dear it is necessary nevertheless to obtain the funds 
required for it, It will, therefore, elaborate with particular 
precaution the question of equilibrium in this matter, 

3. Our rule, in which the fing will enjoy the legal fiction that 
everything in his State belongs to him {which mey easily bs 
trouslated into fact}, will be enabled to resort to the lawful con- 
fiseation of all sums of every kind for the regulation of their 
circulation in the State, From this follows that taxation will 
beat be covered by & progressive tax on property. In this man- 
ner the dites will be prid without straitening or ruining anybody 
in the form of a percentage of the amount of property. The rich 
must be aware that it is their duty to place a part of their sue 
perfluities at the disposal of the State since the State guarantees 
them security of possession of the reat of their property and tho 
right of honest gains, I say honest, for the control over property 
will do away with robbery on a legat basis,

4 This social reform rust come from above, for the ime is 
Tipe for it—it is indispensable as a pledge of peace, 

6. Tho tax upon the poor man isa seed of revolution and works 
to the detriment of the State which in hunting after the trifling 
is missing the big. Quite spart from this, a tax on capitalists 
diminishes tho growth of wealth in private hands in which we 
have in these dnys concentrated it as a counterpoise to the gov- 
ernyocnt strength of the goyim—their Slate finances, 

G. A tax increasing in o percentage ratio to capital will give 
tmauch larger revenue then tho present individual or property 
tax, Which is uscful to us now for the sole reason that it excites 
trouble and discontent among the goyim. 

7. Tho force upon which our king will rest consists in the equi- 
librium and the guarantee of peace, for the sake of which things 
it ig indispeusablo that the capitaliats should yield up a portion 
of their incomes for tho sake of tho secure working of the ma- 
chinery of the State, Stato needs. must be paid by those who 
Wii not feel the burden and bavo enough to take from, 

8 Such a measuro will destroy the hatred of the poor man for 
the rich, in whom he will sco a necessary financial support for 
tho State, will seo in him ths organiser of peace aud well-being 
since ho will seo that it is the rich man who is paying the aceca- 
sary means to aitain these thin 

9. In order that payers of the educated classes should not foo 
much distress themselves over tho new payments they will have 
full accounts given them of tho destination of those noymente, 
with the exception of such sums og wilt be appropriated for the 

_nceds of tho throne and the administrative institutions. 

30, Ho who reigns wili not have any properties of his own 
once all in the State repreacnted bis patrimony, or cise the one 
would be in contradiction to the other; the fact of holding private 
means would destroy tho right of property in the common pos- 
scerioua of ail, 

11, Relatives of him who reigns, his heirs excepted, who will 

+bo maintained by tho resources of the State, must enter the 
rnnks of servants of tho State or must work to obtain the right to 
property; the privilege of royal bictd must not scrve for the 
spoiling of tho troasury, 

12, Purchase, receipt of moncy or inheritance will be subject 
te the payment of s stamp progecasive tox, Any transfor of 
property, whether money or other, without evidence of payment 
of this tax which will bo strictly registered by names, will render 
tho former holder liable to pny intercat on the tax from the mo- 
ment of transfer of these sums up to the discovery of his ovasion 
of declaration of the transfer, Transfer docoments must bo pra- 
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sented weekly at the local treasury office with notifications of the 
name, surname and permanent place of residence of the former 
and the nesr holder of the property, This transfer with register 
of names must begin from a definite sum which excceds the ordi- 
nary expenses of buying snd selling necesaties,"and these will 
be subject to payment only by a stamp impost of a definite per 
centage of tha anit. 

19. Just strike an estirante of how many times such takca as 
these will cover the revenge of the goyim States. 

14. The State exchequer will have to maintain a definite com- 
picment of reserve sums, and all that is collected above that com- 
plement must be returned into circulation. On these summa will 
be organised public works, The initiative in works of thia kind, 
proceeding from State sources, will blind the working class firmly 
4o the interests of the State and to those who reign. From these 
same sums also a part wilf be set aside as rewards of inventive- 
ness and productivencss, 

15. On no account should so much as 2 single unit above the 
definite ond freely estimated sums be retained in the State trens- 
uries, for money exists to be circulated and any kind of stagns- 
tion of money acts rninously on tho ranning of the State me- 
ehinery, for which it ix the Jnbricant; a stagnation of the lubri- 
cant may stop the regaier working of the mechanism. 

36, The substitution of interest-bearing paper for a part of 
the token of exchange haa produced exactly this stagnation The 
coreg aonees of this circumstance are already sufficiently no- 
ticcabie. 

27. A court of account will also bg instituted by as, and in i 
the ruler will Hind at any moment n full accounting for State in- 
come and expenditure, with the exception of the current month- 
iy aecount, not yet made up, and that of the preceding month, 
which will not yot beve been delivered. 

38. Tho one and only person who will bavo no interest in rob- 
bing the State is its owner, the ruler. This is why bis personal 
controk will remove tho possiblity of leakages of extravagances. 

19. The representative fanction of the roler at receptions for 
the sake of etiquette, which absorbs so much invaluable time, will 
be abolished in order that the ruler may heve time for control and 
consideration. His pover will not then be spit op into fractions! 
parts nmong time-serving favourites who surround the throne for 
Hs pomp and eplendour, and are interested only in their own and 
not in the common interests of the State. 

20. Economte crises have been producer by ua for the goyim 
hy ne other means than the withdrawal of money from circula- 
tion. Huge enpitels have stagnated, withdrawing money from 
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States, which wero constantly obliged to apply to thos same 

atagnaut capitala for loons. These loons burdened tho finances 

of tho Stato with tha payment of intcrest and made them the 

bond alaves of these cnpitols,... The concentration of industry 

in the bands of capitalists ont of the hands of small masters bas 

ae away all the juices of the peoples and with them also the 
tates... 

23. Tho present issue of money in genors! does not correspond 
with the requirements per head, and connot therefore satisfy all 
tho needs of the workers. Tho issno of money ought ta corre- 
spond with the growth of population and thereby children alsa 
must absolutely be reekoned as consumers of currency from 
tho day of their birth. The rovision of femne is a material ques- 
tion for tho wholo world 

23, You are owars that the gold standard has been the ruin 
of the States which adopted it, for tt has not beep able to satis- 
fy the demands for money, the more 10 that we have removed 
gold from circulation as far as posible, 

23. With ua the standard that must be introduced is the cost 
of working-man power, whether ft be reckoned in paper or in 
wom, ‘Wo shall mako tho issue of money in accordance with the 
normal requirementa of each subject, ndding to the quantity with 
every birth and aubtracting with every death. 

24. Tha accounts will be managed by each department (the 
French administrative division}, each circle. 

25. In order that there may be no dolsys in the paying out of 
monoy for State needs the sums and terms of such paymenta will 
ho fixed by deerea of the rulor; this will do away with the pro- 
tection by a ministry of one institution to the detriment of others. 

26. The budgets'of income nud expenditure will be carried out 
- by side that they may not be obscured by distance one to an- 
other, 

27. The reforms projected by us in the financial institutions 
and principles of the goyim will bo slothed by us in such forma 
ag will alarm nobody, Wo shall point out the necessity of reforms 
in consequence of tho disorderly darkness inte which the gayim 
by their ireeguiaritica have plunged tho finences, Tho first ir- 
regalarity, aa we shall point cut, consists in their beginning with 
drawing up a single budget which year after year grows owing 
to the following enuso: this budget is dragged out to half the 
year, thon they demand a budget to put things right, and this 
they expend in three months, after which they ask for a aupple- 
mentary budget, and all this ends with a Hquidation budget. 
But, az the budget of the following year is drawn up in accord- 
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auce with the sum of the total addition, the annual departure 
from the normol reaches as much as S0 per cent in a year, and 
#0 the annual budget is trebled in ten years. Thonks to wach 
methods, allowed by tho carelessness of the goy States, their 
treasuries are empty. The period of loang aupervenca, nnd that 
bas swallowed up remainders and brought atl the goy States to 
baniruptcy. 

28, You understand perfectly that cconomic arrangements of 
this kind, which have been suggested ta the goyim by us, cannot 
be carried on by us. 

29. Byery kind of loon proves infirmity in the State and a 
want of understanding of the rights of the State, Lonns hang 
like @ aword of Damocies over the heads of rulers, who, instesd 
of taking from their subjects by # temporary tax, come begging 
with outstretched palm of oor bankers, Porcign joans are lecehes 
which there js no possibility of removing from the body of the 
State until they fal! off of themselves or the State flings them 
off. But the goy States do not tear them off; they go on in per- 
sisting in putting more on to themselyea so that they must in- 
evitably perish, drained by voluntary dlood-tetting, 

30. What also indeed is, in substance, a loan, especially a for- 
cign Ioan? A toon is—an isgue of government bills of exchange 
containing a percentage obligation commensurate to the stm of 
the foan capital If the loan bears a charge of & per cent, then 
in twenty years the State vainly pays away in interest a sum 
equal to the loon borrowed, in forty years it is paying a double 
mim, in sixty—treble, and all the while the debt remains an an- 
paid debt, 

3%, From this calculation it is obvious that with any form of 
taxation per head the State is balizg out the tast coppers of the 
poor taxpayers in order to settle accounts with wenlthy foreign- 
ere, from whom it has borrowed money instead of collecting these 
coppers for its own needs tithout the additional interest, 

32, So long es loans were internat the goyim only shoffted 
their money from the pockets of tha poor to thogs of tho rich, 
bot when we bought pp the necessary person in order to transfer 
Joana into the externa] sphere ail tho wealth of States flowed 
into our cagh-boxes and all the goyim began te pry us the tribute 
of subjects, 

43, If the superficiality of goy kings on their throncs in regard 
to State affairs and the venality of ministers or the Want of un- 
derstanding of financial matters on the part of other rufing per- 
sous have made their countries debtors to our treasuries to 
amounts quite impossible to pay it has aot been accomplished 
without, on our part, heavy expenditure of trouble and money. 
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34. Stagnation of monsy will not ba allowed by us and there- 
foro there will bo no State interest-bearing paper, cxeept a one- 
por-cent series, so that there will be no payment of intercat to 
jecchea that suck ail the strength out of tho State. ‘The right to 
iasuo interest-bearing popor will bo given axchusively to indus- 
trial companies who wid find no difficulty in paying intercat out 
of profits, whereas the Slate docs not make intercat on borrowed 
money liko these companics, for the Stats borrows to spend and 
not to uso in oporations. 

36. Industrial papers will be bought alsa by the.goverament 
which from being as now 4 paper of tribute by lonn operations 
will bo transformed into a lender of moncy at a profit. This 
mensure will stop the stagnation of money, parasitic profita and 
idioncas, all of which wera useful for us among the goyim so long 
ag thoy Wore independent but ato not desirable under our rule. 

36. How clear is the andoveloped power of thought of tho 
purely brate braina of tha goysn, oa expressed in the fact that 
they have been borrowing from ns with payment of futerest 
without ever thinking that sll the same these very moneya plus 
an addition for payment of intereat must be got by them from 
their own Stata pockets in ordur fo acttle up with us. What 
could have been simpler than to take the money they wanted 
from their own peoplat 

37, But it is a proof of the gozius of our chosen mind that we 
have contrived to present the matter of loons to them in such a 
Bght thot they have aven scen in them an advantage for them- 
solrea. 

38. Our accounts, which we shall present when the time comea, 
in tho fight of centuries of experience gaincd by experiments 
made by us on the goy States, witl be distinguished by clearness 
ead dofinitencss and will show at a glance to aR men tho advan- 
tage of our innovations. They will pnt an end to those ebvses 
lo which we owe our mastery aver the geyim, but which cannot be 
allowed in our kingdom. 

39. We shail so hedge about onr syatem of necounting that 
neither the raler nor the moat insignificant pabtic servant will 
bo in & position to divert even tha smaltest sum from its destina- 
tion without detection or to direct it in another direction except 
that which will be once fixed in a definite plan of action, 

40, And srithout a definite pian it ja impossible to rule. 
Marching along an vudetermined road and with andetermized 
resourecs brings to ruin by the way heroea and demi-goda, 

41. The goy ralors, whom we onca upon a time advised should 
bs distracted from State occupations by reprasentativa recep- 
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tions, observances of etiquette, entertainments, were only acreets 
for our rule, The accounts of favourite conrtiera who replaced 
them in the sphere of affeira were drawn up for them by our 
agents, and every time gave satisfaction to abort-sighted minds 
by promises that in the futore economies and improvements were 
foreseen... . Economies from whatt From new taxes t—were 
questions that might have been bat were not asked by thosa who 
read our acconnts and projects. 

42. You know to what they heve been brought by this care- 


. dossness, to tvhat o pitch of financial disorder they have arrived, 


notwithstanding the astonishing industry of their peoples... .

1. To what I reported to you at tho last meeting I shall now 
add a detailed expianation of internal loaus. Of foreign Joans 
Tahail say nothing more, because they have fed va with national 
moneys of the goyim, but for cnr State there will be no foreign. 
ers, that is, nothing exteroal, 

2. We have taken udvantage of the venality of administrators 
and slackness of ralera to get our moneys twice, thrice and mora 
times over, by lending to the goy governments moneys which 
wero not at all needed by the States, Could anyone do the like 
in regard to ust.... Therefore, I shall oniy deal with the de- 
tatis of internal loans. 

3, States announce that gach a jonn is to be concladed and 
open subscriptions for their own bilis of exchange, that is, for 
their interest-bearing paper, That they may be within the reach 
of all the price is determined at from & bundred to a thousand;

In « few days the 
treamury safes are as they say overflowing and there's more 
money than they can do with (why then take itt}, The subscrip- 
tion, it is alleged, covers mauy times over the isste total of thy 
loan; in this Hes tha whole stage effect—look you, they say, what 
confidence is shown in the government’a bills of exchange, 

4. Bat when the comedy is played out there emerges the fect 
that « debit and an execedingly burdensome debit bas been ere 
ated. For the payment of interest it becoutes necessary to have 
recourse to new loans, which do not awailow up but only add 
to the capital debt. And wher this credit is exhausted it be. 
comes necessary by mew tores to caver, not the foan, but only 
os sere on it, These taxes are a debit employed to cover a 

ebit.. ewe 

5, Later comes the time for conversions, but they diminish the 
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paymont of interest withont covering the debt, and besides they 
cannot bo mads without tho consent of the lendere; on announc- 
ing a conversion & proposal is made to return tho money to those 
who are not willing to convert their paper. If everybody ox- 
pressed iis unwillingness and demanded his money back, the gov- 
ernment would bo hooked on their own files and would bs found 
insolvent ond unable to poy the proposed gums. By goad luck 
the aubjecta of the goy governments, knowing meng: nhont f- 
nonciol affairs, have always preferred losses on exchange and 
diminution of interest to the risk of new investments of their 
moneya, ond bave thereby msny 4 timo enebied these govern- 
ments to throw off their shouldera a debit of soveral millions. 

§& Nowadays, with external Iosns, these tricks cannot be 
played by the goyim for they know that we shall demand all our 
money's back, 

%. In this way on acknowledged bankruptcy will best prove to 
tho various countries the absence of any meons between tho in- 
terests of the peoples and of those who rale them . 

8. I beg you to concentrate your particular attention upon this 
point and upon the following: nowadays all internal loans ara 
consolidated by so-called fiying loans, that is, such as have terms 
of payment more or lesa near, Theso debts consiat of moneys 
paid into the savings banks and reserve funds, If ieft for jong 
at the disposition of a government these fands evaporate in the 
payinent of interest on foreign loans, and are placed by the de- 
posit of equivalent omount of renfes. 

§. And theso last it is whieh patch up all the leaks in tho Stato

(The [oliowing letter appeared im the Spectator of Ang, 27, 1921, and tha 
tate Lon) Sydenham kindly consented to its reproduction as one af “Tha 
Britons” leaflets.3} 


Sit,—Whra the Protocols litst appeared in Engllsh it wes pointed out thet 
they embadied a forcery perptirated by the Tsar's potkce with tho idee of 
promnting poproms. it aow appears that they aro adapted fron 2 “pamphlet 
of 1868 attacking the Second Empire.’ This is most interesting, but fk explains 
nothing. As you point aut, Mra, Webster had shown the Protecals ta bo full 
of plaziociems which she effectleely exploined by the nse of paraifel cotumas, 
hefore her mst able book appeared Mr. Lucien Wotfe had tzaced other 
similarities, As tho Pratocols were obvfonely a compilation this wae to be 
expected, anil farther resemblances may be discovered, Tho fmporisnce of the 
Tok *initter compilation thet hes crer appeared resides in the subject matter, 
Tho Protarats exgtsin in almost laharions detall the objects of Bolshesism and 
the melhode of carrying it into effect. Those methods were fn operation in 
1901, when Nilis ssid that he received the docnments, but Bolsheslsm wae 
then Marxizn Communism, and the time bed not como for applying it by 
militery force. Nothing that was written in 1865 can hare any bearing upon 
the desdiy accuracy of the forecests In the Protacofs, most af which hare alnee 
heen fulfilled to tha fetter, Moreover the principies they cnunclate correspond 
clocely with the recorded alatements of Jewish sathorities. Ff you will read 
the American edition, with is valuable annexes, you will understand this, and 
tho confirmatory, mstations there aivan can be multiplied, Even the “Jewlsh 
world denpotisn,” whieh you described ae “s plece of malignant hutacy.” is not 
ohecarely hinted at. Take thle one quotation from tho Jewish Stare, by Thee- 
doro Herd: “When we sink we hetome a rerolulionary proletariat, the sub 
ardingie officers of the revolutionary parte: when wae rite, there rises alsa ony 
isctibte power of the purce,” Compare this ominaus stalemeat with thore of 
the Protecats, of which jt in pteioly an echo. 


Tnnto with thankfulness that you tay that the discovery of the French pem- 
phivt “does not clear un the whole mystery,” Indeed it daes pat, and H you 
will esrefally resd Me. Ford's amezing disclosares you will wish for moro light. 
Tho main maint ian af course, the saurca fram which Nitus obtained the 
Protocols, The Ruwians who koow Niua end dis writings, cannot all havo 
heen exterminated hy the Bolshericn, Hie book, in which the Protoceds only 
form one chapter, baa not heen transtated: though ft would give some Idea 
of the maa. He was. T have been told by & Russten tady, absolutely incapable 
rither af writlag any portion of the Protocols or of being 3 party ta a fraud.

. + » « Putting aside fine phrascs we shall speak of the signi- 
ficance of each thought: by comparisons and deductions we shail throw 
light upon surrounding facts, 

What I am about to set forth, then, is our system from the two 
points of view, that of ourselves and that of the goyim (i.e., non Jews). 


It must be noted that men with bad instincts are more in number 
than the good, and therefore the best resuits in governing them are 
attained by violence and terrorisation, and not by neademic discussions, 
Every man aims at power, everyone would Hke to become a dictator 
if only he could, and rare indeed are the men who would not be willing 
to sacrifice the welfare of all for the sake of securing their own wel- 
fare. 

What has restrained the beasts of prey who are called men? 
What has served for their guidance hitherto? 

In the beginnings of the structure of society they were subjected 
to brutal and blind force; afterwards—to Law, which is the same 
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foree, only disguised. I draw the conclusion that by the law of natura 
right lies in force. 


Political freedom fs an idea but not a fact. This idea one must 
know how to apply whenever it appears necessary with this bait of 
un iden to attract the masses of the people to one’s party for the 
purpose of crushing another who is in authority. This task is ren- 
dered easter if the opponent has himself been infected with the idea 
of freedom, so-called liberalism, and, for the sake of an iden, is will- 
ing to yield some of his power. 16 is precisely here that the triumph 
of our theory appears: the slackened reins of government are imme- 
diately, by the law of life, caught up and gathered together by o new 
hand, because the blind might of the nation cannot for one single day 
exist without guidance, and the new authority merely fits into the 
place of the old already weakened by Hberalism. 


In our day the power which has replaced that of the rulers who 
were liberal is the power of Gold. Time was when Faith ruled. The 
iden of freedom is impossible of renlisntion because no one knows how 
te use it with moderation, It is enough to hand over a people to self- 
government for a certain length of time for that people to be turned 
into a disorganised mob. From that moment on we get internecine 
strifo which soon develops into battles between classes, in the midst 
of whieh States burn down and their importance is reduced to that of 
a heap of ashes. 


Whether o State exhausts itself in its own convulsions, whether its 
internal discord brings it under the power of external foes—in any 
case it can be uceounted irretrievably lost: it is in our power. The 
despotism of Capitel, which is entixrcly in our hands, reaches out to 
it a straw that the State, willy-nilly, must take hold of: if not—it 
goes to the bottom. 


Should anyone of a liberal mind say that such reflections as the 
above are immoral I would put the following questions:—If every 
State has two foes and if in regard to the external foc it is allowed 
and not considered immoral to use every manner and art of conflict, 
as for example to keep the enemy in ignorance of plans of attack and 
defence, to attack him by night or in superior numbers, then in what 
way can the snme means in regard to a worse foe, the destroyer of 
tha structure of society and the commenweal, be calied immoral and 
not permissibic? 


Ts it possible for any sound jogicn! mind to hope with any success 
to guide crowds by the nid of reusonable counsels and arguments, 
when iny objection of contradiction, senseless though it may be, can 
be made and when such objection mey find more favour with the peo- 
ple, whose powers of rensoning are superficia!? Men in masses and 
the men of the masses, being guided solely by petty passions, paltry 
beliefs, customs, traditions and sentimental theovism, fall a prey to 
parly dissension, which hinders any Kind of agreement even on the 
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basis of a perfectly reasonable argument. Every resolution of a crowd 
depends upon @ chance or packed majority, which, in its ignorance 
of political secrets, puts forth some ridiculous resolution that lays in 
the adminiztration a seed of anarchy. 


The political has nothing in common with the moral. The ruler 
“who is goverened by the moral is not a skilled politician, and is there- 
fore unstable on his throne. He who wishes to rule must have ye- 
course both to cunning and to make-believe. Great national qualities, 
like frankness and honesty, ave vices in polities, for they bring down 
rulers from their thrones more effectively and more certainly than 
the most powerful enemy. Such qualities must be the attributes of 
the kingdoms of the goyim, but we must in no wise be guided by them. 


Our right lies in force. The word “right” is an abstract thought 
and proved by nothing. The word means no more than:—Give me 
what I want in order that thereby J may have a proof that I am 
stronger than you. 


Where does right begin? Where does it end? 


In any State in which there is a bad organization of authority, 
an impersonality of laws and of the rulers who have lost their person- 
ality amid the flood of rights ever multiplying out of liberalism, I 
find a new right—to atteck by the right of the strong, and to scatter 
to the winds al? existing forces of ordey and regulation, to reconstruct 
all institutions and to become the sovereign lord of those who have 
Yeft to us the rights of their power by laying them sown voluntarily 
in their Hberalism, : : 


Our power in the present tottering condition cf al! forms of power 
will be more invincible than any other, because 2 will vemain invisible 
until the moment when it has gained an¢h ‘stveaghy that no cunning 
can any longer undermine it, oe gp eS 


Out of the temporary evil we are now compelled to commit will 
emerge the good of an unshakeable rate, which will restore the regu- 
lar course of the machinery of the national life, brought to nought 
by liberalism. The result justifies the means. Let us, however, in our 
plans, direct our attention not so much to what is good and moral as 
to what is necessary and useful. 


Before us is a plan in which is laid down strategically the Hne 
from which we cannot deviate without ranning the risk of seeing the 
tabour of many centuries brought to naught, 


In order to elaborate satisfactory forms of action it is necessary 
to have regard to the raseality, the slackness, the instability of the 
mob, its lack of capacity to understand and respect the conditions of 
its own life, or its awn welfare. It must be understood that the might 
of a mob is blind, senseless and unreasoning force ever at the mercy 
of a suggestion from any side, The blind cannot lead the blind with- 
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out bringing them into the abyss; consequently, members of the mob, 
upstarts from the people even though they should be a9 a genius for 
wisdom, yet having no understanding of the political, cannot come for- 
ward a5 lenders of the mob without bringing the whole nation to ruin, 


Only one trained from childhood for independent rule can have 
understanding of the words that can be made up of the potitical 
alphabet, ; 


A people left to itself ive. to upstarts from its midst, brings itself 
to ruin by party fissensions excited by the pursuit of power and hon- 
ours and the disorders arising therefrom. Is it possible for the masses 
of the people calmly and without petty jealousies to form judgments, 
to deal with the affairs of the country, which cannot be mixed up with 
personal interests? Can they defend themselves from an external foe? 
tt is unthinkable, for a plan broken up into as many parts as there 
are heads in the mob, loses all homogeneity, and thereby becomes un- 
intelligible and impossible of exceution. 


It is only with a despotic ruler that plans can be elaborated ex- 
tensively and clearly in such a way as to distribute the whole properly 
among the several parts of the machinery of the State: from this the 
conclusion is inevitable that a satisfactory form of government for 
any country is one that concentrates in the hands of one responsible 
person. Without an absolute despotism there can be no existence for 
civilisation which is carried on not by the masses but by their guide, 
whosoever that person may be. The mob is a savage and displays its 
savagery at every opportunity. The moment the mob scizes freedom 
in its hands jb quickly turns to anarchy, which in itself ja the highest 
degre of shvagery. 


Behold the alcoholised animals, bemused with drink, the right to 
an immoderate use of which comes along with freedom, it is not for 
us and ours to walk that rond. The peopics of the goyim are bemused 
with aleoholic liquors; their youth has grown stupid on classicism and 
from early immorality, into which it has been inducted by our special 
agents—by tutors, lackeys, governesses in the houses of the wealthy, 
by elerks and others, by our women in the places of dissiprtion fre- 
quented by the goyim. In the number of these Iast I count also the 
soculed “society indies,” voluntary followers of the others in carrup- 
tion and Iuxury, 


Our countersign is—Porce and Make-believe. Only force conquers 
in politica! affairs, especially if it be concealed is the talents essential 
to statesmen. Violence must be the principle, and cunning and make- 
believe the rule for governments which do not want to lay down their 
crowns ab the feet of agents of some new power. This evil is the 
one and only means to attain the end, the good. Therefore we must 
not stop at bribery, deceit and treachery when they should serve to- 
wards the attainment of cur end. In politics one must know how to 
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seize the property of others without hesitation if by it we secure sub- 
mission and sovereignty. 


Our Stste, marching along the path of peaceful conquest, has the 
right to replace the horrors of war by less noticeable and more satis- 
factory sentences of death, necessary to maintain the terror which 
tends to produce blind submission. Just but mereiless severity is the 
greatest factor of strength in the State: not only for the sake of gnin 
but also in the name of duty, for the sake of victory, we must keep 
to the programme of violence and make-believe. The doctrine of 
squaring accounts is precisely as strong as the means of which it 
makes use. Therefore it is not so much by the means themeselves as 
by the doxtrine of severity that we shall triumph and bring all govern- 
ments into subjection to our super-government. It is enough for them 
to know that we are merciless for all disobedience to cease, 


Par back in ancient times we were the first to cry among the 
masses of the people the words “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity,” 
words many times repeated since those days by stupid poll-parrots 
who from all sides round flew down upon these baits and with them 
carried away the well-being of the world, true freedom of the indi- 
vidual, formerly so well guarded against the pressure of the mob. 
The would-be wise men of the goyim, the intellectuals, could not make 
anything ont of the uttered words in their abstractness; did not note 
the contradiction of their meaning and inter-relation: did not sec that 
in nature there is no equality, cannot be freedom: that Nature herself 
has established in equatity of minds, of characters, and capacities, 
just as immutably as she has established subordination to her laws: 
never stopped to think that the mob is a blind thing, that upstarts 
elacted from among it to bear rule ere, in regard to the politicni, the 
game blind men as the mob itself, that the adept, though he be a fool, 
can yet rule, whereas the non-adept, even if he were a genius, under- 
stands nothing in the political—te all these things the goyim paid no 
regard; yet all the time it was based upon these things that dynastic 
rule rested: the father passed on to the son a knowledge of the course 
of politica! affairs in such wise that none should know it but members 
of the dynasty and aone could betray it to the governed. As time 
syont on the meaning of the dynastic transference of the true position 
of affairs in the political was lost, and this aided the success of our 
cause, 

In all corners of the earth the words “Liberty, Equality, Fra- 
ternity” brought te our ranks, thanks to our blind agents, whole le- 
gions who hore our banners with enthusiasm. And all the time these 
words were canker-worms at work boring into the well-being of the 
goyim, putting an end everywhore to peace, quiet, solidarity and des- 
troying all the foundations of the gaya States. As you will see later, 
this helped us to our triumph; it gave us the possibility, among other 
things, of getting into our hands the master eard— the destruction of 
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the privileges, ov in other words of the very existence of the aristo~ 
eracy of the gayim, that class which wus the only defence peoples and 
countries had against us. On the ruing of the natural and gencalo- 
" gical aristocracy of the goyim we have set up the aristocracy of our 
educated class headed by the aristocracy of money. The quatifica- 
tions for this nristocrncy we have established in wealth, which is de- 
pendent upon us, and in knowledge, for which our learned elders pro- 
vide the motive force. 


Our triumph has been rendered easier by the facé that in ovr re- 
lations with the men whom we wanted we have always worked upon 
the most sentitive chords of the human mind, upon the cash account, 
upon the eupidity, upon the insatiability for material needs of man; 
and each one of these human werknesses, taken alone, is sufficient to 
paralyse initiative, for it hands over the will of men to the disposition 
of him who has bought their activities, 


‘The abstraction of freedom has enrbled us to persuade the mob 
in all countries that their government is nothing but the steward of 
the people who are the owners of the country, and that the steward 
may he replaced like n worn-out glove. 


It is this possibility of replacing the representatives of the peo- 
ple which has placed them at our disposal, and, as it were, given us 
the power of appointment. 











Protecol No. 2 


Feonomie Wars—the foundation of the Jewish predominance. Figure- 
head government and “seerct advisers,” Successes of destructive 
doctrines. Adaptability in politics. Part played by the Press.

It is indispensable for our purpose that wars, so far as possible, 
should not result in tervitorin) gains: war will thus be brought on to 
the economic ground, where the nations will not fail to perceive in the 
assistance we give the strength of our predominance, and this state of 
things will put both sides at the mercy of our international agentur; 
which possesses millions of eyes ever on the watch and unhampered by 
any limitations whatsoever. Our international rights will then wipe 
out national rights, in the proper sense of right, and will rule the na-~ 
tions precisely as the civil law of Stntes rales the relations of their 
subjects among themselves. 


The administrators, whom we shall choose from among the public, 
with strict regard to their capacities for servile obendience, will not 
be persons trained in the arts of government, and will therefore easily 
become pawns in our game in the hands of men of learning and genius 
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who will be their advisers, specialists bred and reared from early chiid- 
hood to rule the affairs of the whole world. As is well known to 
you, these specialists of ours have been drawing to fit them for rule 
the information they need from our political plans from the lessons 
of history, from observations made of the events of every moment as 
it passes. The goyim are not guided by practical use of unprejudiced 
historical observation, but by theoretical routine without any critical 
regard for consequent results. We need not, therefore, take any ac- 
count of them—iet them amuse themselves until the hour strikes, or 
live on hopes of new forms of enterprising pastime, or on the memo- 
ries of all they have enjoyed. For them let that play the principal 
part which we have persuaded them to accept as the dictates of science 
(theory). It is with this object in view that we ere constantly, by 
means of our press, arousing a blind confidence in these theories. The 
intellectuals of the goyim will puff themselves up with their knowl- 
edges and without any logical virification of them will put into effect 
all the information available from science, which our agentur special- 
ists have cunningly pieced together for the purpose of educating their 
minds in the direction we want. * 


Do not suppose for a moment that these statements are empty 
words: think carefully of the successes we arranged for Darwinism, 
Marxism, Nietzsehe-ism. To us Jews, at any rate, it should ba pirin 
to see what a disintegrating importance these directives have had up- 
on the minds of the goyim, 


Ib is indispensable for us to take account of the thoughts, charac- 
ters, tendencies of the nations in order to avoid making slips in the 
political and in the direction of administrative affairs. The triumph 
of our system, of which the component parts of the machinery may 
be variously disposed according to the temperament of the peoples 
met on our way, will fail of success if the practical application of it 
be not based upon a summing up of the lessons of the past in the light 
of the present. 


In the hands of the States of to-day there is a great force that 
creates the movement of thought in the people, and that is the Press. 
The part played by the Press is to keep pointing out requirements 
supposed to be indiapensable, to give voice to the complaints of the 
people, to express and to create discontent. It is the Press that the 
triumph of freedom of speech finds its incarnation. But the goyim 
States have not known how to make use of this force; and it has fallen 
into ovr hands. Through the Press we have gained the power to in- 
fluence while remaining ourselves in the shade; thanks to the Press 
we have got the gold in our hands, notwithstanding that we have had 
to gather it out of oceans of blead and tears. But it has paid us, 
though we have sacrificed many of our people. Each victim on our 
side is worth in the sight of God a thousand goyim.

To-day I may tell you that our goal is now only a few steps off. 
There remains 2 small space to crogs and the whole long path we have 
trodden is ready now to close its cycle of the Symbolic Snake, by 
which wa symbolise our people. When this ring closes, all. the States 
of Europe will be locked in its coil as in s powerful vice. 


The constitution seales of these days wilt shortly break down, 
for wa have established them with a certain lack of accurate balance 
in order that thay may oscillate incessantly until they wear through 
the pivot on which they turn. The goyim are under the impression 
that they have wolded them sufGciently strong and they have all along 
kept on expecting that the scales would come into equilibrium. But 
the pivots—tho kings on their throncs—are hemmed in by their repre- 
sentatives, who play the fool, distraught with their own uncontrolled 
and irresponsible power. This power thay owe to the terror which 
hag been brenthed into the palaces. As they have no means of getting 
nt their people, into thoir very midst, the kings on their thrones are 
ne longer able to come to terms with them and so strengthen them- 
selves against scckers after power. We have made 5 gulf between 
the far-sesing Sovereign Power and the blind force of tha people so 
that both have lost all meaning, for like the blind man and his stick, 
both are powerless apart, 


In order to incite seekors after power to a misuse of power we 
have set all forces in opposition one to another, breaking up their 
Hberal tendencies towards independence. To this end we have stirred 
up every form of enterprise, we have armed ail parties, wo have set 
up authority as a targat for overy ambition. Of States we have made 
gladiatorin! arenas where a host of confused issues contend. . . A 
little more, and disorders and bankruptcy will be universal. . 


Babblors incxhaustiblo haye turned into oratorical contests the 
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sittings of Parliament and Administrative Boards, Bold journalists 
and unscrupulous pampheteers daily falt upon executive officials. 
Abuses of power will put the final touch in preparing all institutions 
for their overthrow and everything will fly skyward under the blows 
of the maddeded mob. 


All people are chained down to heavy toil by poverty more firmly 
than ever they were chained by slavery and serfdom; from these, one 
way and another, they might free themselves, these could be settled 
with, but from want they will never get away. We have included in 
the constitution such rights as to the masses appear fictitious and not 
actual rights. All these so-called ‘People's Rights” can exist only in 
idea, un idea which ean never be realized in practical life, What is 
it to the proletariat labourer, bowed double over his heavy toil, crushed 
by his lot in life, if talkers get the right te babble, if journalists get 
the right to scribble any nonsense side by side with good stuff, once 
the proletariat has no other profit out of the constitution save only 
those pitiful crumbs which we fling them from our table in return for 
their voting in favour of what we dictate, in favour of the men we 
piace in power, the servants of our agentur. - . - Republican 
rights for a poor man are no more than a bitter piece of irony, for 
the necessity he is under of foiling almost all day gives him no present 
use of them, but on the other hand robs him of ali guarentee of regular 
and certain earnings by making him dependent on strikes by his com- 
rades or lockouts by his masters. 

The people under our guidance have annihilated the aristocracy, 
who were their one and only defence and foster-mother for the sake 
of their own advantage which is inseparably bound up with the well- 


_ being of the people. Nowadays, with the destruction of the aristo- 


eracy, the people have fallen into the grips of merciless money- 
grinding scoundrels who have laid a pitiless and cruel yoke upon 
the necks of the workers. 


We appear on the scene as alleged saviours of the worker from 
this oppression when we propose ta him to enter the ranks of our 
fighting forees—Socialists, Anarchists, Communists—to whom we al- 
ways give support in accordance with an alleged brotherly rule {of 
the solidarity of all humanity} of owr social masonry. The aristo- 
eracy, which enjoyed by law the Jabour of the workers, was inter- 
ested in seeing that the workers were well fed, healthy and strong. 
We are interested in just the opposite—in the diminution, the killing 
out of the Goyim. Our power is in the chronic shortness of food and 
physical weakness of the worker hecause by all that this impHes he 
js made the slave of our will, and he will not find in his own authori- 
ties either strength or energy to set against our will. Huoger cxe- 
ates the right of capital to rule the worker more surely than if was 
given to the aristocracy by the legal authority of kings. 


By want and the envy and hatred which it engenders we ahali 
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move the mobs and with their hands we shall wipe out all those who 
hinder us on our way. 


When the kour strikes for our Sovereign Lord of ali the World 
to be crowned it ig these sume hands which will sweep away every- 
thing that might be a hindrance therete. 


The goyim have fost the habit of thinking unless prompted by the 
suggestions of our specialists, Therefore they do not see the urgent 
necessity of what we, when our kingdom comes, shall adopt at once, 
namely this, that it is essential to teach In national schools one sim- 
ple, true piceo of knowledge, the basis of ali knowledge—the knowl- 
edge of the structure of human fife, of social existence, which re- 
quires division of labour, and, consequently, the division of men into 
classes and conditions. It is essential for ail to know that owing to 
difference in the objects of human activity there cannot be any equal- 
ity, that he whe by any act of his compromises 2 whole class cannot 
be equally responsible before the law with him who affects no one 
but only his own honour. Tho tru¢ knowledge of the structure of 
society, into the scerets of which we do not admit the goyim, would 
demonstrate to all mon that the positions and work must be kept 
within a certain circle, that they may not become 2 source of human 
suffering, arising from an education which does not correspond with 
tho work which individuals are catied upor to do. After a thorough 
atudy-of this knowledge the peoples wil! voluntarily submit to authori- 
ty and asappo-atteh position as is appointed them in the State. In the 
presavt staré of knowledge and the direction we have given to its de- 
~valoprnent the peuple, blindly believing things in print—cherishes— 
trunks to promptings intended to mistend and ta its own ignorance— 
& blind Iutred, wards al conditions which it considers above itself, 
fer it has no understanding of the meaning of class and condition. 


This batred will be still furtner magnified by the effects of an 
economic crises, which will stop qealings on the exchanges and bring 
industry to a standstill. .We shall ltreate by all the sceret subter- 
rancan methods oper to us awd with the aid of gold, which is all in 
our hands, a universal & fe jocises whereby we shail throw upon 
the streets whole mbbs of wyeliees siinuiteneously in all the countries 
of Europe... These rnobs wil! rush delightedly to shed the blood of 
shose whom, in tho simplicity of their ignorance, they have onvied from 
their eradies, and whose property they will then be able to Toot, 

“Ours” they will not touch, because the moment of attack will be 
known to us and wo shull take mensures to protect our otrn. 

Wo have demonstrated that progress will bring all the goyim to 
tha sovercignty of renson. Our despotism will be precisely that; for 
it wil know how by wise severities to pacifieata alt unrest, to cauter- 
ise liberalism out of all institutions. 


When tho populace has seen that all sorts of concessions and 
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indulgences are yielded it in the nome of freedom it has imagined it- 
self to be sovereign lord and has stormed its way to power, but, nal 
urally, tike every other blind man it has come upon a host of stum- 
bling blocks, it has rushed to find a guide, it has never had the sense 
to return to the former state and it has laid down its plenipotentiary 
powers at our feet, Remember the French Revolution, to which it 
was we who gave the name of “Great”: the secrets of its prepara- 
tions are well known to us for it was wholly the work of our hands, 

Ever since that time we have been leading the peoples from one 
disenchantment to another, so that in the end they shouid turn also 


from us in favour of that King-Despot of the bload of Zion, whom . 


we are preparing for the world, 

At the present day we ave, as an international force, invincible, 
because if attacked by some we are supported by other States. It is 
the bettomiess rescality of the goyim peoples, who crawl on their 
bellies to force, but are merciless towards weakness, unsparing to 
faulta anu saduigent to crimes, unwilling to bear the contradictions 
or a free social system but patient unto martyrdom under the vie- 
lence of a bold despotigm—it is those qualities which are aiding us to 
independence. From the premier-dictators of the present day the 
goyim peoples suffer patiently and bear such abuses as for the least 
of them they would have beheaded twenty kings. 

What is the explanation of this phenomenon, this curious incon- 
sequence of the masseg of the peoples in their attitude towards what 
would appear to be events of the sume order? 

It is explained by the fact that these dictators whisper to the 
peoples through their agents that throwgh these abuses they are in- 
flicting injury on the States with the highest purpose—to secure the 
welfare of the peoples, the international brotherhood of them ail, 
their solidarity and equality of rights. Naturaily- they do not tell 
the peoples that this unification must be accomplished only under our 
sovereign rule, 

And thus the people condemn the upright and acquit the guilty, 
persuaded ever more and more that it can do whatsoever it wishes. 
Thanks to this state of things the people ave destroying every kind 
of stability and creating disorders at every step, 

The word “freedom” brings out the communities of men to fight 
against every kind of force, against every kind of authority, even 
against God and the laws of nature. For this reason we, when we 
¢ome into our kingdom, shall have to erase this word from the lexi- 
con of life as tmplying a principle of brute force which turns mobs 
inte bloodthirsty beasts, 

These beasts, it is truc, fall asleep again every time when they 
have drunk their fill of blood, and at such times can easily be riveted 
into their chains. But if they be not given blood they will not sleep 
and continue to struggle, 
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Protocol No. 4 


Stages of a Republic. Gentile Magonry. Freedom and Feith. Inter- 
national Industria! Competition. Role of Specuistion. Cult of 
- Gold. 


Every republic passes through several stages. -The first of these 
is comprised in the early days of mud raging by the blind mob, tossed 
hither and thither, right and left: the second is demagogy, from which 
js born anarchy, and that leads inevitably to despotism—not any long- 
or legal and overt, and therefore responsible despotism, but to un- 
geen and seeretly hidden, yet nevertheless sensibly felt despotism in 
the hands of some secret organization or other, whose acts are the 
more unscrupulous inasmuch as it works behind a screen, behind the 
backs of all sorts of agents, the changing of whom not only does rot 
injuriously affect but actually aids the seerct foree by saving it, 
thanks to continual changes, from the necessity of expending its re- 
sources on the rewarding of long services. 


Who ond what is in a position te overthrow on invisible force? 
And this is precisely what our force is. Gentife masonry blindly 
serves as a seroen for us and our objects, but the plan of action of 
our force, even its very abiding-placo, remains for the whole people 
an unknown mystery. 


But even freedom might be harmless and have its place in the 
State economy without injury to the well-being of the peoples if it 
rested upon the foundation of faith in God, upon the brotherhood of 
humanity, unconnected with the conception of equality, which is neg- 
atived by the very iaws of creation, for they have established sub- 
ordination. With such a faith as this a people might be governed by 
a wardship of parishes, and would walk contentédly and humbly under 
the guiding, hand of its spiritual pastor submitting to the disposi- 
tions of God upon earth. This is the reason why it is indispengable 
for us ta undermine all faith, to tear out of the minds of the Geyim 
the very principle of Godhead and the spirit, and to put in its place 
arithmetical ealeutstiony and material needs. 


In order ta give the goyim no time to think and take note, their 
minds must be diverted towards industry and trade. Thus, all the 
nations will be swallowed up in the pursuit of gain and in the race 
for it will not take note of their common foe, But again, in order 
that freedom may once for all disintegrate and ruin the communities 
of the goyim, we must put industry on a speculative basis: the result 
of this wil? be that what is withdrawn from the land by industry will 
slip through the hands and pass into speculation, that is, to our classes, 


The intensified struggle for suporiorsty and shocks delivered to 


economic life will create, nay, hava already created, disenchanted, 
cold and heartless communities. Such communities will foster a 


tne 
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strong aversion towards the higher political and towards religion. 
Their only guide is gain, that is Gold, which they will erect into a ver- 
itable cult, for the sake of those material delights which it can give. 
Then will the hour strike when, not for the sake of attaining the good, 
not even to win wealth, but solely out of hatred towards the privileged, 
the lower classes of the goyim will follow our lead against our rivals 
for power, the intellectuals of the goyim.

; What form of administrative rule ean be given to communities in 
which corruption has penetrated everywhere, communities where rich- 
es are attained only by the clever surprise tactics of semi-swindling 
tricks; where looseness reigns: where morality is maintained by penal 
measures and harsh laws but not by voluntarily accepted principles: 
where tho feelings towards faith and country are obliterated by cos- 
mopolitan convictions? What form of rule is to be given to these 
communities if noé that despotism which I shall deseribe to you later? 
We shall create an intensified centralisation of government in order to 
grip in our hands all the forces of the community. We shalf reguiate 
mechanically all the actions of the political life of our subjects by new 
laws. These laws will withdraw one by one all the induigences and 
Uberties which have been permitted by the goyim, and our kingdom 
will be distinguished by a despotism of such magnificent proportions 
as to be at any moment and in every place in 2 position to wipe out 
any goyim who oppose us by deed or word. 


We shail be told that such a despotism as J speak of is not eonsis- 
tent with the progress of these days, but I will prove to you that it is, 


In the times when the peoples looked upon kings on their thrones 
as on & pure manifestation of the will of God, they submitted without 
& murmur to the despotic power of kings: but from the day when we 
insinuated into their minds the conception of their own rights they he- 
gan to regard the occupants of thrones as mere ordinary mortals 
The holy unction of the Lord’s Anointed has fallen from the heads of 
kings in the eye of the people, and when we aiso robbed them of their 
faith in God the might of power was flung upon the streets into the 
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place of public proprietorship and was seized by us. 


Moreover, the art of directing masses and individuals by means 
of cleverly manipulated theory and verbinge, by regulations of life in 
common and all sorts of other quirks, iz all which the goyim under- 
stand nothing, beiongs likewise to the specialists of our administra- 
tive brain. Renred on analysis, observation, on delicacies of fine 
calculation, in this species of skill we have no rivals, any more than 
we havo oither in the drawing up of plans of political actions and 
solidarity. In this respect the Jesuits alone might have compared with 
us, but we have contrived to discredit them in Une eyes of the unthink- 
ing mob as un overt organization, while wo ourselves all the while 
have kept our secret organization in the shade, However, it is prob- 
ably all the seme to the world wha is its sovereign lord, whether the 
head of Catholiclsm ox our despot of the blood of Zion! But to us, 
the Chosen People, it is very fur from being a matter of indifference, 


For 2 time perhups we might be successfully dealt with by a coali- 
tion of the Goyim of all the world; but from this danger we are se- 
cured by the diseord existing among them whose roots are so deeply 
scated that they can never now be plucked up. We have set one 
egainst another the personal and national reckonings of the goyim, 
religious and race hatreds, which we have fostered into a huge growth 
in the course of the past twenty centuries, This is the reason why 
there is not one State which would anywhere receive support if it were 
to raise its arm, for every one of them must bear in mind that any 
agreement against us would be unprofitable to itself. We are too 
strong—there !3 no evading our power. The nations cannot come te 
even an inconsiderable private agreement without our secretly having 
a hand in it. 

Per Me rogos regnant. “Jt ig through me that Kings reign.” 
And it was said by the prophets that we wero chosen by God Himself 
to rule over the whole earth, God has endowed us with genius thet 
we may be equal to our task. Were genius in the opposite camp it 
would stil! struggle against us, but even so a newcomer is no match 
for the old-established settler: the struggle would be merciless be. 
tween us, such a fight as the world has never yet seen, Aye, and the 
genius on their side would have arrived too late. All the wheels of 
the machinery of all States go by the force of the engine, which is in 
our hands; and that engine of the machinery of States is—Gold. The 
science of political economy invented by our Icarned elders has for 
jong past been giving royal prestige to enpital. 

Capital, if it is to co-operate untrammelied, must be free to ¢s- 
tablish a monopoly of industry and trade: this is already being put in 
execution by an unseen hand in al} quartors of the world. This free- 
dom wil give political force to those engaged in industry, and that will 
help to oppress the people. Nowadays it is more important to dis- 
arm the peoples than to lend them into war: more important to use 





for our advantage the passions which have burst into flames than to 
quench their fire: more important to catch up and interpret the ideas 
of others to suit ourselves than to eradicate them. The principal ob- 
ject of our directorate consists in this: to debilitate the public mind 
by criticism; to lead it away from serious reflections calculated to 
arouse resistance; to distract the forces af the mind towards a sham 
fight of empty elaquence. : 


Tn all ages the peoples of the world, equally with individuals, have 
accepted words for deeds, for they are content with a show and rarely 
pause to note, in the public arena, whether promises are followed by 
performance. Therefore we shail establish show institutions which 
will give eloquent proof of their benefit to progress. 


We shall assume to ourselves the liberal physiognomy of all pzr- 
ties, of ail directions, and we shall give that physiognomy 2 voice 
in orators who will speak so much that they will exhaust the patience 
of their hearers and produce an abhorrence of oratory. 


In order to put public opittion inte our hands we must bring if in- 
to a state of bewilderment by giving expression from all sides to so 
many contradictory opinions and for such length of time as will suffice 
to make the Goyim lose their heads in the Isbyrinth and come to see 
that the best thing is to have no opinion of any kind in matters poli- 
ticat, which it is not given to the public to understand, because they 
are enaroat only by him who guides the public. This is the first 
secret, 


The second secret requisite for the success of our government is 
comprised in the following: To multiply to such an‘ extent national 
failings, habits, passions, conditions of civil life, that it wifl be im- 
possible for anyone to know where he is in the resulting chaos, so that 
the people in consequence will fail to understand one another. This 
measure will also serve us in another way, namely, to sow discord in 
all parties, to dislocate all collective forces which are still unwilling to 
submit te us, and to discourage any kind of personal initiative which 
might in any degree hinder our affair, There ig nothing more danger- 
ous than personal initiative; if it kas genius hehind it, such initiative 
ean do more than can be done by millions of peopie among whom we 
have sown discord. We must so direct the education of the goyim 
communities that whenever they come upon 2 matter requiring initia- 
tive they may drop their hands in despairing impotence. The strain 
which results from freedom of action saps the forces when it meets 
with the freedom of another. From this collision arise grave moral 
shocks, disenchantments, failures. By all these means we shall so wear 
down the gayim that they will be compelled to offer us international 
power of a nature that by its position will enable us without any vio- 
lence gradually to absorb all the State forces of the world and to form 
2 Super-Government. In place of the rulers of today we shell set up a 
bogey which will be called the Super-Government Administration. 
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[ts hands wil] reach out in all directions like nippers and its organiza- 
tion will be of such colossr! dimensions that it cannot fail to subdue 
all the nations of the work. 


Protocol No, 6 


Monopolies; upon them depend the fortunes of the goyim, Taking of 
of the Innd out of the hands of the aristocracy. Trade, Industry 
und Speculation. Luxury. Rise of wages and increase of price 
in the articles of primary necessity, Anarchism and drunken- 
ness, Secret meuning of the propaganda of economic theories, 


We shal? soon begin to establish huge monopolies, reservoirs of 
colossal riches, upon which oven large fortunes of the goyim will de- 
pend te such an extent that they will go to the bottom together with 
the credit of the States on the day after the politicai smash, . . « 


You gentlemen here present who are economists, just strike an 
estimate of the significance of this combination! . . . 


In every possible way we nutet develop the significance of our 
Super-Government by representing it as the Protector and Benefactor 
of all those who voluntarily submit to us. <8 


Tho aristocracy of the gayim as 2 political force, is dead—we need 
not take it into account; but as landed proprictors they can still be 
harmful to us from the fact that they are self-sufficing in the resoure- 
es upon which they live. I is essential therefore for us at whatever 
cost to deprive them of their innd. This object will be best attained 
by increasing the burdens upon landed property—in loading fands with 
debts. These measures will check land-holding and keep it in a state 
of humble and unconditional submission. 


The aristocrats of tha goyim, being hereditarily incapable of con- 
tenting themselves with little, will rapidly burn up and fizzle out. 


At the same time we must intensively patyonise trade and indus-~ 
try, but, first and foremost, speculation, the part played by which is 
to provide a counterpoise to, industry: the absence of speculative in- 
dustry will multiply capital in private hands and will serve to restore 
agriculture by freeing the land from indebtedness to the land banks. 
What we want is that industry should drain off from the land both 
labour and capital and by means of speculation transfer into our 
hands all the money of the world, and thereby throw al! the goyim into 
the ranks of the proictariat. Then the goyim will bow down before 
us, if for no other reason but to get the right to exist. 


Fo complete the ruin of the industry of the goyim we shall bring * 
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to the assistance of spectulation the luxury which we have developed 
among the goyim, that greedy demand for luxury which is swallowing 
up everything. We shail raise the rate of wages which, however, will 
not bring any advantage to the workers, for, at the same time, we shall 
produce a rise in prices of the first necessaries of life, alleging that it 
arises from the decline of agriculture and cattle-breeding: we shall 
further undermine artfully and deeply saurces of production, by accus- 
toming the workers to anarchy and to drunkenness and side by side 
therewith taking all measure to extirpate from the face of the earth 
gH the educated forces of the Goyim. 

In order that the true meaning of things may not strike the goyim 
before the proper time we shall mask it under an alleged ardent de- 
sire to serve the working classes and the great principles of political 
economy about which our economic theories are carrying on an ener- 
getic propaganda. 


Protocol No. 7 


Object of the intensification of armaments. Ferments, discords and 
hostility ail over the world. Checking the opposition of the goyim 
hy wars and by a universal war, Secrecy means saccess in the 
politicnl. ‘fhe Press and public opinion. The guns of America, 
China and Japan. 


The intensification of armaments, the increase of police forces—- 
are all essential for the completion of the aforementioned plans, What 
we have to get at is that there should he in all the States of the world, 
besides ourselyes, only the masses of the proletariat, a few million- 
aires deyoted to our interests, police and soldiers, 


Throughout all Evrope, and by means of relations with Europe, 
in other continents also, we must create ferments, discords and kos- 
tility. Therein we gain a double advantage. In the first place we keep 
jn check all countries, for they well know that we have the power 
whenever we like to create disorder or to restore order, All these 
countries are accustomed to see in us an indispensable force of 
coercion, In the second place, by our intrigues we shail tangle up all 
the threads which we have stretched into the cabinets of all States 
by means of the political, by economic treaties, or loan obligations, In 
order to succeed in this we must use great cunning and penetration 
during negotiations and agreements, but, as regards what is called 
the “official language," we shall keep to the opposite tactics and 26- 
sume the mask of honesty and compliancy. In this way the peoples 
and governments of the goyim, whom we have taught to look only at 
the outside whatever we present to their notice, will still continue to 
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accept us as the benefactors and saviours of the human race. 


_ We must be in a position to respond to every act of opposition by 
war with the neighbours of that country which dares to oppose us: 
but if these neighbours should also venture te stand collectively to- 
gether against us, then we must offer resistance by a universal war. 


The principal factor of success in the polities! is the secracy of 
its undertakings: the werd should not agree with the deeds of the 
diplomat. 


We must compel the governments of the goyim to take action in 
the direction favoured by cur widely-conceived plan, already approach- 
ing the desired consuinmation, by what we shal? represent as public 
opinion, seeretly prompted by us through the means of that so-called 
“Great Power”—the Press, which, with 1 few exceptiona that may he 
disregarded, is already entirely in our hands, 


In a word, to sum up our system of keeping the governments of 
the goyim in Evrope in cheek, we shall show our strength to one vt 
shen by terrorist attempts and to all, if we allow the possibility of a 
general rising against us, we shell respond with the guns of Amariva 
or China or Japan. : 


Protocol No, 8 


Ambiguous employment of juridical rights. Assistants of the Masonic 
directorate, Speviul schools and super-educational training. Eco- 
nontists and millionaires, To whom to chtrust responsible posts 
in tho government. 7 


We must arm ourselves with all the weapons which our opponents 
might employ against us. We must search out in the very finest shades 
of expression and the knotty points of the lexicon of jaw justificution 
of those eases where we shall have to pronounce judgements that 
might appear abnormally audacious and unjust, for it is important 
that these resolutions should be set forth in expressions that shail 
seem to he the most cxalted moral principles east into legal form, 
Our directorate must: surround itself with all these forces of civilisa- 
tion among which it will have to work. I¢ will surround itself with 
publicists, practical jurists, administrators, diplomats and, finally, 
with persosis preprred by a special super-educational training in our 
special schools, These persons will have cognisance of all the secrets 
of the social structure, they will know all the Innguages that can be 
made up by political alphabets and words; they will be made acquaint- 
ed with the whole underside of human nature, with all its sensitive 
chords on which they will have to play. These chords are the cast 
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of mind of the gayim, their tendencies, shortcomings, viees and quali- 
ties, the particularities of classes and conditions. Needless to say that 
the talented assistants of authority, of whom I speak, will be taken not 
from among the goyim, who are accustomed to perform their admin- 
istrative work without giving themselves the trouble to think what its 
aim is, and never eonsider what it js needed for. The administrators 
of the goyim sign papers without reading them, and they serve either 
for mercenary reasons or from ambition. 


We shall surround our government with a whole world of eco- 
nomists, That is the reason why economic sciences form the principal 
subject of the teaching given to the Jews. Around us again will be 
a whole constellation of bankers, industrialists, capitalists and—tke 
main thing—mnillionaires, because in substance everything will be 
settled by the question of figures. 


For a time, until there will no longer be any risk in entrusting 
responsible posts in our States to our brother-Jews, we shall put 
them in the hands of persons whose past and reputation are such 
that between them and the people Hes an abyss, persons who, in case 
of disobedience to ovr instructions, must face criminal charges or 
disappear—this in order to make them defend our interests to their 
last gasp. 


Protocol No. 9 


Application of masonic principles in the amtter of re-educating the 
peoples. Masonic watchword, Meaning of Anti-Semitism, ~Dic- 
tatership of masonry. Terror. Who nre the servants of masonry. 
Meaning of the “clear-sighted™ and the “blind’’ forces of the 
goyim States. Communion between authority and mob. License 
of liberalism. Seizure of education and training. False theories, 
Interpretation of laws. The “undergrounds” {metropolitains), 


In applying our principles let attention be paid to the character of 
the people in whose country you live and act; a general, identical ap- 
plication of them, until such time as the people shall have been re- 
educated to our pattern, cannot have success. But by approaching 
their application crutiously you will see that not a decade will pass 
before the most stubborn character will change and we shall add a new 
people ta the ranks of those already subdued by us. 


The words of the liberal, which are in effect the words of our 
masonic watchword, namely, “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity,” will, 
when we come inte our kingdom, be changed by us into words no longer 
of a watchword, but only an expression of idealism, namely, into: “The 
right of liberty, the duty of equality, the {deal of brotherhood,” That 
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is how we shal? put it,—and so we shall catch the bull by the horns. 
. » + De fucte we have already wiped out every kind of rule except 
our own, although de jure there stil} remain a good many of them. 
Nowadays, if any States raise a protest against us it is only pro forms 
at our diserction and by ovr direction, for their anti-Semitism is in- 
dispensable to us for the management of our lesser brethern, I will 
not enter inte further explanations, for this matter has formed the 
subject of repeated discussions amengst us, 


For us there are no checks to limit the range of our activity, 
Our Super-Government subsists in extra legal conditions which are 
described in the aeecpted terminology by the energetic and forcible 
word—Dictatorship. I am in a position to tell you with a clear con- 
science that at the proper timo we, the Jawgivers, shall execute judg- 
ment and sentence, we shall slay and we shali spare, we, as head of 
all our troops, are mounted on the steed of the leader. We rule by 
force of will, because in our hands are the fragments of a once power- 
ful party, now vanguished by us. And the weapons in our hands are 
limitless ambitions, burning grecdiness, merciless vengeance, hatreds 
and malice. 


It is from us that the all-ongulfing terror proceeds. We have in 
our service persons of all opinions, of all doctrines, restcrating mon- 
archists, demngoguce socinliata, communists, and utopian dreamers 
of every kind. We have harnessed them nll to the task: ench one of 
them on his own account ia boring away at the last remnants of 
authority, is atriving to overthrow all established form of order. 
By these acts-all States are in torture; they exhort to tranquillity, 
nre ready to sncrifice everything for penca: but we will not give them 
peace until they openly acknowledge our international Super-Govern- 
ment, and with submissiveness. 


The people have raised a how! about the necessity of seeling the 
question of Socialism by way of an international agreement. Divi- 
sion into frnetionsl parties has given them Inte our hands, for, in arder 
to carry ona contested struggle one must have moncy, and the money 
is all in our hands. 


We might have reason to apprehend a union between the “clear- 
sighted” force of the goy kings on their thrones and the “blind” force 
of the goy mobs, but we have tuken all the needful measure against 
any such possibility: betweon the one and the other force we have 
erected a bulwark in the shape of a mutual terror hetween them, In 
this way the blind force of the people remains our support and we, 
and we only, shall provide them with a leader and, of course, direct 
them along the road that leads to our geal, 


In order that the hand of the blind mob may not free itself from 
our guiding hand, we must every now and then enter into close com- 
maunion with it, if not actunily in person, at any rate through some 
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of the most trasty of our brethren. When we are acknowledged as 
the only authority we shall discuss with, the people personally on the 
market pinees, and we shall instruct them on questions of the politi- 
cai in such wise us may turn them in the direction that suits us. 


Who is going to verify what is taught in the village schools? But 
what an envoy of the government or a king on his throne himself 
may say ennnot but become immediately known to the whole State, 
for it will be spread abroad by the voice of the people, 


In order not to annihilate the institutions of the goyim before it 
is time we have touched them with craft and delicacy, and have taken 
hold of the ends of the springs which move their mechanism. These 
springs lay in a strict but just sence of order; we have replaced them 
by the chaotic license of liberalism. We have got our hands into the 
administration of the taw, into the conduct of elections, into the press, 
into liberty of the person, but principally into education and training 
as being the corner-stanes of a free existence. 


We have fooled, hemused and corrupted the youth of the goyim 
by rearing them in principles and theories which are known to us to 
be false although it is by us that they finve been inculcated. 


Above the existing laws without substantially altering tiem, and 
by merely twisting them into contradictions of interpretations, we 
have ereeted something grandiese in the way of results, These re- 
sults found expression first in the fact that the interpretations masked 
the Inws: afterwards they entirely hid them from the eyes of the 
governments owing to the impossibility of making anything out of the 
tangled web of legisintion. 


This is the origin of the theory of course of arbitration. 


You may say that the goyim will vise upon us, arms in band, if 
they guess what is going on before the time comes; but in the West 
we have against this a manoeuvre of such appalling terror that the 
very stoutest hearts quait—the undergrounds, metropolitnins, those 
subterranean corridors which, before the time comes, will be driven 
under all the capitals and from whence those capitals will be blown 
into the air with all their organisations and archives, 


Protocol No. 10 


The outside appearances in the political, The “genius” of reseality. 
What is promised by a Masonic coup detat? Universal suffrage. 
Seif-importance, Leaders of Masonry. The genius who is guide 
of Masonry. Institutions and their functions. The poison of 
liberalism. Constitution—a school of party discords, Era of 
republics. Presidents—the puppets of Masonry. Responsibility 
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of Presidents, “Panama.” Part played by chamber of deputies 
and president. Masonry—the legislative foree, New republican 
constitution, Transition to masonic “despotism.” Moment for 
the proclamation of “The Lord of aif the World.’ Inoculation of 
disenses and other wiles of Masonry. 


To-day I begin with 2 repetition of what I snid before, and I beg 
you to bear in mind that governments and peoples are content in the 
political with outside appearanees. And how, indeed, are the goyim to 
perceive the underlying meaning of things when their representatives 
give the host of their energies to enjoying themselves? For our policy 
it is of the grentest importance to take cognisanee of this detail; it 
will be of assistance to us when we come to consider the division of 
authority, freedom of speech, of the press, of religion (faith), of the 
law of associntion, of equality before tho Inw, of the inviolability of 
property, of the dwelling, of taxntion (the idea of concealed taxes), 
of the reflex force of the laws. AH theso questions cre such as ought 
not to be touched upon directly and openly before the people. In eases 
where it is indispensable to touch upon them they must not be catego- 
rically named, it must merely be declared without detailed exposition 
that the principles of contemporary law are acknowledged by us. The 
reason of keeping silence in this respect is that by not naming a prin- 
ciple we leave ourselves freedom of action, to drop this or that out of 
it without attracting notiee; if they were all categorically named 
they woukt all appear to have been already given, 


" The mob cherishes a special affection and respect for the geniuses 
of political power and accepts al! their deeds of violence with the ad- 
miving response: “rascally, well, yes, it is rascally, but it’s clever! 
+ . » 8 trick, if you like, but how craftily played, how magnificent- 
ly done, what impudent audacity?” . .. 


We count upon nftracting all nations to the task of erecting the 
new fundamental structure, the project for which has been drawn up 
by us, This is why, before everything, it is indispensable for us ta 
avm ourselves and to store up in ourselves that absolutely reckless 
audacity and irresistible might of the spirit which in the person of 
our active workers will break down all hindrances on our way. 


When we linve accomplished our coup detat we shall sey then to 
the various peaples: “Everything has gone terribly badly, all have 
heen warn out with sufferings, We nre destroying the causes of your 
terment—nationatitics, frontiers, differences of coinages. You are 
at liberty, of course, to pronounce sentence upon us, but con it poasib- 
Jy be a just one if it ia confirmed by you before you make any trial of 
what we are offering you.” . . . Then will the mob exalt us and 
bear us up in their hands in a unanimous triumph of hopes and expec- 
tations, Yoting, whick we have made the instrument which will set 
ua on the throne of the world by teaching even the very smallest units 
ol members of the human race to vute by means of meetings ond 
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agreementa by groups, will then have served ifs purposes and will 
play its part then for the last time by 4 unanimity of desire to make 
close acquaintance with us before condemning us. 


“Te secure this we must have everybody vote without distinction 
of classes and qualifications, in order to establish an absolute majori- 
ty, which cannot be got from the educated propertied classes. In this 
way, by inculeating in all a sense of self-importance, we shall destroy 
among the goyim the importance of the family and its educational 
value and remove the possibility of individual minds splitting off, for 
the mob, handled by us, will not let them come to the front nor even 
give them a hearing; it is accustomed to listen to us only who pay it 
for obedience and attention. In this way we shall create a blind, 
mighty force which will never be in a position to move in any direction 
without the guidance of our agents set at its head by us as leaders of 
the mob. The people will submit to this regime because it will know 
that upon these leaders will depend its earnings, gratifications and 
the receipt of all kinds of benefits, 


A scheme of government should come ready made from one brain, 
because it will never be clinched firmly if i¢ is allowed to be split into 
fractional parts in the minds of many. It is allowable, therefore, for 
us to have cognisance of the scheme of action but not to discuss it lest 
we disturb its artfulness, the Interdependence of its component parts, 
the practien! force of the secret meaning of each clause. To discuss 
and make alterations in a fnbour of this kind by means of numerous 
votings Is to impress upon it the stamp of all ratiocinations and mis- 
understandings which have failed to penetrate the depth and nexus 
of its plottings. We want our schemes ta be forcible and suitably 
concocted, Therefore WE OUGHT NOT TO FLING THE WORK OF 
GENIUS OF OUR GUIDE to the fangs of the mob or even of a select 
company. 


These schemes will not turn existing institutions upside down 
just yet, They will only affect changes in their economy and conse- 
quently in the whole combined movement of their progress, which will 
thus be divected along the paths laid down in our schemes, 


Under various names there exists in all countries approximately 
one and the same thing. Representation, Ministry, Senate, Stnte 
Council, Legislative and Executive Corps, I need not explain to you 
the mechanism of the relation of these institutions to one another, 
because you are aware of afl that; only take note of the fact that each 
of the above-named instifutiong corresponds to some important func- 
tion of the State, and 1 would beg you to remark that the word * 
“Smportant’ I apply not to the institution but to the function, conse- 
quently it ie not the institutions which are important but their func- 
tions. These institutions have divided up among themselves all the 
functions of government—administrative, legislative, executive, 
wherefore they have come fo operate as do the organs in the human 
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body, If£ we injure one part in the machinery of State, the State fails 
sick, like a human body, and . . . will die. 


Wher we introduced into the State organism the poison of Liberal- 
ism its whole political complexion underwent a change. States have 
been seized with a mortal ilness—blood-poisoning. All that remains 
is to await the end of their death agony. 


Libexaliam produced Constitutional States, which took the pince 
of what was the only safeguard of the goyim, namely, Despotism; 
and & constitution, as you well kuow, is nothing else but a school of 
digcordg, misunderstandings, quarreels, disagreements, fruitless party 
agitations, party whims—in a word, 2 school of everything that 
serves to destroy the personality of State activity. The tribune of the 
‘talkerics' has, no less effectively than the Press, condemned the rulers 
fo inactivity and impotence, and thereby rendered them useless and 
superfluous, for which reason indeed they have been in many countries 
deposed. Then it was that the era of republics became possible’ of 
realisation; and then it was that we replaced the ruler by a caricature 
of a government—by a president, taken from the mob, from the midst 
of our puppet creatures, our sinves. This was the foundation of the 
mine which we have laid under the goy people, I should rather say, 
under the goy peoples. 

In the neav futura we ghull establish the responsibility of presi- 
dents, 

By that time we shall be in a position to disregard forms in car- 
rying through matters.for which our impersonal puppet will be res- 
ponsible, What do we caro if the ranks of those striving for power 
should bo thinned, if there should ariso a deadiock from the impossi- 
bility of finding presidents, 2 deadlock which will finally disorganise 
the country? . . . 

In order thnt our scheme may preduce this resuit we shell arrange 
elections in favour of such presidents as have in their past some dark, 
undiscovered stain, some “Panama” or other—then they will be trust- 
worthy agents for the accomplishment of our plang out of fear of rev- 
elations an@ from the natural desive of everyone who has attained 
power, namely, the retention of the privileges, advantages and honour 
connected with the office of president, fhe chamber of deputies will 
provide cover for, will protect, will elect presidents, but we shali take 
from it the right to propose new, or make changes in existing laws, 
for this right will be given by us to the responsible president, 2 puppet 
in our hands. Naturely, tho authority of the president will then be- 
come a target for every possible form of attack, but we shxll provide 
him with a means of self-defence in the right of an appeni to the 
people, for the decision of tho people ever the heads of their repre- 
sentatives, that is to say, an appeal to that same blind slave of ours— 
the majority of the mob. Independently of this we shall invest the 
president with the right of declaring a state of war. We shali justi- 
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fy this last right on the ground that the president as chief of the 
whole army of the country must have it at fis disposal, in case of 
need for the defence of the new republican constitution, the right to 
defend which will belong to him as the responsible representative of 
this constitution, 


it is easy to understand that in these conditions the key of the 
shrine will He in our hands, and no one outside ourselves will any 
longer direct the foree of legislation. 


Basides thig we shail, with the introduction of the new republican 
constitution, take from the Chamber the right of interpellation on 
government measures, on the pretext of preserving political secrecy, 
and, further, we shall by the new constitution reduce the numbor of 
representatives to a minimum, thereby proportionately reducing poti- 
tical passions and the passion for polities. If, however, they should, 
which is hardly to be expected, burst into flame, even in this mini- 
mum, we shall nullify them by oa stirring appeal and a reference to the 
majority of the whole people. . . . Upon the president will depend 
the appointment of presidents and vice-presidents of the Chamber 
and the Senate, Instead of constant sessions of Parliaments we shall 
reduce their sittings to a few months. Moreover, the president, as 
chief of the executive power, will have the right t summon and dis- 
solve Parliament, and, in the latter case, to prolong the time for the 
appointment of a new parliamentary assembly. But in order that the 
consequences of all these acts which in substance are illegal, should 
not, prematurely for our plans, fall upon the responsibility established 
by us of the president, we shall instigate ministera and other offictals 
of the higher administration about the president to evade hia disposi- 
tions by taking measures of their own, for doing which they will be 
made the scapegoats in his place. . . . This part we especially 
recommend ta be given to be played by the Senate, the Council of 
State, or the Council of Ministers, but not te an individual official. 


The president will, at our discretion, interpret the sense of such 
of the existing laws as admit of various interpretation; he will further 
sunnul them when we indicate to him the necessity ta do so, besides 
this, he will hnve the right to propose temporary laws, and even new 
departures in the government constitutional working, the pretext both 
for the one and the other being the requirements for the supreme 
welfare of the State. 


By such measures we shall cbtain the power of destroying little 
by little, step by step, all that at the outset when we enter on our 
tights, we are compelled to introduce into the constitutions of States 
te prepare for the transition to an imperceptible abolition of every 
kind of constitution, and then the time is come to turn every form of 
government into our despotism. 


The recognition of our despot may also come before the destruc- 
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tion of the constitution; the moment for this recognition will come 
when the peoples, utterly wearied by the irregularities and incompe- 
tence—2 matter which we shall arrange for—of their rulers, will 
elamour: “Away with then and give us one king over all the earth 
who will unite us and annihilate the causes of discords—frontiers, 
nationalities, religions, State debts—who will give us peace and quiet, 
which we cannot find under our rulers and representatives.” 


But you yourselves perfectly well know that ta produce the pos- 
sibility of the expression of such wishes by all the nations it is in- 
dispensable to trouble in all countries the pcople’s relations with their 
governments so as ta utterly exhaust humanity with dissension, hat- 
red, struggle, envy and even by the use of torture, by starvation, BY 
THE INOCULATION OF DISEASES, by want, so that the goyim 
see no other issue than to take refuge in our coplote sovereignty in 
money and in all else. 


But if we give the nations of the world a breathing spade the 
moment we long for is hardly likely ever to arrive. 


Protocol No, 11 


Programme of the new constitution, Certain details of the proposed 

. revolution. The goyim—a pack of sheep. Secret masonry and 

its “show” lodges. 

The State Council has been, a3 it were, the emphatic expression 
of the authority of tho ruler: if will be, as tho “show” part of the 
Legislative Corps, what may be called the editorial committee of the 
laws and decrees of tha ruler. ' 

. This, then, is the programme of the new constitution, We shall 
make Lew, Right and Justice {1} in the guise of proposals te the 
Legisiative Corps, {2} by decrees of the president under the guise of 
general reguiations, of orders of the Senate and of resolutions of the 
State Council in the guise of ministerial orders, (3) and in caso a 
snitable oceasion should arise—in the form of a revolution in the 
State, 

Having established approximately the modus agendi we will oc- 
cupy ourselves with details of those combinations by which we have 
sill to completa the revolution in the course of the machinery of State 
in the direction nlready indicated. By these combinations I mean the 
freedom of the Press, the right of nasociation, freedom of conscience, 
the voting principle, and muny another that must disappear for ever 
from the memory of man, or undergo a radical alteration the day ufter 
the promulgation of the new constitution. It is only at that montent 
that we shall be able at once to announce all our orders, for, after- 
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wards, every noticeable alteration will be dangerous, for the following 
reasons: if this alteration be brought in with harsh severity and in a 
sense of severity and Hmitntions, it may lead to a feeling of despair 
caused by fear of new alterations in the same direction; if, on the 
olher hand, it be brought in in a2 sense of further indulgences it will 
be said that we have recognised our own wrongdoing and this will 
destroy the prestige of the infailibility of owr authority, or else it will 
be said that we have become alarmed and are compelled to show a 
yielding disposition, for which we shalt yz. wo thanks because it will 
be supposed to be compulsory. .. Both the one and the other are in- 
jurious to the prestige of the new constitution. What we wané is that 
from the first moment of its promulgation, while the peoples of the 
world are still stunned by the terror and uncertainty, they should rec- 
ognise once for all that we are so strong, so inexpugnable, so super- 
abundantly filled with power, that in no case shall we take any ac- 
count of them, and so far from paying any attention to their opinions 
or wishes, we are ready and able to crush with irrisistable power 
all expression or manifestation thereof at every moment and in every 
place, that we have seized at once everything we wanted and shall in 
Ro case divide our power with them... Then in fear the trembling 
they will close their eyes to everything, and be content te await what 
will bo the end of it all. 

The goyim are a flock of sheep, and we are their wolves. And 
you know what happens when the wolves get hold of the flock? ... 

There ig another reason also why they will close their eyes: for 
we shall keep promising tham to give back all the liberties we have 
faken away ag scon as we have quetled the enemies of peace and 
tamed all parties. . . . 

It is not worth while to say anything about how long a time they 
will be kepé waiting for this return of their liberties. . . 

For what purpose then have we invented this whole policy and 
insinuated it into the minds of the goys without giving them any 
chance to examine its underlying meaning? For whaé, indeed, if not 
in order to obtain in a roundabout way what is for our scattered tribe 
unattainable by the direct road? It is this which has served as the 
basis for our organisation of SECRET MASONRY WHICH IS NOT 
KNOWN TO, AND AIMS WHICH ARE NOT BVEN SO MUCH AS 
SUSPECTED BY, THESE GOY CATTLE, ATTRACTED BY US 
INTO THE “SHOW” ARMY OF MASONIC LODGES IN ORDER 
TO THROW DUST IN THE BYES OF THEIR FELLOWS. 

God has granted to us, His Chosen People, the gift of the disper- 
sion, and in this which appears in al! eyes to be our weakness, has 
come forth all our strength, which has now brought us to the threshold 
of sovereignty over all the warld. 

There now remains not much more for us to build up upon the 
foundation we hava laid. 
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Protecol No. 12 
Masonic interpretation of the word “freedom,” Future of the press in 
the masonic kingdom. Control of the press, Correspondence 
agencies, What is progress as understood by masonry? More 
about the press, Masonic solidarity in the press of to-day. The 
arousing of “public” demands in the provinces. Infallibility of 
the new regime, 
The word “freedom,” which can be interpreted in yarious ways, 
is defined by us as follows:— 


Freedom is the right te do that which the law allows. This in- 
terxpyetntion of the world will at the proper time be of service to us, 
beeause alf freedom will thus be in our hands, since the laws will 
abolish or create only that which is desirable for us according te the 
aforesaid programme, . 

We shall deul with the press in the following way: What is the 
part played by the press to-day? It serves to excite and inflame 
those passions which are needed for our purpose or else it serves sel- 
fish ends of pnrties. It is often vapid, unjust, mendacious, and the 
majority of tho public have not the slightest iden what ends the press 
really serves, We shall saddle and bridle it with a tight curb: we 
Shall also with all productions of the printing press, for where would 
be the sense of getting rid of the attacks of the press if we remain 
targets for pamphlets and books? ‘The produce of publicity, which 
nowadays is a source of heavy expense owing to the necessity of cen- 
soring it, will be turned by us inte a very Incrative gouree of income 
to our State: we shall lay on it a special stamp tax and require de- 
posit of caution-moncy before permitting the establishmen& of any 
crgan of the press or of printing offices; these will then have to guar- 
antee our governmont against any kind of attack on the part of the 
press. Tor any attempt to attack us, if such still be possible, we shali 
inflict fines without merey., Sach mensures as stamp tax, deposit of 
enution-mony and fines secured by these deposits, will bring in a huge 
income to the government. It is true that party organs might not 
spare money for the sake of publicity, but these we shall shut up at 
the second attuck upon us, No one shall with impunity lay a finger 
on the avreole of unr govarnment infallibility. ‘The pretext for stop- 
ping any publication will be the alleged plea that it is agitating the 
public mind without occasion or justification, I beg you to note that 
among those making attacks upon us will alao be organs egtablished 
by us, but they will attack exclusively points that we have pre-deter- . 
mined te alter. 

Not a single announcement will reach the public without our con- 
trol. Even now this is already being attained by us inasmuch as alt 
news items are received by a fow agencies, in whose offices they sre 
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foeused from all parts of the world. These agencies will then be al- 
me entirely ours and wiil give publicity only to what we dictate 
to them. 


If already now we have contrived to possess ourselves of the minds 
of the goy communities to such an extent that they all come near 
jooking upon the events of the world through the coloured glasses of 
those spectacles we are setting astride their noses: if already now 
there is not a single State where there exist for us any barrier to 
admittance into what goy stupidity calis State secrets: what will our 
position be then, when we shall be acknowledged supreme lords of 
the world in the person of our king of all the world. . . 


: Let us turn again te the future of the printing press. Every one 
desirous of being a publisher, librarian, or printer, will be obliged to 
provide himself with the diploma instituted therefor, which, in case 
of any fault, will be immediately impounded. With such measures 
the instrument of thought will become an eduentive moans in the 
hands of our government, which will no longer allow the mass of the 
nation to be led astray in by-ways and fantasies about the blessings 
of progress. Is there any one of us who does not know that these 
phantom blessings are the direct roads to foolish imaginings which 
give birth to anarchica? relations of men among themselves and to- 
wards authority, because progress, or rather the idea of progress, has 
introduced the conception of every kind of emancipation, but has failed 
to establish its limits... All the so-called liberals are anarchists, if 
not in fact, at any rate in thought. Every one of them is hunting 
after phantoms of freedom, and falling exclusively into license, that 
is, inte the anarchy of protest for the yake of protest. . . : 


| We turn to the periodical press. We shall impose on it, 3 on all 
Printed matter, stamp taxes per sheet and deposits of caution-money 
and books of less than 30 sheets will pay double. We shall reckon 
them as pamphlets in order, on the one hand, to reduce the number of 
magazines, which are the worst form of printed poison, and, on the 
other, in order that this measure may force writers into such lengthy 
productions that they will be little read, especially as they will be 
costly. At the same time what we shall publish ourselves to influence 
mental development in the direction laid down for our profit will be 
cheap and will be read voraciously, The tax will bring vapid literary 
ambitions within bounds and the liability to penalties will make liter- 
ary men dependent upon us. And if there should be any found who are 
desirous of writing against us, they will not find any person eager to 
print their productions. Before accepting any production for publi- 
cation in print the publisher or printer will have to apply to the au- 
thorities for permission to do so. Thus we shell know beforehand of 
all tricks preparing against us and shall nullify them by getting ahead 
with explanations on the subject treated of. 


Literature and journalism are two of the most important educe- 
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tive forces, and therefore our government will become proprictor of 
the majority of the journals, This will neutralise the injurious in- 
fluence of the privately-owned press and will put us in possession of 
a tremendous influence upon the public mind. ... . If we give per- 
mits for ten journals, we shall ourscives found thirty, and so on in 
the same proportion. This, however, must in nowise be suspected by 
the public. For which reason all journals published by us will be of 
the mest opposite, in appearance, tendencies and opinions, thereby 
creating confidence in us and bringing over to us our quite unsuspi- 
cious opponents, who will thus fall inte our trap and be rendered 
harniless. 


In the front rank wil? stand organs of an official character, They 
wilt always stand guard over our interests, and therefore their influ- 
ence will be comparatively insignificant, 


In the second rank will be the semi-official organs, whose part it 
witl’be to attract the tepid and indifferent. 


In the third rank wo shall set up our own, to all appearance, op- 
position, which, in at least one of its oragns, will present what looks 
Hike the very antipedes to us, Our renl opponents at heart will ac- 
cept this simulated opposition as their own and will show us their 
cards, 


A our newspapers will be of all possible compiexions—aristo- 
eratie, republican, revolutionary, even anarchical—for so long, of 
course, as the constitution exists, . - Like the Indian idol Vishnu 
they will have a hundred hands, ahd every one of them will have a 
finger on any one of the public opinions ag required, When a pulse 
quickens these hands will lead opinion in the direction of our aims, for 
un excited patient loses all power of judgment and easily yields to 
suggestion, Those fools who will think they are repeating the opinion 
of a newspaper of their own camp will be repeating our opinion or 
any opinion that scems desirable for us, In the vain belief that they 
are following the organ of their party they will in fact follow the 
fing which we hang out for them, 


In order to direct our newspaper militia im this sense we must 
take especial and minute care in organising this matter, Under the 
title of central department of the press we shail institute fiterary 
gatherings at which our agents syill without attracting attention is- 
sue the orders and watchwords of the day. By discussing and con- 
troverting, but always superficially, without touching the essence of 
the matter, our organs will carry on a sham fight fusillade with the 
official newspapers solely for the purpose of giving occasion for us to 
express oursolves more fully than could well be done from the outset 
in official announcements, whenever, of course, that is to our advant- 
age. 

Theso attacka upon us will also serve another purpose, nanicly, 
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that our subjects will be convinced of the existence of full freedom of 
speech and so give our agents an occasion to affirm that all organs 
which oppose us are empty babblers, since they arc incapable of finding 
any substantial objections to our orders, 


Methods of organisation like these, imperceptible to the public 
eye but absolutely sure, are the best calculated to succeed in bringing 
the attention and the confidence of the public te the side of our gevern- 
ment. Thanks to such methods we shail be in a position as from time 
to time may he required, to excite or to tranquillise the public mind 
on political questions, to persuade or to confuse, printing now truth, 
now fies, facts or their contradictions, according as they may be well 
or itl received, always very cautiously feeling our ground before step- 
ping upon it, . . We skall have a sure triumpk over our opponents 
gince they will not have at their disposition organs of the press in 
which they can give full and final expression to their views owing to 
the aforesaid methods of dealing with the press, We shall nof even 
need to refute ther except very superficially. 


: Trial shots like these, fired by us in the third rank of our press, 
in case of need, will be energetically refuted by us in our semi-offt- 
eial organs. 


Even nowadays, already, to take only the French press, there are 
forms which reveal masonic solidatiby fs xcking on the watchword: all 
organs of the press are bound together by professional secrecy; like 
the avgurs of old, not one cf tieir numbers will give away the sceret 
of his sources of information unless jt Ly resylved to make announce- 
ment of them. Not one journalist will venture to betray this secret, 
for not one of them is ever-admitted to prautice literature unless his 
whole past has some disgrassfitl sere or other. . . These sores 
would be immediately reveated. So latte na they remain the secret of 
a few the prestige of the journalist attracts the majority of the coun- 
try—the mob follow after him with enthusiasm. 


Our calculations are especially extended to the provinces. It is 
indispensable for us to inflame there those hopes and impulses with 
which we could at any moment fall upon the capital, and we shall rep- 
resent fo the enpitals that these expressions are the independent hopes 
and impulses of the provinces. Naturally, the source of them wilk 
be ahvays one and the same-ours. What we need is that, until such 
time ag we are in the plenitude of power, the capitals should find 
themselves stifled by the provincial opinion of the nation, ie. of a 
majority arranged by our agentur. What we need is that at the psy- 
chological moment the capitals should not he in a position to discuss 
rn accomplished fact for the simple reason, if for no other, that it 
has been accepted by the public opinion of 2 majority in the provinces. 


When we are in the period af the new regime transitional to 
that of our assumption of full sovereignty we must not admit any 
revelations by the press of any form of public dishonesty; it is neces- 
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gary thot the new regime should be thought to have so perfectly con- 
tented everybody that even criminality has disappeared. . . . Cases 
of the manifestation of criminality should remain known only to their 
victims and to chance witnesses—no more. 





Protccol No. 13 


The need for daily bread. Questions of the Political. Questions of 
industry, Amusements, People’s Palaces, “Truth is One.” 
The great problems, 


The need for daily bread forces the goyim to keep silence and be 
our humble servants. Agents taken on to our press from among the 
goyim will at our ordera discuss anything which it is inconvenient for 
us to issue directly in officin! documents, and we meanwhile, quietly 
amid the din of the discussion so raised, shal! simply take and carry 
through such measures as we wish and then offer them to the public 
as an accomplished fact. No one will dare to demand the abrogation 
of 2 matter once scttied, all the more so as it will be represented as 
an improvement, 


And immediately the press will distract the current of thought 
towards new questions {have we not truined people always to be sceke 
ing something new?), Into the discussions of these new questions will 
throw themselves those of the brainless dispensers of fortunes who are 
not able even now to understand that they have not the remotest con- 
ception about the matters which they undertake to discuss. Questions 
of the political are unattainable for any save those who huve guided 
it already for many ages, the creators, . 


From all this you wil! see that in securing the opinion of the mob 
we are only facilitating the working of our machinery, and you may 
remark that it is not for actions but for words issued by us on this or 
that question that we seem to seck approval. We are constantly mak- 
ing public declaration that we are guided in ali our undertakings by 
the hope, joined to the conviction, that we are serving the common 
weal. 


In order to distract people who may be too troublesyume from 
discussions of questions of the political we are now putting forward 
what we allege to be new questions of the political, namely, questions 
of industry, In this sphere Iet thom diseuss themselves silly! The 
masses are agreed to remain inactive, to take a rest from what they 
suppose to be political activity (which we trained them to in order to 
use them as 2 means of combating the goy governments) only on con- 
ition of being found new employments, in which we are prescribing 
thom something that looks like the same political object. In-order 
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that the masses themselves may not guess what they are about we 
further distract them with amusements, games, pastimes, passiona, 
peopie’s palaces. . - . Soon we shzll begin through the press 
to propose competitions in art, in sport of all kinds: these interests 
will finally distract their minds from questions in which we should 
find ourselves compelled to oppose them. Growing more and more 
gisaceustomed to reftect and form any opinions of their own, people 
will begin to tatk in the same tone as we, because we alone shall be 
offering them new directions for thought ... of course through such 
persons as will not be suspected of solidarity with us. 


The part played by the liberals, utopian dreamers, will be finally 
played oul when our government is acknowledged. Till such time they 
will continue to da us good service. Therefore we shall continue to 
flirect their minds to ail sorts of vain conceptions of fantastic theories, 
new and apparently progressive: for have we not with complete suc- 
cess turned the brainless heads of the goytm with progresa, till there 
is not among the goyim one mind able to perceive that under this word 
Hes a departure from truth in all cases where it is not a question of 
material inventions, for truth is one, and in it there is no place for 
progress. Progress, like a fallacious idea, serves to obscure truth so 
that none may know it except us, the Chosen of God, its guardians. 


When we come into our kingdom our oraters wil} expound great 
problems which have turned humanity upside down in order to bring 
it at the end under beneficent rule, 

Who will ever suspect then that ALL THESE PEOPLES WERE 
STAGE-MANAGED BY US ACCORDING TO A POLITICAL 
PLAN WHICH NO ONE HAS SO MUCH AS GUESSED AT IN 
THE COURSE OF MANY CENTURES? . . . 





Protocol! No. 14 


The religion of the future. Future conditions of serfdom. Inacces- 
sibility of knowledge regarding the religion of the future. Por- 
nography and the printed matter of the future. 


When we come into our kingdom it will be undesirable for us 
that there should exist any other. religion than ours of the One God 
with whom our destiny is bound up by our position as the Chosen Peo- 
ple and through whom our same destiny is united with the destinies 
of the world. ‘We must therefore sweep away all other forms of be- 
lief. If this gives birth to the atheists whom we sec to-day, it will 
not, being only a transitional stage, interfere with our views, but will 
serve as a warning for those generations which will hearken to our 
preaching of the religion of Moses, that, by its stable and thoroughiy 
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claborated system has brought all the peoples of the world inte sub- 
jection to us. Therein we shall emphasise its mystical right, on which, 
as we shall say, all its educative power is based. . . Then at every 
possible opportunity we shalt publish articles in which we shall make 
comparison between cur beneficent runic and those of past ages. The 
blessinga of tranquillity, though it he a tranquillity forcibly brought 
about by centuries of agitation, will throw into higher retief the bene- 
fits to which we shall point. ‘Phe errors of the yoyin) governments 
will be depicted by us in the most vivid hues. We shall implant such 
an abhorrence of them that the peoples will prefer tranquillity In a 
state of serfdom to those rights of vaunted freedom which have tor- 
tured humanity and exhnusted the very sources of human existence, 
sources which have been exploited by a mob of rascally adventurers 
who know not what they do. , . Duless changes of forma of 
government to which we instigated the goyim when we were under- 
mining their stato structures, will have so wearied the peoples by that 
time that they will perfer to suffer anything under us rather than 
run the risk of enduring again all the agitations ond miseries they 
have gone through. 


At the same time we shall not omit to emphasise the historical

In countries known as progressive and enlightened we have created 
a senseless, filthy, abominable filerature. Por some time after our en- 
trance to power we shal! continue to encourage its existence in order 
to provide a telling relicf by contrast to the speeches, party pro- 
gramme, which will he distributed from exalted quarters of ours... . 
Our wise men, trained to become leaders of tho goyim, will compose 
speeches, projects, memoirs, articles, which will be used by us to in- 
fluence the minds of the goeyim, directing them towards such under. 
standing and forms of knowledge as Ave been determined by ys, 
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One-day coup detat (revolution} over ail the world. Executions. 
Future lot of goyim-masons. Mysticism of authority. Multipit- 
cation of masonie lodges. Central governing board of masonic 
elders. The “Azev-tactics.” Masonry as lender and guide of 
ali seeret societies. Significance of public applause. Collectiv- 
ism. Executions of masons, Fall of the prestige of Jaws ant 
authority. Our position as the Chosen People. Brevity and 
clarity of the laws of the kingdom of the future, Obendience to 
orders. Measures against abuse of authority. Severity of penal- 
ties, Age-limit fer judges, Liberalism of judges and authori- 
ties. The money of all the world. Absolutism of masonry. 
Right of appeal. Patriarchal “outside appearance” of the power 
of the future “ruler.” Apotheosis of the ruler. The right of the 
strong as the one and only right. The King of Israel. Patriarch 
of all the world, 


When we at last definitely come into our kingdom by the aid of 
coups a’ctat’ prepared everywhere for one and the same day, after the 
worthlessness of ali existing forms of government has been definitely 
acknowleged {and not a little time will pass before that comes about, 
perhaps even 2 whole cenfury} we shall make it our task to see that 
against us such things as plots shall no longer exist. With this pur- 
pose we shall siny without mercy ail who take urms (in hand} t op- 
pose our coming inte our kingdom. Every kind of new institution of 
any thing like a secret society will also be punished with death; those 
of them which are now in existence, are known to us, serve us and have 
served us, we shalt disband and send into exile to vontinents.far re- 
moved from Europe. In this way we shall proceed with these goy 
masons who know teo much; such of these ss we may for gome 
reason spare will be kept in constant fear of exile, We shall promui- 
gate a law making all former members of secret societies liable to 
exile from Europe as the centre of ovr rule, 


Resolutions of our government will be final, wilhout appeal. 


In the goy societies, in which we have planted and deeply rooted 
discord and protestantism, the only possible way of restoring order 
is to employ merciless measures thal prove lhe direct force of authori- 
ty: no regard must be paid to the viclims who full, they suffer for 
the well-being of the future. The attainment of that well-being, even 
at the expense of sacrifices, is the duty of any kind of government 
that acknowledges as justification for its existence net only its privi- 
leges but its obligations. The principal guarantee of stability of rule 
is to confirm the aureole of power, and this aureole is attained only 
by such a majestic inflexibility of might as shail carry on its face the 
emblems of inviolability from mystical causes—from the choice of 
God, Such was, until recent times, the Russian autocracy, the one 
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and only serious foe we had in the world, without counting the Papacy. 
Bear in mind the example when Italy, drenched with blood, never 
touehed a hair of the head of Sulla whe had poured forth that blood: 
Sulla enjoyed an apotheosis for his might in the eyes of the peopel, 
though they had been torn in pieces by him, but his intrepid return 
to Italy ringed him round with inviolability, The people do not lay 
a finger on him who hypnotises them by his daring and strength of 
mind. 


Meantime,, however, until we come into our kingdom, we shall 
act in the contrary way: we shall create and multiply free masonic 
iodges in all the countries of the world, absorb into them nl! who may 
become ox who are prominent in pubile activity, for in these Jodges 
we shall find our principal intelligence office and means of influence. 
All these lodges we shall bring under one central administration, 
known fo us alone and to all others absolutely unknown, which will 
be composed of our learned elders, The lodges will have their repre- 
sentatives who will serve to sereen the above-mentioned administra- 
tion of masonry and from whom will issue the watchword and pro- 
gramme. In these lodges we shail tie together the knot which binds 
together all revolutionsry and liberal clements. Their composition 
will be made up of all strata of society. The most secret political 
plots will be known to us and will {all under our guiding hands on the 
very duy of their conception. Among the members of these lodges, 
will be ulmast all the agents of international and national police 
since their serviee is for us jrreplacenble in the respect that the police 
is in @ position not only to uae its own particular measures with the in- 
subordinate, but also to seveen our activities nnd provide pretexts for 
diseontents, el cetera, 


The class of people who most willingly enter inlo seeret socicties 
are those who live by their wits, carcerists, and in general people, 
mostly light-minded, with whom we shall have no difficuity in dealing 
and in using to wind up the mechanism of the machine devised by us. 
If this world grows agitated the meaning of that will be that we have 
had to stir it up in order to break up its toe great solidarity. But if 
there skauld arise in its midst a plet, then at the head of that plot will 
be no other than one of our most trusted servants, it is nutural that 
we and no other shotkd lead masonic activities, for we know whither 
we are fending, wo know the fina! goal of every form of activity 
whereny the goyim have knowledge of nothing, not even of the im- 
mediante ¢ffect of action; they pué before themselves, usuaily, the 
momentary reckoning of the satisfaction of their self-opinion in the 
necomplishmenl of their thought without even remarking that the 
very conception never belonged to their initiative but to our instiga- 
tion of their thought. 


The goyim enter the lodges out of curiosity or in the hope by 
their means to get a nibble at the public pie, and some of them in order 
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to obtain a hearing before the public for their impracticable and 
groundiess fantasies: they thirst for the emotion of success and ap- 
plause, of which we are remarkably generous. And the reason why 
we give them this success is to make use of the high conecit of them- 
stives to which it gives birth, for that imsensibly disposes them to as- 
similate our suggestions without being on their guard against them 
in the fallness of their confidence that it is their own infallibility 
which is giving utterance to their own thoughts and that it is impos- 
sible for them to borrow those of others. . . . You cannot imagine 
to what extent the wisest of the goyim can be brought to a state of 
unconscious naivete in the presence of this condition of high conceit of 
themselves, and at the same time how easy it is to take the Seart out 
of them by the slightest ifl-success, though it be nothing more than 
the stoppage of the applause they had, and te reduce them to a slavish 
submission for the sake of winning a renewal of success, . 

By so much as ours disregard success if only they can carry through 
their plans, hy so much the goyim are willing to sucrifice any pinns 
only to have success. This psychology of theirs materially facili- 
tates for us the task of setting them in the required direction. These 
tigers in appearance have the souls of sheep and the wind blows free- 
ly through their heads. We have sct them on the hobby-horse of an 
iden about the absorption of individuality by the symbolie unit of 
collectivism. . . They have never yeb and they never will have the 
genge to reflect that this hobby-horse is 2 munifest violation of the 
most important Inw of nature, which has established from the very 
erention of the world one unit unlike another and precisely for the 
purpose of instituting individuality. 


If we have been able to bring them to such a pitch of stupid 
btindness is it not a proof, und an amazingly clear preof, of the de- 
gree to which the mind of the gayim is undeveloped in comparison 
with our mind? This it is, mainly, whieh guarantees our success. 


And how far-seeing were our Jearned ciders in ancten’ times when 
they seid that to attain a serious cnd it beheves wot lo stop at any 
means or to count the viclims sacrificed for the sake of that end... . 
We have not counted the victims of the seed of the goy cattle, 
though we have sacrificed many of our own, bul for Lhat we have now 
already given them such a position on the earth us they could not 
even have dreamed of. The comparalively small numbers ef the vic- 
tims from the number of ours have preserved our nationality from 
destruction, 


Death is the inevitable end for all. It is better to bring that end 
nenrer to these who hinder our affairs thin toe ourseives, to the 
founders of this affair. We execute masons in such wise that none 
save the brotherhood can ever have 2 suspicion of it, mot cven the 
victims themselves of our death sentence, they all die when required 
as if from a normal Kind of illness. . . , . Knowing this, even the 
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brotherhood in its turn dare not protest. By such wit 
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plucked out of the midst of masonry the very root pé et, oenbest 
our disposition. While preaching liberalism to the gagtm ¥2/44 the 
same time keep our own people and our agents in 9 Bate of Ygqiies 
tioning submission. OAS, ait 

Under our influence the. execution of the Inwe of tae trim ‘has 
been reduced to a minimum. The prestige of the law has been éx- 
ploded by the liberal interpretations introduced into this sphere, In 
the most important and fundamental affairs and questions judges 
decide as we dictate to them, sce mutters in the light wherewith we 
enfold them for the administration of the guyim, of course, through 
persons who are our tools though we do not appear to have anything 
in common with them—by newspaper opinion or by other means. . . 
Even senators and the higher administration accept our counsels, The 
purely brute ming of the goyim is incapable of use for analysis and 
observation, and stil? more for the foresecing whither a certain manner 
of setting n question may tend. 


In this difference in capacity for thought between the goyim and 
ourselves may be clearly discerned tho seal of our position on the 
Chosen People and of our higher quality of humanness, in contradis- 
finetion to the brate mind of the gayim. Their eyes are open, but see 
nothing before them and donot invent (unless, perhaps, material 
things,) From this it is plain that nature herself has destined us to 
guide und rule the world. 


When comes the time of our overt rale, the lime to manifest its 
blessings, we shull remake all legislatures, all our laws will be bricf, 
pinin, stable, without any kind of interpretations, so that anyone will 
Le in a position to know them perfectly. The mnin feature which will 
yun’right through them is submission to orders, and this principle 
will be carried te a grandiose height.” Lvery ubuse will then 
disappear in consequence of the responsibility of all down to the lowest 
unit before the higher authority of the representative of power, 
Abuses of power subordinate to this last instance will be so mevcifess- 
ty punished that none will be found unxious to try experiments with 
their own powers, We shell follow up jerleusiy every action of the 
administration on which depends the smooth rusning of the machinery 
of the State, for.siackness in this produces sinckness everywhere; not 
a single case of iegality or abuse of power will be left without ex- 
emplary punishment, 

Concealment of guilt, connivance between those in the service of 
the administration— all this kind of evif will diseppear after the very 
first examples of severe punishment. The aurcole of our power de- 
mands suitable, that is, eruel, punishments for the slightest infringe- 
ment, for the anke of grin, of its supreme prestige. The sufferer, 
though his punishment may exeeed his fault, will count as a soktier 
falling on the administrative field of battle in the Interest of authority, 
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principle and jaw, which do not permit that any of those who hold the 
reins of the public conch should turn aside from the public highway 
to their own private paths. Tor example: our indges will know that 
whenever they feel disposed to plume themselves on foolish clemency 
they are vivlating the law of justice which js instituted for the ex- 
emplary edification of men by penaltica for Inpses and not for diaplay 
of the spiritual qualities of the judge. . . . Such qualities it is 
proper to show in private ilfe, but not in a public square which is the 
educationary basis of human life, 


Our legal staff will serve not beyond the age of 56, firstly because 
old men more obstinately hold to prejudiced opinions, and are less 
capable of submitting to new divections, and secondly because this will 
vive us the possibility by this measure of securing elasticity in the 
ehanging of staff, which will thus the more easily bend under our 
pressure: he who wishes to keep his place wil have to give blind obi- 
dience to deserve it. In general, our judges will be elected by us only 
from among those who thoroughly understand that the part they have 
to play is to punish and apply laws and not to dream about the mani- 
festations of liberalism at the expense of the educationary schema of 
the Slate, as the goyim in these days imagine it to be. . . . This 
method of shuffling the staff will serve alse to explode any collective 
solidarity to those in the same service and will bind all te the interests 
of the government upon which their fate will depend, The young gen. 
eration of judges will be trained in certain views regarding the inad- 
missibility of any abuses that might disturb the established order of 
our subjects ameng themselves. 7 


: In these days the judges of the goyim create indulgences to every 
kind of crimes, not having a just understanding of their office, be- 
cause the rulers of the present age in appointing judges to office ‘take 
no care to inculcate in them a sense of duty and consciousness of the 
matter which is demanded of them, As a brute beast lets out its 
young in search of prey, so do the goyim give their subjects places of 
prot without thinking to make clear to them for what purpose such 
place was created. This ig the reason why their governments are be- 
hid deal by their own forces through the acts of their own adminis- 

‘ation, 


Let us borrew from the example of the results of these actions 
yet another lesson for our government. 


We shall root out liberalism from aH the important strategic 
posts of our government on which depends the training of subordi- 
nates for our State structure. Such posts will fall exclusively to thosa 
who have been trained by us for administrative rule. ‘To the possible 
objection that the retirement of old servants wilT coat the Treasury 
heavily, i reply, firstly, they will be provided with some private service 
in place of what they lose, and, secondly, I have to remark that all the 
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money in the work? will be concentrnted in our hands, consequently ft 
is not our government that has lo fear expense. 

Our absoiutism will in all things be logienlly consecutive and 
therefore in each one of its deerces our suprenic will will be respected 
and unguestionably fulfitied: it will ignore all murmurs, all discontents 
of every kind and will destroy to the root every kind of manifestation 
of them in act by punishment of an exemplary character. 


We shalt abolish the right of cassntion, which will be transferred 
exelusively to our disposal—to the eoguisance of him who rules, for 
we nist not ullow the conception wong the people of a thought that 
there could be such a thing as a decision that is not right of judges 
set up by us. If, however, anything like this should occur, we shall 
ourselves cassnie the decision, but inflict therewith such exemplary 
punishment on the judge for lack of understanding of his duty and the 
purpose of his appointment as will prevent n repetition of such cases. 
cee . Lrepeat that it must be borne in mind that we shall know 
every step of our administration which only needs to be closely watched 
for the people to be content with us, for it hus the right to demand 
from a good government a good official. 


Our government will have the appearance of a patriarchal pater- 
nal guardianship ou the part of our ruler, Our own nation and our 
subjects will discern in his person a father caring for their every 
need, their every act, their every inter-relation ag subjects one with 
ancther, a3 well as their relations to the ruler. They will then be se 
thoroughly imbued with the thought that it is impossible for them to 
disponse with this wardship and guidance, if they wish to live in peace 
and quict, that they will acknowledge the nutocracy of our ruler with a 
devotion bordering on APOTHEOSIS, especially when they are con- 
vinced that these whom we set up donot put their own in place of his 
authority, but only blindly execute his dictates. ‘They will be rejoiced 
that we have regulated everything in their lives as is done by wise 
parents who desire to train their children in the cause of duty and 
submission. Yor the peoples of the world in yegard to the secrets of 
our polity are ever through the ages only children under age, precisely 
ag are also their governments. 


As you see, I found our despotism on right and duty: the right 
to compel the execution of duty is the direct obligation of a govern- 
ment which is a father for its subjects. It has the right of the strong 
that it may use it for the benefit of directing humanity towards that 
order which is defined by nature, namely, submission. Everything in 
the world is in a state of submission, if not to man, then to cireum- 
stances or its own inner character, in all cases, to what is stronger. 
And so shall we be this something stronger for the snke of good. 


We are obliged without hestitation to sacrifice individuals, who 
commit a breach of established order, for in the exemplary punish- 
ment of evil Hes e great educational problem.

Our King will be in constant cot i i

to us, and ‘leave only those which depict ail the errors of the govern- 
ment of the goyim. The study of practical life, of the obligations of 
order, of the relations of people one te nnother, of avoiding bad and 
scifsh examples, which spread the infection of evil, and similar ques- 
tions of nn educative nature, will stand in the forefront of the teaching 
programme, which will be drawn up on a separate plan for each calling 
or state of Hfe, in no wise generalising the teaching. This treatment 
of the question has special importance. 


Ench state of life must be rained within strict limits correspond- 
ing to its destination and work in life. The occasions! genius has 
always managed and always will manage to slip through into other 
states of life, but it is the most perfect folly for the sake of this rare 
occasional genius to let through inte ranks foreign to them the unta- 
Ienfed who thus rob of their places these who belong to those ranks 
by birth or employment. You know yourselves in what all this has 
ended for the goyim who allowed this crying absurdity. 


In order that he who ruies may be seated firmly in the hearts and 
minds of his subjects it is necessary for the time of his activity to 
instruct the whole nation in the schools and on the market places 
ubout his meaning and his acts and ail his beneficent initiatives. 


We shail abolish every kind of freedom of instruction. Learners 
of ali ages will have Lhe right to assemble together with their parents 
in the educational establishments as it were in a club: during these 
assemblies, on holidnys, teachers will yead what will pass as free lec- 
tures on questions of human relations, of the laws of examples, of the 
limitations which are born of unconsciotts relations, and, finally, of 
the philosophy of new theories not yet declured to the world, These 
theories will be vaised by us to the stage of a dogma of fsith ag 2 
transitionnl stage towards our faith. On the completion of this expo- 
sition of our programme of action in the present and the future I will 
vend you the principles of these theories, ’ 


- 


In a word, knowing by the experience of many centuries that 
people live and are guided by ideas, that these ideas are imbibed by 
people only by the aid of education provided with equal success for all 
ages of growth, but of course by varying methods, we shall swallow 
up and confiscate to our own use the laat seintilla of independence of 
thought, which we have for long paat been directing towards subjects 
and ideus useful for us. The system of bridling thought is already at 
work in the so-called ‘system of teaching by object lessons, the purpose 
of which is to turn the goyim into unthinking submissive brutes wait- 
ing for things to be presented before their eyes in order to form an 
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idea of them. . . In France, one of our b is, 
: est agents, Bourgeois, has 
already made public a new programme of teaching by object isssons. 
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Advocrey. Influence of the priesthood of the goyim, Fr: 
conscience, Papal Court. King of the plies erie 
How to fight the existing Church. Function of contemporary 
press. Organisation of police. Volunteer police. Espionage 
on the pattern of the kabal espionage. Abuses of authority. 


The practice of advocacy produces men-cold, cruel, persi - 
principled, who in all cases take up an impersonal, ane. tee 
point. They have the inveterate habit to refer everything to its value 
for the defence and not to the public welfare of its results, They do 
not usually dectine to undertake any defence whatever, They strive 
for an acquittal at all costs, cavilling over every petty crux of juris- 
prudence and thereby they demoralise justice, For this reason we 
shall set this profession into narrow frames which will keep it inside 
this sphere of executive public service. Advocates, equally with 
judges, will he deprived of the right of communication with litigants; 
they will receive business only from the court and will study it by notes 
of report and documents, defending their clients after they have been 
interrogated in court on facts that have appeared. Thoy will receive 
an honorarium without regard to the quality of the deferice. This will 
render them mere reporters on jaw business in thes intorasts of justice 
and as counternoise te the proctor who will be the ‘ruporter in the in- 
terests of prosecution; this will shorten business beforé the courts. In 
this way will be established a practice of honest unprejudiced defence 
conducted not from personal interest bet by convietion. This will also, 
by the wry, remove the present practice of corrupt bargain between 
abveentes to agree only to let that side win which pays most. . . 


We have long past taken care te discredit the priesth 

royim, and thereby to ruin their mission on carth which m ate 
might still be a great hindrance to us, Day by day its influence on 
the peoples of the world is failing lower. Freedom of conscience has 
been decisred everywhere, so that now only years divide us from the 
moment of the complete wrecking of that Christian religion: as to 
other religions we shall have still less difficulty in dealing with them 
but ik would be premature to speak of this now. We shall set clerical- 
ism and ciericais into such narrow frames as to make their influence 
move in retrogressive proportion to its former progress. 


When the time comes finally to destroy the

When it becomes Reeessary for us to strengthen the strict mea- 
sures of secret defence (the most fatal poison for the prestige of au- 
thority} we shall arrange a simulation of disorders or some manifes- 
tation of discontents finding expression through the co-operation of 
good speskers, Round these speakers will assemble all who are sym- 
pathetic te his utterances. ‘Chis will give us the pretext for domicili- 
ary perquisitions and surveillance on the part of our servants from 
among the number of the goyim police, . 


As the majority of conspirators act out of love for 
the sake of talking, so, until they commit some overt act we shall not 
lay a finger on them but only introduce inte their midst observation 
elements, . . . It must ba remembered that the prestige of authori. 
ty is lessened if it frequently discovers conspiracies against itself; 
this implies presumption of consciousness of wenkness, or, what is 
still worse, of injustice, You are aware that we have broken the pras- 
tige of the goy kings by frequent attempts upon their lives through 
our agents, blind sheep of our flock, who are easily moved by a few 
liberal phrases to crimes provided only they be painted in political 
colours. We have compelied the rulers to ackuowledge their weakness 
in advertising overt measures of secret defence and thereby we shail 
bring the promise of authority to destruction, 


Our ruler will be seerctly protected only by the most insignificant 
guard, because we shal} not admit so much as 2 thought that there 
could exist against him any sedition with which he is n 
enough te contend and is compelied to hide fram it,

Tf we should admit this thought, as the goyir have done and are 
doing, we should ipso facto be signing 2 death sentence, if not for our 
ruler, at any rate for his dynast , at no distant date, 
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According to strictly enforced outward appearances our ruler wilt 
employ his power only for the advantage of the nation and in no wise 
for his own or dynastic profits. Therefore with the observance of 
this decorum, his authority will be respected and guarded by the sub- 
jects themselves, it will receive an apotheosis in the admission that 
with it is bound up the well-being of every citizen of the State, for 
upon it will depend all order in the common life of the pack. . . 


Overt defence of the kind argues wenkness in the organisation of 
his atrength. 


Our ruler will always among the people be surrounded by a mob of 
apparentiy curious men and women, who will occupy the front ranks 
about him, to all appearance by chance, and wilt restrain the ranks of 
tho rest out of respect as it will appear for good order, This will 
sow an example of restraint also in others. If a petitioner ap- 
pears among the people trying ta hand a petition and forcing his way 
through the ranks, the first ranks must receive the petition and hefore 
the cyes of the petitioner pass it to the ruler, so that all may know 
thet what is handed in reaches its destination, that, consequently, 
there exists a contro) of the ruler himself, The aureole of power re- 
quires for its exiatence that the people may be able to say: “If the 
king knew of this,” or: “the king will hear of i6” 


With the establishment of official sceret defence the mystical 
prestige of authority disappears: given a certain audacity, and every- 
one counts himscif master of it, the sedition-monger is conscious of 
his strength, and when occasion serves watches for the moment to 
make an attempt upon authority. . . . For the goyim we have 
been prenching something else, but by that very fact we are enabled 
to see what measures of overt defenee have brought them to. . . . 


Criminals with us will be arrested at the first more or less well- 
grounded suspicion; it ennnot be allowed that out of fear of 2 possible 
mistake an opportunity should be given of escape to persons suspected 
of a political lapse or crime, for in these matters we shall be literally 
mereiless. If it is stifl possible, by stretching a point, to admit a 
yeconsiteration of the motive causes in simple crimes, there is no pos- 
sibility of excuse for persons occupying themselves with questions in 
which nobody except the government can understand anything. . . . 
And it is not all governments that understand true policy, 





Protocol Ne, 19 
The right of presenting petitions and projects. Sedition. Indictment 
of political crimes. Advertisement of political crimes. 


If we do not permit any independent dabbling in the political we 
shall on tho other hand encourage every kind of report or petition with 
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proposals for the government to examine into all kinds of projects for 
the amelioration of the condition of the people; this will reveal to us 
the defects or else the fantasies of our subjects, to which wé shall re- 
spond either by accomplishing them or by a wise rebutment to prove 
the short-sightedness of one who judges wrongly. 


Sedition-mongering is nothing more than the yapping of a lap-dog 
at an elephant. For a government well organised, not from the police 
but from the public point of view, the lap-dog yaps at the clephant 
in entire unconsciousness of its strength and importance. It needs no 
more than to take a good example to show the relative importance of 
both and the lap-dogs wilt cease to yap and will wag their tails the 
moment they set eyes on an elephant, 


. In order to destroy the prestige of heroisin for political crime we 
shall send it for trint in the category of thieving, murder, and every 
king of abominable and filthy crime. Public opinion will then confuse 
in its conception this eategory of crime with the disgrace attaching to 
every other and will brand it with the same contempt. 


We have done our best, and I hope we have succeeded, to obtain 
that the goyim should nof arrive at this means of contending with se- 
dition. It was for this reason that through the Press and'in speeches 
indirectly—in leverly compiled school-books on history, we have ad. 
vertised the martyrdom alleged to have been accepted by sedition. 
mongers for the idea of the commonweal, This advertisement has 
increased the contingent of liberals and has brought thousands of 
goyim inte the ranks of our livestock cattle. 
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FINANCIAL PROGRAMME. Progressive tux. Stamp progressive 
taxation. Exchequer, interest-bearing papers and stagnation of 
eurreney, Method of accounting. Abolition of ceremonial dis- 
plays. Stagnation of capital, Currency issue. Gold standard. 
Standard of cost of working man power, Budget. State loans. 
One per cent, interest series, Industrial shares. Rulers of the 
goyim: courtiers and favouritism, masonic agents, 


To-day we shall touch upon the financial programme, which I put 
off to the end of my report as being the most difficult, the crowning and 
the decisive point of our pinns, Before entering upon it I will remind 
you that I have already spoken before by way of a hint when I said 
that the sum total of our actions is settled by the question of figures, 


_ When we come inte our kingdom our autocratic goveraiment will 
avoid, from a principle of self-preservation, sensibly burdening the 
masses of the people with taxes, remembering that it plays the part 
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of father and protector. But as State organisation costs dear it is 
necessary nevertheless to obtain the funds required for it. tt will, 
therefore, elnborate with particular precaution the question cf eqquili- 
brium in this matter. 


Our rule, in which the king will enjoy the legal fiction that every- 
thing in his State belongs to him (which may easily be translated into 
fact), will be ennbied to resort to the lawful confiscation of afl sums 
of every kind for the regulation of their circulation in the State. From 
this follows that taxation will best be covered by 4 progressive tax on 
property. In this manner the dues will be paid without straitening or 
ruining anybody in the form of a percentage of the amount of prop- 
erty. The rich must be aware that it is their duty to place a part of 
their superfiuities at the disposal of the State since the State guaran- 
tees them security of possession of the rest of their property and the 
right of honest gains, I say honest, for the contro! over property will 
do away with robbery on & legal basis. ° r 


This social reform must come from above, for the time is ripe for 
it—it is indispensable as a pledge of peace. 


The tax upon the poor man is a seed of revolution and works to 
che detriment of the State which is hunting after the trifting is missing 
the big. Quite apart from this, a tax on eapitalists diminishes the 
growth of wealth in private hands in which we have in these days con- 
centrated it as a counterpoise to the government strength of the goyim 
—their State finances. 


A tox increasing in a percentage ratio to capital will give a much 
Invyor revenue than the present individual or property tax, which is 
useful to us now for the sole reason that it excites trouble and discon- 
tent nmong the guyin. 

The force upon which ovr king wil} rest consists in the equili- 
brium and the gexrantee of peace, for the sake of which things it is 
indispensable that the capitalists should yield up a portion of their 
incomes for the sake of the secure working of the machinery of the 
Stnie. State needs must be paid by those who will not feel the burden 
and have erovgh to take from. 


Such a measure will destroy the hatred of the poor man for the 
vieh, in whom he will see a necessary financial support for the State, 
«vill gee in him the organiser of peace and well-being since he will see 
chat it is the rich man who is paying the necessary means to attain 
these things. 

In order that payers of the educated classes ghould not too much 
distress themselves over the new payments thoy will have full accounts 
given them of the destination of those payments, with the exception 
of such sums as will be approprinted for the needs of the throne and 
the administrative institutions, 
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He who reigns will not have any properties of his own once all in 
the State represents his patrimony, or else the one would be in con- 
tradiction to the other; the fact of holding private means would des- 
troy the right of praperty in the common possessions of all. 


Relatives of him who reigns, his heirs excepted, who will be main- 
tained by the resources of the State, must enter the ranks of servants 
of the State or must work to obtain the right to property; the privilege 
of royal blood must not serve for the spoiling of the treasury. 


Purchase, receipt of money or inheritance will be subject to the 
payment of a stamp progressive tax. Any transfer, of property, 
whether money or other, without evidence of payment of this tax 
which will be strictly registered by names, will render the former hold- 
er liable ta pay interest on the tax from the moment of transfer of 
these sums up to the discovery of his evasion of declaration of the 
transfer. Transfer documents must be presented weekly at the local 
treasury office with notifications of the name, surname and permanent 
place of residence of the former and the new holder of the property. 
This transfer with register of names must begin from a definite sum 
which exceeds the ordinary expenses of buying and selling of neces~ 
saris, and these will be subject to payment only by a stamp impost of 
a definite percentage of the unit. 


Just strike an estimate of how many times such taxes as these will 
cover the revenue of the goyim States. 


The State exchequer will have to maintain a definite conplement of 
reser“ sums, and ali that is collected above that complement must be 
returned inte circulation. On these sums will be organised public 
works, The initiative in works of this kind, proceeding from State 
sourees, will bind the working class firmly to the interests of the State 
and te those who reign. From these same sums also a part will be set 
aside as rewards of inventiveness and productiveness, 


On no account should so much as a single unit above the definite 
and freely estimated sums be retained in the State treasuries, for 
money exists to be circulated and any kind of stagnation of money acts 
ruinously on the running of the State machinery, for which it is the 
lubricant; 2 stagnation of the lubricant may stop the regular working 
of the mechanism. 


The substitution of intereat-bearing paper for n part of the token 
of exchange has produced exactly this stagnation. The consequences 
of this circumstance are already sufficiently noticeable, 


A court of account will also be instituted by us and in it the rufer 
wii] find at any moment a full accounting for State income and expen- 
diture, with the exception of the current monthiy account, not yet made 
up, and that of the preceding month, which will not yet have heen 
delivered. 


The one and only person who will have no interest in robbing’ the 


' 
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State is its owner, the ruler, This is why his personal control will 
remove the possibility of !enkages of extravagances. 


‘Phe representative function of the ruler at receptions for the sake 
of etiquette, which absorbs so much invaluable time, will be abolished 
in order that the raler may have time fox control and consideration. 
His power will not then be split up into fractional parts among time- 
serving favourites who surround the throne for its pomp and spien- 
dour, and are interested only in their own and not in the common in- 
terests of the State, 

Economie erises have been produced by us for the goyim by no 
ofher means than the withdrawal of money from circulation, Huge 
capitals have stagnated, withdrawing money from States, which were 
constantly obliged to apply to those same stagnant enpitals for loans. 
These loans burdened the finances of the State with the payment of 
interest and made them the bend slaves of these capitals, . . + + 

‘he concentration of industry in the hands of enpitalists out of the 
hands of smal? masters has drained away all the juices of the peoples 
and with them also of the States. . . « 


The present issue of money in general docs not eorrespond with 
the requirements per head, and cannot therefore satisfy al} the needs 
of the workers, The issue of money ought to correspond with the 
growth of population and thereby children also must absolutely be 
reckoned as consumers of currency from the day of their birth, The 
revision of issue is a material question for the whole world, 

You are aware thet the gold standard has been the ruin of the 
States which adopted it, for it has not been able to satisfy the de- 
mands for money, the more sa that we have removed gold from cireu- 
lation as far ag possible. 

With us the standard that must be introduced is the cost of work- 
ing-man power, whether it be reckoned in paper or in wood. We shall 
make the issue of money in accordance with the normal requirements 
of each subject, adding to the quantity with every birth and subtracting 
with every death. 

The accounts will be managed by each department (the French 
administrative division}, each circle. 

In order that there muy be no delays in the paying out of money 
for State needs the sums und terms of such payments wilt be fixed by 
acerca of the ruler; this will do away with the protection by 2 ministry 
of one institution to the detriment of others. 

Tho budgets of income and expenditure will be carried out side by 
side that they mny not be obscured by distance one to another. 

The reforms projected by us in the financial institutions and prin- 
cipies of the goyim will be clothed by us in such forins as will alarm 
nobody, We shall point out the necessity of reforms in consequence 
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of the disorderly darkness into which the goyim by their irregulariti 
have plunged the finances. The first ieeesobarity as we shall point 
out, consists in their beginning with drawing up a single budget which 
year after year grows owing to the following cause: this budget is 
dragged out to half the year, then they demand a budget to put things 
right, and this they expend in three months, after which they ask for 
a supplementry budget, and al! this ends with a liquidation budget. 
But, as the budget of the following year is drawn up in accordance 
with the sum of the total addition, the annual departure from the nor- 
mai reaches as much as 50 per cent. in a year, and go the annual bud- 
get is trebled in ten years. Thanks to such methods, allowed by the 
carelessness of the goy States, their treasuries are empty. The period 
of loans supervenes, and that has swallowed up remainders and 
brought all the goy States to bankraptcy, 


You understand perfectly that economic i 
; ; arrangements of this 
ve which have been suggested to the goyim by us, cannot be carried 
on by us. 


Every kind of loan proves infirmity in the State 
understanding of the rights of the State, Leans hang hoy . are ce 
Daimacles over the heads of rulers, who, instead of taking from their 
subjects by a temporary tax, come begging with outstretched patm of 
our bankers, Foreign loans are leeches which there is no possibility 
of removing from the body of the State until they fall off of them- 
selves or the State flings them off. But the goy States do not tear 
them off; they go on in persisting in putting more on to themselves so 
that they must inevitably perish, drained by voluntary blood-letting. 


What aiso indeed is, in substance, a loan, especially a foreign 
loan? A loan is—an issue of government bills of exchange contain- 
ing a percentage obligation commensurate to the sum of the loan capi- 
tai. If the loan bears a charge of 5 per cent., then in twenty years 
the State vainly pays away in interest a sum equal to the loan ber- 
rowed, in forty years it is paying a double sum, in sixty—-treble, and 
all the while the debt remains an unpaid debt. , 


From this caleulation it is obvious that with an i 
v ’ $ y form of taxation 
per head the State is baling out the last coppers of the poor taxpayers 
2 sien settle accounts with wealthy foreigners, from whom it has 
orrowed money instead of collecting these coppera for i 
without the additional interest. i genre 


Se long as loans were internal the goyim only sh i 
nioney from the pockets of the poor to hose of the ich, te ha ae 
bought up the necessary person in order to transfer loans inte the ex- 
ternal sphere all the wealth of States flowed into our cash-boxes and 
ail the goyim began to pay us the tribute of subjects, 


If the superficiality of goy kin t i 
; @s on their thrones in regard to 
State affairs and the venality of ministers or the want of eae. 
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Ing of Gnartcial matters on the part of other raling persons have made 
their countries debtors to our treasuries to amounts quite impossible 
to pay if has not been accomplished without on our part heavy expen- 
diture of trouble and money. . 


Stagnation of money will not be allowed by us and therefore 
there will be no State-interest bearing paper, exeept a one-per-cent. 
series, so that there will be no payment of interest to leeches that 
suck nil the strength ont of the State. ‘The right to issue interest- 
bearing paper will be given exclusively to industrial companies who 
will find no difficulty in paying interest out of profits, whereas the 
State does not make interest on borrowed money like thése companies, 
for the State borrows to spend and not to use in operations, 


Industrial papers will be bought also by the government which 
from being as now a payer of tribute by lonn operations will be trans- 
formed into a lender of moncy at a profit. ‘fhis measure wil? stdp the 
stagnation of money, parasitic profits and idleness, all of which were 
useful for us among the goyim so long as they were independent but 
are not desirable under cur rule. . 


How clear is the undeveloped power of thought of the purely 
brute brains of the yoyim, as expressed in the fact that they have been 
borrowing from us with payment of interest without ever thinking 
that all the same these very moneys pilus an addition for payment of 
interest must be got by them from their own State pockets in order to 
settle up with us. What could have been simpier than to take the 
money they wanted from their own people? 


But it is a proof of the genius of ovr chosen mind that we have 
contrived to present the mutter of Jonns to them in such a light that 
they have even seen in them an advantage for themselves, 


Our accounts, whick we shail present when the time comes in the 
light of centuries of experience gainad by experiments made by us on 
the goy States, will be distinguished by clearness and definiteness and 
will show af a glance to all men the alvnntage of our innovations. 
They will pet an end to those abuses to which we owe our mastery 
over the goyim, but which exnnot be allowed in our kingdom. 


Wa shail so hedge ubout our system of accounting that neither the 
yuler nor the most insignificant public servant will be in a position to 
divert even the smailest sum from its destination without detection or 
to direct it in another direction except thut which will be once fixed in 
a definite plan of action. 

And without a definite pinn it is impossible to rule. Marching 
along an undefermined rond and with undetermined resources brings 
to ruin by the way heroes and demi-gods. 

The goy rulers, whom we once upon a time advised should be dis- 
tracted from State oceupntions by representative receptions, observ- 
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ances of etiquette, entertainments, were only screens for ovr rule, The 
accounts of favourite courtiers who replaced them in the sphere of af- 
fairs were drawn up for them by our agents, and every time gave 
satisfaction ta short-sighted minds by promises that in the future 
economties and improvements were foreseen. . . . Economies from 
what?) From anew taxes ?~were questions that might have been but 
were not asked by those whe read our accounts and projects. 


You know to what they have been brought by this carelessness, 
to what a pitch of financial disorder they have arrived, notwithstand- 
ing the astonishing indastry of their peoples. . . . 
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Internal lonns. Debit and taxes. Conversions. Bankruptcy. Sav- 
_ings banks ard rentes. Abolition of moncy markets. Regula- 
tion of industrial vatucs. 


To what I vaported to you nt the jast meeting I shall now add a 
detailed explanation of internal loans. Of forcign loang I shall say 
nothing more, beeause they have fed us with the national moneys of 
the goyim, but for our State there will be no foreigners, thet is, 
nothing external, 


We have taken advantage of the vennlity of administrators and 
the slackness of rulers to got our moneys twice, thrice and more thnes 
over, by lending to the guy governments moneys which were not at all 
needed hy the Stutes, Caukl anyone «dbo the Hike in regard to us? ... 
Therefore, I shall only deal with the dctaifs of internal loans. 


States announce thnt such a Ioan is to be concluded and opch 
subseriptions for their own bills of exchange, that is, fer their inter- 
est-benring paper, That they may be within the reach of all the 
price is determined at from a hundred to 2 thousand; and a discount 
is made for the enrliest subscribers. Next day by artificial means the 
price of them goes up, the alleged reason being hag everyone is rush- 
ing to buy them. In a few days the treasury sufes are as they say 
overflowing and there’s more money than they can do with {why then 
take it?). The subseription, it is alleged, covers many times over the 
issue tota) of the loan; in this lies the whole stage effect—look ‘you, 
they say, what confidence is shown in the governments bills of 
exchange. 


But when the comedy is played out there emerges the fact that a 
dabit and an exceedingly burdensome debit has been created. For the 
payment of interest it becomes necessary to hnve recourse to new 
loans, which de not swallow up but only add te the capital debt. And 
when this credit is exhausted it becomes necessary by new taxes to

cover, not the loan, but only tha intorest on it, These taxes are a debit 
omployed to cover a debt. .', 


Later comes the time for conversions, but they diminish the pay- 
ment of interest without covering the debt, and besides they cannot 
be made without the consent of the lenders; on announcing a conver- 
sién @ proposal is made to return the moncy to those who are not 
willing to convert their paper. If everybody expressed his unwilling. 
ness and demanded his money back, the government would be hooked 
on their own flies and would be found insolvent and unable fo pay the 
proposed sums. By good luck the subjects of the goy governments, 
knowing nothing about financial affairs, have always preferred tosses 
on exchange and diminution of interest to the risk of new investments 
of their moneys, and have thereby many a time enabled these govern- 
ments to throw off their shoulders a debit of several millions. 


Nowadays, with external loans, these tricks cannot be played by 
the goyim for they know that we shall demand off our moneys back, 


In this way an acknowledged bankruptey will best prove to the 
various countrics the absence of any means between the interests of 
the peoples and of those who rule them. . 


E beg you to concentrate your particular attention upon this point 
and upon tke following: nowadays all internal lonns are consolidated 
by so-called flying loans, that is, such as have terms of payment more 
or Jess near. These debts consist of moneys paid into the sayings 
banks and reserva funds, If left for long at the disposition of a 
government these funds avaporate in the payment of interest on for- 
eign lorus, and are replaced by the doposit of equivalent amount of 
rentes, 

And these last it is which patch up all the leaks in the State trea. 
suries of tha goyim. : 

. When we ascend the throno of the world afl these financis] and 
similar shifts, ag being not in accord with our intorests, will be swept 
away so as not to leave a trace, as also will be destroyed all money 
markets, since we shall not allow the prestige of our power to be 
shaken by fluctuations of prices set upon our values, which we shalt 
announce by law at the price which represents their fall worth without 
any possiblity of lowering or raising. (Raising gives the pretext for 
lowering, which indeed was where we made a beginning in rolation ta 
the values of the goyim.} E . 

We shall repinee tho money markets by grandiose government 
credit institutions, tho object of which will be to Ax the Price of in- 
dustrial values in accordance with government views, These instity- 
tions will be in a position to fling upon the market five hundred mii- 
lions of industrial paper in one day, or to buy up for the same amount, 
Tn this way all industrial undertakings will come into dependence vpon 
us, You may imagine for yourselves whut immense power we shail 
thereby secure for ourselves, . . .

Reduction of the manufacture of articles of luxury. Small master 
production. Unemployment. Prohibition of drunkenness, Killing 
out of the old society and its resurrection in a new form, The 
chosen one of God. 

That the peoples may become accustomed to obendience it is nec- 
essary te inculeate lessons of humility and therefore to reduce the pre- 
duction of articles of luxury. By this we shall improve morals which 


have been debased by emulation in the sphere of luxury, We shall re- . 


establish sraail master production which will mean laying a mine un- 
der the private capital of manufacturers, This is indispensnble 
also for the rengon that manufacturers on the grand scale often 
move, though not always consciously, the thoughts of the masses in 
irections against the government. A people of small masters knows 
nothing of unemployment and this binds him closely with existing 
order, and consequently with the firmness of authority. Unemploy- 
ment is a most perilous thing for a government, For us its part will 
have been played out the moment authority is transferred into our 
hands. Drunkenness also will be prohibited by iaw and punishable as 
a crime against the humanness of man who js turned into a brute un- 
der the influence of alcohol. 


Subjects, 1 repeat once more, give blind ckendience only to the 
strong hand which is absolutcly independent of them, for in it they 
feel the sword for defence and support against social seourges. . . . 
What do they want with an angelic spirit in a king? What they have 
to see in him is the personification of forea and power, 


The supreme lord who wil! replace ai? now existing rulers, drag- 
ging on their existence among societies demoralised by us, societies 
thet have denied oven the authority of God, from whose midst breaks 
out on all sides the fire of anarchy, must first of afl proceed to quench 
this alledevouring flame. Therefore he will be obliged to kill off 
those existing societies, though he should drench them with his own 
blood, that he may resurrect them again in tho form of regularly or- 
ganised troops fighting consciously with every kind of infection that 
may cover the body of the State with sores. 


This Chosen One of God is chosen from above to demolish te 
seneelesa forces moved by instinct and net reason, by brutishness and 
not humanneas. These forces now triumph in monifestetions of rob- 
bery and every kind of violence under the mask of principles of free- 
dom and rights. Thoy have overthrown all forms of social order to. 
erect on the ruins the throne of the King of the Jews; but their part 
will be played out the moment he enters into his kingdom. Then it 
will be necessary to sweep them away from his path, on which must be 
left no knot, no aplinter.

Only the king and the three who stood sponsor for him will know 
what is coming. 


In the porson of the king who with unbending will is master of 
himself and of humanity all will discern as if were fate with its mys- 
terious ways. None will know what the king wishes to attain by his 
dispositions, and therefore none will dare to stand across an unknown 
path, 

It js understood that the brain reservoir of the king must corresy 
pond in capacity to the plan of govornment if hos to contain. It is 
for this reason that he will ascend the throne not otherwise than 
after examination of his mind by the aforesaid learned elders. 

That the people may know and love their king it is indispensable 
for him to converse in the market-places with his people.

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APPENDIX 


No. 1. — A Protecol of 1489 


The Reyne des etudes Juives, financed by James de Rothehitd, 
published in 1880 two documents, which showed how true the Proto. 
eols are in saying that the Learned Elders of Zign have been carrying 
on their plan for centuries. On January 18th, 1489, Chemor, Jewish 
Rabbi of Arles in Provence, wrote to the Grand Sanhedrim, which hed 
ita seat at Constantinople, for advice, as the peopie of ‘Arles werg 
threatening the synagogues. What should the Jews do? This was 
the reply: 


; “Dear beloved brethern in Moses, we have received your letter in 
which you tell us of the anxieties and misfortunes which you are en 
during, We are pierced by as great pain to hear it as yourselves, 


“The advice of the Grand Satraps and Rabbis is the following:— 


“Ag for what you say that the King of France obliges you to 
become Christians: do it, since you cannot do otherwise, but fet the 
law of Moses be kept in your hearts. 


“As for what you say about the commend to despoil you of your 
goods” {the law was that on becoming converted Jews gave up their 
Possessions}: ‘ make your sons merchants, that litle by little they 
may despoil the Christians of theirs. 


“As for what you say about their making attempts on your lives: 
make your songs doctors and apothecaries, that they may take away 
Christiana’ lives. 


“As for what you say of their destroying your synagogues: make 
— rial canons and clerics in order that they may destroy their 
churches, 


“As for the many other vexations you complain of: arrange that 
your sons become advocates and lawyers, and see that they always 
mix themselves up with the affairs of State, in order that by putting 
Christiana under your yoke you may dominate the world and be 
avenged on them, 


“Do not swerve from this order that we give you, because you 


will find by experience that, humiliated as you are, you will reach . 


the actuality of power,

The one difference is that 
the dccuments circulated in the Soviet Union tend to equate
